FEDERAL   LEGISLATION 


TITLE  ONE-FEDERAL  LEGISLATION. 


CHAPTER  I. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  in  California, 
the  granting  of  preemption  rights  therein,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

[Approved  March  3, 1853.     U.  S.  Stats,  at  Large,  Vol.  10,  p.  244.] 

ARTICLE  3. 

SECTION  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  quantity 
of  two  entire  townships,  or  seventy-two  sections,  shall  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  State  of  California  for  the 
use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  said  lands  to  be  selected  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  or  any  person  he  may  designate 
for  that  purpose,  in  legal  subdivision  of  not  less  than  a  quar- 
ter section,  of  any  of  the  unsold,  unoccupied,  and  unappro- 
priated public  lands  therein,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  Legis- 
lature shall  direct;  provided,  hoivever,  that  mineral  land,  or 
lands  reserved  for  any  public  purpose  whatever,  or  lands  to 
whiph  any  settler  may  be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  shall  not  be  subject  to  such  selection. 

ARTICLE  4. 

SECTION  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  State  of  California  the  quantity 
of  ten  entire  sections  of  land,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the 
public  buildings  of  that  State,  said  lands  to  be  selected  by 
the  Governor,  or  any  persons  he  may  designate,  in  legal  sub- 
divisions of  not  less  than  a  quarter  section  of  any  of  the 
unsold,  unoccupied,  and  unappropriated  public  lands  in 
that  State,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  said  selections 
shall  be  made  of  mineral  lands,  or  lands  reserved  for  any 
public  purpose  whatever,  or  lands  to  which  any  settler  may 
be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

NOTE. — The  "  Seminary  Fund,"  and  the  "  Public  Building  Fund,"  were  derived 
from  the  sale  of  land  donated  by  this  Act. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

[Act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1862,  donating  150,000  acres.     12  U.  S.  Stats. 

at  Large,  503.] 

An  Act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territo- 
ries which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts. 

ARTICLE  5. 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem- 
bled, That  there  be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  an  amount  of  public  land, 
to  be  apportioned  to  each  State,  a  quantity  equal  to  thirty 
thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Con- 
gress to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by  the 
apportionment  under  the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty;  provided,  that  no  mineral  lands  shall  be  selected  or 
purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

ARTICLE  6. 

SECTION  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  afore- 
said, after  being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
States  in  sections,  or  subdivisions  of  sections  not  less  than 
one  quarter  of  a  section;  and  whenever  there  are  public 
lands  in  a  State  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  the  quantity  to  which  said 
State  shall  be  entitled  shall  be  selected  from  such  lands 
within  the  limits  of  such  State,  and  the  Secretary  of'  the 
Interior  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  each  of  the  States  in 
which  (here  is  not  the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to 
sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
acre,  to  which  said  State  may  be  entitled  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Act,  land  scrip  to  the  amount  in  acres  for  the 
deficiency  of  its  distributive  share;  said  scrip  to  be  sold  by 
said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  uses  and 
purposes  prescribed  in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other  use  or  pur- 
pose whatsoever;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  any  State  to 
which  land  scrip  may  thus  be  issued  be  allowed  to  locate  the 
same  within  the  limits  of  any  othter  State,  or  of  any  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  but  their  assignees  may  thus  locate 
said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  of  the 
United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre ;  and,  provided  further, 
that  not  more  than  one  million  acres  shall  be  located  by 
such  assignees  in  anyone  of  the  States;  and,  provided  further, 
that  110  such  location  shall  be  made  before  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  Act. 
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ARTICLE  7. 

SECTION  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  expenses 
of  management,  superintendence,  and  taxes  from  the  date 
of  selection  of  said  lands,  previous  to  the^r  sales,  and  all 
expenses  incurred  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of 
the  money  which  may  be  received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  States  to  which  they  may  belong,  out  of  the  treasury 
of  said  States,  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said 
lands  shall  be  applied,  without  any  diminution  whatever, 
to  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

ARTICLE  8. 

SECTION  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  aforesaid  by  the  States  to 
which  the  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the  sale  of  land 
scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stock  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks, 
yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of 
said  stocks;  and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute 
a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever 
undiminished  (except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  section 
fifth  of  this  Act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably 
appropriated,  by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the 
benefit  of  this  Act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  mainte- 
nance of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object  shall 
be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies, 
and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of 
learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts, 
in  such  manner  as  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  may  respect- 
ively prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical 
education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and 
professions  in  life. 

ARTICLE  9. 

SECTION  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  grant  of 
land  and  land  scrip  hereby  authorized  sh,all  be  made  on  the 
following  conditions,  to  which,  as  well  as  the  provisions  here- 
inbefore contained,  the  previous  assent  of  the  several  States 
shall  be  signified  by  legislative  Acts: 

First — If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by 
the  foregoing  section,  or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon, 
shall,  by  any  action  or  contingency,  be  diminished  or  lost,  it 
shall  be  replaced  by  the  State  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that  the 
capital  of  the  fund  shall  remain  forever  undiminished ;  and 
the  annual  interest  shall  be  regularly  applied  without  dimin- 
ution to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section  of  this 
Act,  except  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  upon 
the  amount  received  by  any  State  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  may  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for 
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sites  or  experimental  farms,  whenever  authorized  by  the 
respective  Legislatures  of  said  States. 

Second — No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest  thereon, 
shall  he  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense 
whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of 
any  building  or  buildings. 

Third — Any  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  provide,  within  five  years, 
at  least  not  less  than  one  college,  as  described  in  the  fourth 
section  of  this  Act,  or  the  grant  to  such  State  shall  cease; 
and  said  State  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  United  States 
the  amount  received  of  any  lands  previously  sold,  and  that 
the  title  to  purchasers  under  the  State  shall  be  valid. 

Fourth — An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regarding  the 
progress  of  each  College,  recording  any  improvements  and 
experiments  made,  with  their  costs  and  results,  and  such 
other  matters,  including  State  industrial  and  economical 
statistics,  as  may  be  supposed  useful,  one  copy  of  which  shall 
be  transmitted  by  mail,  free,  by  each  to  all  the  other  Colleges 
which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and 
also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Fifth — When  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those  which  have 
been  raised  to  double  the  minimum  in  price,  in  consequence 
of  railroad  grants,  they  shall  be  computed  to  the  State  at  the 
maximum  price,  and  the  number  of  acres  proportionately 
diminished. 

Sixth — No  State,  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion  or  insur- 
rection against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  Act. 

Seventh—  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this 
Act  unless  it  shall  express  its  acceptance  thereof,  by  its 
Legislature,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  its  approval 
by  the  President. 

ARTICLE  10. 

SECTION  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  land  scrip  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  subject  to 
location  until  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

ARTICLE  11. 

SECTION  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  officers 
shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  locating  land  scrip  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  as  is  now  allowed  for  the 
location  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  under  existing 
laws;  provided,  their  maximum  compensation  shall  not  be 
thereby  increased. 
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ARTICLE  12. 

SECTION  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Governors 
of  the  several  States  to  which  scrip  shall  be  issued  under  this 
Act,  shall  be  required  to  report  annually  to  Congress  all  sales 
made  of  such  scrip,  until  the  whole  shall  be  disposed  of,  the 
amount  received  for  the  same,  and  what  appropriation  has 
been  made  of  the  proceeds. 


CHAPTER  III. 

[Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  23,  1866.     Vol.  14,  U.  S.,  p.  208.] 

ARTICLE   13. 

NOTK. — This  Act  merely  amends  Section  5  of  Act  of  July,  1862,  extending  the 
time  within  which  the  provisions  of  said  Act  may  be  accepted,  and  such  colleges 
established,  to  three  years  thereafter  in  which  to  express  such  acceptance,  and  five 
years  within  which  to  provide  such  colleges. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Relating  to  the  selection  of  lands. 

[Approved  June  8,  1868.     Vol.  15,  p.  68  of  U.  S.  Stats,  at  Large,  Fortieth  Congress.] 

ARTICLE  14. 

SECTION  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lands  granted 
to  the  State  of  California  for  the  establishment  of  an  Agri- 
cultural College  by  the  Act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  and  Acts  amendatory  thereto,  may  be  selected 
by  said  State  from  any  lands  within  said  State  subject  to  pre- 
emption and  sale;  provided,  that  this  privilege  shall  not  extend 
to  lands  upon  which  there  may  be  rightful  claims  under  the 
preemption  and  homestead  laws,  nor  to  mineral  lands;  and 
provided  further,  that  if  lands  be  selected  as  aforesaid,  the 
minimum  price  of  which  is  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
acre,  each  acre  so  selected  shall  be  taken  by  the  State  in  sat- 
isfaction of  two  acres,  the  minimum  price  of  which  is  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre;  and  provided  further, 
that  such  selections  shall  be  made  in  every  other  respect 
subject  to  the  condition,  restrictions,  and  limitations  contained 
in  the  Acts  hereby  modified. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

Act  of  March  3,  1871. 

[Approved  March  3,  1871.     Vol.  16,  p.  581  of  U.  S.  Stats,  at  Large.] 

ARTICLE  15. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
section  four  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  further  provide 
for  giving  effect  to  the  various  grants  of  public  lands  to  the 
State  of  Nevada,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  And  it  is  further  enacted  that  the  lands 
granted  to  the  State  of  California  for  the  establishment  of  an 
Agricultural  College,  by  the  Act  of  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  Acts  amendatory  thereto,  may 
be  selected  by  said  State  from  any  lands  within  said  State, 
.subject  to  i>reemption,  settlement,  entry,  sale,  or  location, 
under  any  laws  of  the  United  States.  Such  selection  may 
be  made  in  any  legal  subdivisions,  adjoining  by  sides,  so  as 
to  constitute  1  MM  lies  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres;  or  they  may  he  made  in  separate  subdivisions  of  forty, 
eighty,  or  one  hundred  and  twenty  am-,  respectively;  pfO- 
vided,  that  this  privileo-c  shall  not  extend  to  lands  upon 
which  there  may  l>e  rightful  claims  under  the  preemption 
and  homestead  laws,  nor  to  mineral  lands;  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  if  lands  be  selected  as  aforesaid,  the  minimum 
price  of  which  is  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  they 
shall  he  taken,  acre  for  acre,  in  part  sit i -fact ion  of  the  grant, 
and  the  State  of  California  shall  pay  to  the  United  States  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-live  cento  per  acre  for  each 
acre  so  selected,  when  the  saine  shall  be  patented  to  the  State 
by  the  United  States;  i>ruri<i«l  /*//•////,-.  i  hat  where  lands, 
sought  to  he  selected  for  the  Agricultural  College,  are  unsur- 
veyed,  the  proper  authorities  of  the  State  shall  file  a  state- 
ment to  that  cH'cct  with  the  Register  of  the  United  States 
Land  Office, describing  the  land  by  township  and  range,  and 
shall  make  application  to  the  'United  States  Surveyor- 
General  for  a  survey  of  the  same,  the  expenses  of  the  survey 
for  field-work  to  he  paid  by  the  State,  provided  there  be  no 
appropriation  by  Congress  for  that  purpose.  The  United 
States  Surveyor-General,  as  soon  as  practicable,  shall  have 
the  said  lands  surveyed,  and  the  township  plats  returned  to 
the  United  States  Land  Office;  and  lands  so  surveyed  and 
returned  shall,  for  thirty  days  after  the  riling -of  the  plats  in 
the  United  States  Land  Office,  be  held  exclusively  for  loca- 
tion for  the  Agricultural  College;  and  within  said  thirty 
days  the  proper  authorities  of  the  State  shall  make  applica- 
tion to  the  United  States  Land  Office  for  the  lands  sought  to 
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be  located  by  sections  and  parts  of  sections;  provided,  that 
any  rights,  under  the  preemption  or  homestead  laws, 
acquired  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  required  statement  with 
the  United  States  Register,  shall  not  be  impaired  or  affected 
by  this  Act;  and  provided  further,  that  such  selections  shall 
be  made  in  every  other  respect  subject  to  the  conditions, 
restrictions,  and  limitations  contained  in  the  Acts  hereby 
modified. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several 
States  mid  Territories  ivhich  may  provide  Colleges  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

[Act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1883.     Vol.  22,  U.  8.,  484.] 

ARTICLE  16. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Cwiwess  assembled,  That  the  fourth 
section  of  the  Act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States 
and  Territories  which  may  provide  Colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  .and  the  mechanic  arts,  approved  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  be  and  tha  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"SECTION  4.  That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands 
aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned, 
and  from  the  sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks;  or  the  same  may  be  invested 
by  the  States  having  no  State  stocks  in  any  other  manner, 
after  the  Legislatures  of  such  States  shall  have  assented  thereto 
and  engaged  that  such  funds  shall  yield  not  less  than  five 
per  centum  upon  the  amount  so  invested,  and  that  the  prin- 
cipal thereof  shall  forever  remain  unimpaired;  provided,  ih&t 
the  moneys  so  invested  or  loaned  shall  constitute  a  perpetual 
fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished 
(except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  section  five  of  this  Act), 
and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated 
by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this 
Act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least 
one  College,  where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  witho.ut  ex- 
cluding other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including 
military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are 
related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner 
as  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  prescribe, 
in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of 
the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions 
in  life.'; 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

G.  O.  74,  H.  Q.  A.,  July  19,  1884. 

ARTICLE  17. 

[Extract  from  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  July  5,  1884.] 

"Section  1225.  The  President  may,  upon  the  application 
of  any  established  college  or  university  within  the  United 
States,  having  capacity  to  educate,  at  the  same  time,  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  male  students,  detail  an  officer 
of  the  army  to  act  as  President,  Superintendent,  or  professor 
thereof ;  but  the  number  of  officers  so  detailed  shall  not 
exceed  *  *  [forty]  at  any  time,  and  they  shall  be  appor- 
tioned throughout  the  United  States,  as  nearly  as  may  be 
practicable,  according  to  population.  Officers  so  detailed 
shall  be  governed  by  general  rules  prescribed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  President.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized 
to  issue  at  his  discretion  and  under  proper  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  him,  out  of  any  small  arms  or  pieces  of  field 
artillery  belonging  to  the  Government  and  which  can  be 
spared  for  that  purpose,  such  number  of  the  same  as  may 
appear  to  be  required  for  military  instruction  and  practice 
by  the  students  of  any  college  or  university  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  require  a  bond 
in  each  case,  in  double  the  value  of  the  property,  for  the  care 
and  safe  keeping  thereof,  and  for  the  return  of  the  same  when 
required." 

ARTICLE  18. 

REGULATIONS. 

The  following  regulations,  in  regard  to  the  detail  of  officers 
of  the  army  at  established  colleges  and  universities  within 
the  United  States,  are  prescribed  by  the  President,  under  the 
above  law: 

1.  Details  "shall  be  apportioned  throughout  the  United 
States  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  according  to  popula- 
tion;" such  States  as  do  not  contain  sufficient  population  to 
entitle  them  to  one  officer  will  be  grouped  with  one  or  more 
contiguous  States  or  Territories,  so  that  the  combined  popu- 
lation of  the  group  will  allow  the  detail  of  one  or  more  offi- 
cers, to  the  extent  of  forty  officers  in  all. 

2.  As  a  rule,  Captains  of  companies,  regimental  staff  offi- 
cers, or  officers  who  have  served  less  than  three  years  with 
their  regiments  or  corps,  or  who  have  recently  completed  a 
tour  of  detached  duty,  will  not  be  eligible.     No  details  will  be 
made  that  will  leave  a  battery,  troop,  or  company  without 
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two  officers  for  duty  with  it.    The  period  of  detail  will  not 
be  longer  than  three  years. 

3.  No  officer  will  be  detailed  at  any  institution  except  upon 
an  application  from  its  proper  representatives. 

4.  Applications  for  details  of  officers  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Secretary  of  War.  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  as  to  the  number  of  male  students  the  college"  or 
university  has  the  capacity  to  educate,  and  also  by  the  last 
printed  catalogue. 

5.  Officers  of  the  army  desiring  a  detail  at  colleges  or  uni- 
versities may  make  application  therefor  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  through  the  usual  military  channels,  and  their  names 
will,  if  the  officers  are  available,  be  furnished  to  such  insti- 
tutions as  may  desire  such  details. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  the  issue  of  arms,  etc.,  required  for  military 
instruction  and  practice  at  colleges  and  universities,  under 
Section  1225,  Revised  Statutes: 

1.  The  number  of  pieces  of  field  artillery,  with  necessary 
implements,  and  of  small  arms  and  accputerments,  which 
may  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  military  instruction  to  each 
selected  college  and  university  having  an  officer  of  the  army 
stationed  thereat,  is  limited  to  the  following,  viz.:  2  3-irich 
rifled  guns,  wrought  iron,  model  1861,  at  $450,  $900;  2  car- 
riages and   limbers,  3-inch  gun,  at  $325,  $650;  2  gunner's 
haversacks,  at  $3  35,  $6  70;  2  handspikes,  trail,  at  $],  $2;  4 
lanyards,  at  10  cents,  40  cents;  2  priming  wires,  at  10  cents, 
20  cents;  4  sponges  and  rammers,  3-inch,  at  $1,  $4;  4  sponge 
covers,  3-inch,  at  30  cents,  $1  20;  2  tube  pouches,  at  $1  50,  $3; 
4  thumbstalls,  at  20  cents,  80  cents;  2  tompions,  3-inch,  at  30 
cents,  60  cents;  2  vent  covers,  at  40  cents,  80  cents;  1  pendu- 
lum hausse,  3-inch,  $2  50;  1  pendulum  hausse  seat,  60  cents; 
1  pendulum  hausse  pouch,  75  cents;  2  paulins,  12  by  15  feet, 
at  $11  75,  $23  50;  150  Springfield  "cadet"  rifles,  caliber  .45, 
with  appendages,  etc.,  at  $18,  $2,700;  150  bayonet  scabbards, 
steel,  cadet,  at  91  cents,  $136  50;  150  waist  belts  and  plates,  at 
50  cents,  $75;  150  cartridge  boxes,  caliber  .45,  at  $1  25,  $187  50. 

2.  Issue  of  the  above  stores  will  be  made  by  the  Chief  of 
Ordnance  to  any  selected  institution  upon  its  filing  a  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  double  the  value  of  the  property,  condi- 
tioned that  it  will  take  good   care  of  and  safely  keep  and 
account  for  the  same,  and  Will,  when  required  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  duly  return  the  same,  within  thirty  days,  in 
good  order,  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  or  such  officer  or  per- 
son as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  designate  to  receive  it. 

3.  To  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  terms 
"college"  and  "university"  herein  used  are  held  to  relate  to 
"  State  institutions,  incorporated  or  public,"  and  not  to  "mere 
schools,  private  or  municipal." 

4.  (Prescribes  the  form  of  bond.) 

5.  For  practice-firing,  the  following  allowances  of  ammuni- 
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tipn  will  be  made  annually  to  each  of  the  various  institutions, 
viz.:  1,000  carbine  metallic  ball  cartridges,  cal.  .45;  1,000 
metallic  blank  cartridges,  cal.  .45;  100  rounds  blank  car- 
tridges for  3-inch  gun;  300  friction  primers. 

This  ammunition  will  be  issued  upon  requisitions  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  by  the  Presidents  or 
Superintendents  of  the  institutions;  and  as  annual  allow- 
ances date  in  all  cases  from  July  first  of  each  year,  requisi- 
tions should  be  forwarded  before  or  as  soon  after  that  date 
as  practicable  for  the  prospective  year's  supply.  Undrawn 
allowances  of  one  year  cannot  be  drawn  in  the  succeeding 
year. 

6.  Regular  property  returns  will  be  rendered  quarterly  to 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance  by  each  President  or  Superintendent 
of  an  institution  supplied  with  arms,  etc.,  accounting  for  all 
ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  issued  to  the  institution  under 
his  charge.    These  returns  will  be  made  on  the  blank  forms 
to  be  supplied  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance. 

7.  Whenever  any  institution  shall  fail  to  return  the  public 
property  in  its  charge  within  thirty  days  after  demand  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  delinquency  will  be  promptly 
referred  to  the  Attorney-General,  that  the  bond  of  the  insti- 
tution may  forthwith  be  put  in  suit. 

8.  All  expense  of  repairs  of  stores  are  to  be  borne  by  the 
institution  using  the  same,  the  Ordnance  Department  sup- 
plying spare  parts  for  repairs  at  cost  price. 

The  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  4,  1880,  relating  to  the 
detail  of  retired  officers  at  colleges  provides: 

That  upon  the  application  of  any  college,  university,  or 
institution  of  learning,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  any 
State  within  the  United  States,  having  capacity  at  the  same 
time  to  educate  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  male 
students,  the  President  may  detail  an  officer  of  the  army  on 
the  retired  list  to  act  as  President.  Superintendent,  or  pro- 
fessor thereof;  and  such  officer  may  receive  from  the  institu- 
tion to  which  he  may  be  detailed  the  difference  between  his 
retired  and  full  pay,  and  shall  not  receive  any  additional  pay 
or  allowance  from  the  United  States. 

The  details  authorized  by  this  Act  will  be  in  addition  to 
the  forty  allowed  by  Section  1225,  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  5,  1884,  and 
may  be  made  to  institutions  of  learning  of  the  requisite 
grade  in  any  State,  without  reference  to  population  or  to  the 
number  of  officers  already  serving  therein.

DIVISION  ONE— CONSTITUTIONAL  PROVISIONS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Constitution  of  California  1849  and  1862— Article  IX. 
ARTICLE  19. 

SECTION  4.  The  Legislature  shall  take  measures  for  the 
protection,  improvement,  or  other  disposition  of  such  lands 
as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  reserved  or  granted  by  the 
United  States,  or  any  person  or  persons,  to  this  State,  for  the 
use  of  a  University;  and  the  funds  accruing  from  the  rents 
or  sale  of  such  lands,  or  from  any  other  source,  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  shall  be  and  remain  a  permanent  fund,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  said 
University,  with  such  branches  as  the  public  convenience 
may  demand,  for  the  promotion  of  literature,  the  arts  and 
sciences,  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  terms  of  such  grant. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  to  provide  effectual  means  for  the  improvement  and  per- 
manent security  of  the  funds  of  said  University. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Constitution  oj   California  1879 — Article  IX,  Section  9. 
ARTICLE  20. 

SECTION  9.  The  University  of  California  shall  constitute 
a  public  trust,  and  its  organization  and  government  shall  be 
perpetually  continued  in  the  form  and  character  prescribed 
by  the  organic  Act  creating  the  same,  passed  March  twenty- 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  (and  the  several  Acts 
amendatory  thereof),  subject  only  to  such  legislative  control 
as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  compliance  with  the  terms  of  its 
endowments  and  the  proper  investment  and  security  of  its 
funds.  It  shall  be  entirely  independent  of  all  political  or  sec- 
tarian influence,  and  kept  free  therefrom  in  the  appointment 
of  its  Regents,  and  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs ;  pro- 
vided, that  all  the  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  public 
lands  donated  to  this  State  by  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  several  Acts 
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amendatory  thereof,  shall  be  invested  as  provided  by  said 
Acts  of  Congress,  and  the  interest  of  said  moneys  shall  be 
inviolably  appropriated  to  the  endowment,  support,  and 
maintenance  of  at  least  one  College  of  Agriculture,  where 
the  leading  objects  shall  be  (without  excluding  other  scien- 
tific and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics)  to 
teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  scientific 
and  practical  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  and  conditions  of  said  Acts  of 
Congress;  and  the  Legislature  shall  provide  that  if,  through 
neglect,  misappropriation,  or  any  other  contingency,  any  por- 
tion of  the  funds  so  set  apart  shall  be  diminished  or  lost,  the 
State  shall  replace  such  portion  so  lost  or  misappropriated,  so 
that  the  principal  thereof  shall  remain  forever  undiminished. 
No  person  shall  be  debarred  admission  to  any  of  the  collegiate 
departments  of  the  University  on  account  of  sex.

ARTICLE  32. 

SECTION  1.  Whenever  the  Legislature  shall  provide  by 
enactment  for  the  creation  of  any  State  university,  college, 
academy,  or  other  State  institution  of  learning,  science,  or 
art,  and  shall,  in  and  by  such  enactment,  direct  and  provide 
for  the  creation  of  a  corporation  for  such  purpose,  any  three 
of  the  persons  named  or  indicated  in  and  by  such  enactment 
as  Trustees  or  Directors  of  such  corporation  may  unite  in  a 
certificate  to  the  effect  that  they  have  associated  themselves 
together  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  and  by  such  enact- 
ment, and  to  form  a  corporation  for  such  purposes  by  the 
name  and  style  designated  in  and  by  such  enactment.  The 
execution  of  such  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  before, 
and  certified  by,  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  any  Notary  Public, 
and  said  certificate  thereupon  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State;  and  thereupon  the  persons  named  therein,  their 
associates  and  successors,  shall  become  a  corporation  under 
the  name  and  style  designated  in  and  by  such  enactment. 

ARTICLE  33. 

Sue.  2.    Every  such  corporation, as  such,  shall  have  power: 

First — To  have  succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the 
period  limited;  ami  whore  no  period  is  limited,  perpetually. 

Second — To  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  Court. 

Third — To  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

Fourth — To  hold,  purchase,  and  convey  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  shall 
require,  not  exceeding  the  amount  limited  by  law. 

Fifth — To  make  by -laws,  not  inconsistent  with  any  exist- 
ing law,  for  the  management  of  its  property  and  the  regu- 
lation of  its  affairs. 

ARTICLE  34. 

SEC.  3.  In  addition  to  the  powers  enumerated  in  the 
preceding  section,  no  such  corporation  shall  possess  or  exer- 
cise any  corporate  powers  except  such  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  so  enumerated  and  given,  and 
such  further  powers  as  may  be  enumerated  and  given  in 
and  by  the  enactment  providing  for  the  creation  of  the 
institution  so  incorporated ;  and  any  and  all  provisions  of 
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such  enactment  specially  limiting  the  powers  of  such  corpo- 
ration shall  be  binding  upon  the  same. 

SEC.  4.    This  Act  shall   take  effect   from  and   after  its 
passage. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Ad  to  create  and  organize  the   University  of'  California. — The 
11  Organic  Act" 

[Approved  March  23,  1868.     Stats,  of  Cal.,  1S67-8,  p.  248.] 

ARTICLE  35. 

SECTION  1.  A  State  University  is  hereby  created,  pursuant 
to  the  requirements  of  section  four,  article  nine,  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  California;  and,  in  order  to  devote  to 
the  largest  purpose  of  education  the  benefaction  made  to  the 
State  of  California  under  and  by  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of 
Congress  passed  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  entitled  an  Act  donating  land  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  \vhieh  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts.  The  said  University 
shall  be  called  the  University  of  California,  and  shall  be 
located  upon  the  grounds  heretofore  donated  to  the  State  of 
California  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College  of  California.  The  said  University  shall  be  under 
the  charge  and  control  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  be  known 
and  styled  "The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California." 
The  University  shall  have  for  its  design  to  provide  instruc- 
tion and  complete  education  in  all  the  departments  of  science, 
literature,  art,  industrial  and  professional  pursuits,  and  gen- 
eral education,  and  also  special  courses  of  instruction  for  the 
professions  of  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  mining,  military 
science,  civil  engineering,  law,  medicine,  and  commerce,  and 
shall  consist  of  various  colleges,  namely: 

/•Y/'.s£ — Colleges  of  Arts; 

Second — A  College  of  Letters; 

Third — Such  professional  and  other  colleges  as  may  be 
added  thereto  or  connected  therewith. 

ARTICLE  36. 

SEC.  2.  Each  full  course  of  instruction  shall  consist  of  its 
appropriate  studies,  and  shall  continue  for  at  least  four  years, 
and  the  faculty,  instructors,  and  body  of  students,  in  each 
course,  shall  constitute  a  college,  to  be  designated  by  its 
appropriate  name.  For  this  purpose  there  shall  be  organ- 
ized as  soon  as  the  means  appropriated  therefor  shall  permit: 

First — The  following  Colleges  of  Arts:  a  State  College  of 
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Agriculture;  a  State  College  of  Mechanic  Arts;  a  State  Col- 
lege of  Mines;  a  State  College  of  Civil  Engineering;  and  such 
other  Colleges  of  Arts  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  be  able 
and  tind  it  expedient  to  establish. 

Second — A  State  College  of  Letters. 

Third — Colleges  of  Medicine,  Law,  and  other  like  profes- 
sional colleges. 

ARTICLE  37. 

SEC.  3.  A  proper  degree  of  each  college  shall  be  con- 
ferred at  the  end  of  the  course  upon  such  students  as,  having 
completed  the  same,  shall,  at  the  annual  examination,  be 
found  proficient  therein;  but  each  college  shall  also  have  a 
partial  course  for  those  who  may  not  desire  to  pursue  a  full 
course  therein;  and  any  resident  of  California,  of  the  age  of 
fourteen  years  or  upwards,  of  approved  moral  character, 
shall  have  the  right  to  enter  himself  in  the  University  as 
a  student  at  large,  and  receive  tuition  in  any  branch  or 
branches  of  instruction  at  the  time  when  the  same  are  given 
in  their  regular  course,  on  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Regents 
may  prescribe.  The  said  Board  of  Regents  shall  endeavor 
so  to  arrange  the  several  courses  of  instruction  that  the 
students  of  the  different  colleges  and  the  students  at  large 
may  be  largely  brought  into  social  contact  and  intercourse 
with  each  other  by  attending  the  same  lectures  and  branches 
of  instruction. 

ARTICLE  38. 

SEC.  4.  The  College  of  Agriculture  shall  be  first  estab- 
lished; but  in  selecting  the  professors  and  instructors  for  the 
said  College  of  Agriculture  the  Regents  shall,  so  far  as  in 
(heir  power,  select  persons  possessing  such  acquirements  in 
their  several  vocations  as  will  enable  them  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  professors  in  the  several  Colleges  of  Mechanic  Arts, 
of  Mines,  and  of  Civil  Engineering,  and  in  such  other  col- 
leges as  may  be  hereafter  established.  As  soon  as  practica- 
ble a  system  of  moderate  manual  labor  should  be  established 
in  connection  with  the  Agricultural  College,  and  upon  its 
agricultural  and  ornamental  grounds,  having  for  its  object 
practical  education  in  agriculture,  landscape  gardening,  the 
health  of  the  students,  and  to  afford  them  an  opportunity, 
by  their  earnings,  of  defraying  a  portion  of  the  expenses  of 
their  education.  These  advantages  shall  be  open  in  the  first 
instance  to  students  in  the  College  of  Agriculture,  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  preference  in  that  behalf. 

ARTICLE  39. 

SEC.  5.  The  College  of  Mechanic  Arts  shall  be  next  es- 
tablished; and  in  organizing  this  or  any  other  college,  the 
same  regard  hereinbefore  indicated  shall  be  had  for  the 
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general  acquirements  of  each  professor  and  instructor,  so 
that  he  may  be  able  to  give  general  and  special  instruction 
in  as  many  classes  and  courses  of  instruction  as  possible; 
and  inasmuch  as  the  original  donation,  out  of  which  the 
plan  of  a  State  University  has  had  its  rise,  was  made  to  the 
State  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Congress,  entitled  an 
Act  donating  land  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which 
may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts,  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  the  said  Board  of  Regents  shall  always  bear  in 
mind  that  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  College  of 
Mechanic  Arts  are  an  especial  object  of  their  care  and  super- 
intendence, and  that  they  shall  be  considered  and  treated  as 
entitled  primarily  to  the  use  of  the  funds  donated  for  their 
establishment  and  maintenance  by  the  said  Act  of  Congress. 

ARTICLE  40. 

SEC.  6.  The  College  of  Mines  and  the  College  of  Civil 
Engineering  shall  be  next  established,  and  such  other  col- 
leges of  arts  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  be  able  to  establish 
with  the  means  in  their  possession  or  under  their  control; 
and  in  order  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  said  Act  of 
Congress  all  able-bodied  male  students  of  the  University, 
whether  pursuing  full  or  partial  courses  in  any  colleges,  or 
as  students  at  large,  shall  receive  instruction  and  discipline 
in  military  tactics,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as 
the  Regents  shall  prescribe,  the  requisite  arms  for  which 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  State. 

ARTICLE  41. 

SEC.  7.  The  Board  of  Regents,  having  in  regard  the  said 
donation  already  made  to  the  State  by  the  President  and 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  and  their 
proposition  to  surrender  all  their  property  to  the  State,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State  University,  and  to  become  disincor- 
porate and  go  out  of  existence  as  soon  as  the  State  shall 
organize  the  University  by  adding  a  Classical  College  to  the 
College  of  Arts,  shall,  as  soon  as  they  deem  it  practicable, 
establish  a  College  of  Letters.  The  College  of  Letters  shall 
be  coexistent  with  the  aforesaid  Colleges  of  Arts,  and  shall 
embrace  a  liberal  course  of  instruction  in  languages,  litera- 
ture, and  philosophy,  together  with  such  courses  or  parts  of 
courses  in  the  aforesaid  Colleges  of  Arts  as  the  authorities  or 
the  University  shall  prescribe.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  upon  due  examination,  and  afterward  the  degree  of  Mas- 
ter of  Arts,  in  usual  course,  shall  be  conferred  upon  graduates 
of  this  college.  But  the  provisions  herein  and  hereinbefore 
contained,  regarding  the  order  in  which  the  said  colleges 
shall  be  organized,  shall  not  be  construed  as  directing  or  per- 
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mitting  the  organization  of  any  of  the  specified  colleges  to  be 
unnecessarily  delayed,  but  only  as  indicating  the  order  in 
which  said  colleges  shall  be  organized,  beginning  with  the  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture,  and  adding  in  succession  to  the  body  of 
instructors  in  that  and  the  other  colleges  such  other  instruc- 
tors as  may  be  necessary  to  organize  the  other  colleges  succes- 
sively in  the  order  above  indicated.  Only  the  first  year's  course 
of  instruction  shall  be  provided  for  in  each  college  at  first,  the 
other  successive  years'  courses  being  added  in  each  year  as 
the  students  advance  to  the  same  until  the  full  course  in  each 
college  is  established;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of 
Regents  may  organize  at  once  the  full  course  of  the  College  of 
Letters,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  expedient  so  to  do,  in  order 
to  allow  the  College  of  California  to  immediately  convey  the 
residue  of  its  property  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the 
University,  and  to  become  disincorporate  and  go  out  of  exist- 
ence pursuant  to  its  proposition  to  that  effect. 

ARTICLE  42. 

SEC.  8.  The  Board  of  Regents  may  affiliate  with  the  Uni- 
versity and  make  an  integral  part  of  the  same,  and  incor- 
porate therewith  any  incorporated  College  of  Medicine  or 
of  Law,  or  other  special  course  of  instruction  now  existing, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  created,  upon  such  terms  as  to 
the  respective  corporations  may  be  deemed  expedient.  And 
such  college  or  colleges  so  affiliated  shall  retain  the  control 
of  their  own  property,  with  their  own  Boards  of  Trustees 
and  their  own  Faculties  and  Presidents  of  the  same,  respec- 
tively; and  the  students  of  those  colleges,  recommended  by 
the  respective  Faculties  thereof,  shall  receive  from  the  Uni- 
versity the  degrees  of  those  colleges ;  provided,  however,  that 
the  President  of  the  University  shall  be,  exofficio,  a  member 
of  the  Faculty  of  each  and  every  college  of  the  University, 
and  President  of  such  Faculty. 

ARTICLE  43. 

SEC.  9.  The  examinations  for  degrees  shall  be  annual, 
and  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  take  measures  to  make  such 
examinations  thorough  and  complete.  Students  who  shall 
have  passed  not  less  than  a  full  year  as  resident  students 
in  any  college,  academy,  or  school  in  this  State,  and  after 
examination  by  the  respective  Faculty  of  such  college, 
academy,  or  school,  are  recommended  by  such  Faculty  as 
proficient  candidates  for  any  degree  in  any  regular  course  of 
the  University,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  examined  therefor  at 
the  annual  examination;  and,  on  passing  such  examination, 
shall  receive  such  degree  for  that  course  and  the  diploma  of 
the  University  therefor,  and  shall  rank  and  be  considered,  in 
all  respects,  as  graduates  of  the  University.  All  students  of 
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the  University  who  have  been  resident  students  thereof  for 
not  less  than  one  year,  and  all  graduates  of  the  University, 
in  any  course,  may  present  themselves  for  examination  in 
any  other  course  or  courses  at  the  annual  examinations,  and, 
on  passing  such  examination,  shall  receive  the  degree  and 
diploma  of  that  course.  Upon  such  examinations  each 
professor  and  instructor  of  that  course  shall  cast  one  vote 
upon  each  application  for  recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  for  a  degree,  and  the  votes  shall  be  by  ballot.  In 
case  .the  College  of  California  shall  surrender  its  property  to 
the  University,  and  said  donation  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Regents,  and  said  College  of  California  shall  there- 
after become  disincorporate  in  pursuance  of  its  proposition 
heretofore  made,  to  that  effect,  the  graduates  and  those  who 
shall  have  received  the  degrees  of  that  college  shall  receive  the 
degrees  from  the  University,  and  be  considered,  in  all  respects, 
graduates  of  the  same;  and  the  last  above  expressed  provision 
shall  apply  to  the  previous  graduates  of  any  incorporated  col- 
lege of  medicine,  law,  or  other  professional  college  which  shall 
become  affiliated  with  the  University,  as  herein  otherwise 
provided.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  also  confer  certificates 
of  proficiency  in  any  branch  of  study  upon  such  students  of 
the  University  as.  upon  examination,  shall  be  found  entitled 
to  the  same.  The  style  of  diplomas  and  degrees  shall  be: 
"  University  of  California,  College  of  Agriculture,"  or  with  the 
name  of  the  other  respective  college;  but  honorary  degrees 
for  the  higher  degrees,  not  lower  than  that  of  Master  of  Arts, 
may  be  conferred,  with  the  designation  of  the  University 
alone,  upon  persons  distinguished  in  literature,  science,  and 
art. 

ARTICLE  44. 

SEC.  10.  Scholarships  may  be  established  in  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  State,  associations,  or  individuals,  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  tuition  in  any  course  of  the  University, 
free  from  the  ordinary  charges,  to  any  scholar  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  who  shall  distinguish  himself  in  study, 
according  to  the  recommendation  of  his  teachers,  and  shall 
pass  the  previous  examination  required  for  the  grade  at 
which  he  wishes  to  enter  the  University,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  private  benefaction;  provided,  that  the  said  scholarships 
shall  be  approved  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

ARTICLE  45. 

SEC.  11.  The  general  government  and  superintendence 
of  the  University  shall  vest  in  a  Board  of  Regents,  to  be 
denominated  the  "  Regents  of  the  University  of  California," 
who  shall  become  incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of 
the  State  of  California  by  that  corporate  name  and  style. 
3 
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The  said  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-two  members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  citizens  and  permanent  residents  of  the  State 
of  California,  as  follows  : 

Firstly— Qt  the  following  ex  officio  members,  namely:  His 
Excellency  the  Governor;  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  the 
person  acting  as  such ;  the  Speaker,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
Assembly;  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction; 
the  President,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  State  Agricultural 
Society,  and  the  President  of  the  Mechanics'  Institute  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Secondly — Of  eight  other  appointed  members,  to  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  sixteen 
years;  provided,  that  such  members  first  so  appointed  shall 
be  classified  by  lot  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents, so  that  one  of  the  numbers  so  appointed  shall  go  out 
of  office  at  the  end  of  every  successive  two  years;  and  after 
that  the  full  term  to  be  sixteen  years,  and  the  record  of  such 
classification  shall  be  transmitted  by  said  Board  of  Regents  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  and  filed  in  his  office. 

Thirdly — Of  eight  additional  honorary  members,  to  be 
chosen  from  the  body  of  the  State  by  the  official  and  ap- 
pointed members,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of 
sixteen  years;  -provided,  that  sucli  honorary  members  first  so 
chosen  shall  be  classified  by  lot  when  so  appointed,  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  so  appointing  them,  so  that  one  of  the 
members  so  chosen  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  each 
successive  two  years,  and  after  that  the  full  term  to  be  sixteen 
years,  and  the  record  of  such  classification  shall  be  trans- 
mitted  by  said  Board  of  Regents  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  to 
be  filed  in  his  office.  Each  member  of  the  said  Board, 
whether  official,  appointed,  or  honorary,  shall,  if  present,  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  at  all  the  meetings  of  said  Board.  The 
first  official  year  from  which  the  terms  of  office  shall  be  com- 
puted to  run,  shall  he  the  first  day  of  March,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of 
appointed  members  of  the  Board,  occurring  in  the  rece 
the  Legislature,  shall  be  filled  for  the  rest  of  the  term  by 
appointment  of  the  Governor.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of 
honorary  members,  occurring  from  any  cause  other  than 
the  expiration  of  the  term  by  limitation,  shall  he  filled  for 
the  rest  of  the  term  by  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 
In  case  the  Senate  shall  adjourn  before  the  Governor  shall 
have  nominated  the  first  appointed  members  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  under  this  Act,  or  before  it  shall  have  confirmed  his 
nomination  in  their  behalf,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  the 
same  by  his  sole  act.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
or  of  the  University,  shall  be  deemed  a  public  officer  by 
virtue  of  such  membership,  or  required  to  take  any  oath  of 
office,  but  his  emplo3rment  as  such  shall  be  held  and  deemed 
to  be  exclusively  a  private  trust;  and  no  person  who  at  the 
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time  holds  any  executive  office,  or  appointment  under  the 
State,  shall  be  a  member  of  said  Board,  except  the  executive 
officers  above  mentioned.  The  Governor  shall  be  President 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  in  his  absence  the  Board  shall 
appoint  a  President  pro  tempore. 

ARTICLE  4.6. 

SEC.  12.  The  said  Board  of  Regents,  when  so  incorporated, 
shall  have  the  custody  of  the  books,  records,  buildings,  and 
all  other  property  of  the  University.  The  lands  and  other 
property  heretofore  donated  to  the  State  by  the  President 
and  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  and  which  are 
situated  in  the  Township  of  Oakland,  in  the  County  of  Ala- 
meda,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  an  Agricultural 
College,  and  for  other  purposes  mentioned  in  the  deed  of 
conveyance  by  which  the  same  were  so  conveyed,  shall  be 
and  forever  remain  vested  in  the  State  of  California;  as  shall 
also  be  vested  in  the  said  State  all  property  which  shall  be 
purchased  by  the  funds  of  the  State,  or  from  the  proceeds  of 
donations  made  to  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  the  Univer- 
sity, or  of  any  of  the  colleges  or  professorships  thereof;  and 
the  said  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  no  power  to  alienate  or 
incumber,  by  mortgage,  hypothecation,  lien,  or  otherwise,  any 
portion  of  said  property  except  on  terms  such  as  the  Legis- 
l«i  t  ure  shall  have  previously  approved;  any  act  of  the  said 
Regents,  or  of  any  other  person,  which  shall  purport  to  have 
that  effect,  shall  be  wholly  null  and  void.  All  lands,  moneys, 
bonds,  securities,  or  other  property,  which  shall  be  donated, 
conveyed,  or  transferred  to  the  said  Board  of  Regents  by 
gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  including  such  property  as  may 
hereafter  be  donated  and  conveyed  by  the  President  and 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  in  trust  or 
otherwise,  for  the  use  of  said  University,  or  any  college 
thereof,  or  of  any  professorship,  chair,  or  scholarship  therein, 
or  for  the  library,  observatory,  or  any  other  purpose  ap- 
propriate thereto,  shall  be  taken,  received,  held,  managed, 
invested,  reinvested,  sold,  transferred,  and  in  all  respects 
managed,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  used,  bestowed,  invested, 
and  reinvested  by  the  said  Board  of  Regents  in  their  cor- 
porate name  and  capacity,  for  the  purposes  and  under  the 
terms,  provisions,  and  conditions  respectively  prescribed  by 
the  act  of  gift,  devise,  or  other  act  in  the  respective  case.  Tn 
case  any  incorporated  College  of  Law,  Medicine,  or  the  like, 
shall  be  brought  into  the  said  University  by  affiliation,  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  such  college  so  affiliated  may 
retain  its  own  property  then  possessed  by  it  or  thereafter  to 
be  acquired,  to  be  vested  in  and  held  and  managed  by  its  own 
corporation,  and  the  said  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  no 
right  of  property  in  or  power  or  control  over  the  same,  nor 
shall  be  liable  for  any  acts  or  contracts  of  such  affiliated 
corporation. 
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ARTICLE  47. 

SEC.  13.  The  Regents  and  their  successors  in  office,  when 
so  incorporated,  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty,  to  enact  laws  for  the  government  of  the  University;  to 
elect  a  President  of  the  University,  and  the  requisite  number 
of  professors,  instructors,  officers,  and  employes,  and  to  fix 
their  salaries;  also  the  term  of  office  of  each;  and  to  deter- 
mine the  moral  and  educational  qualifications  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  various  courses  of  instruction.  They 
shall  also  consider  and  determine  whether  the  interests  of 
the  University  and  of  the  students,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
State,  and  of  the  great  body  of  scientific  men  in  the  State, 
whose  purpose  is  to  devote  themselves  to  public  instruction, 
will  not  be  greatly  promoted  by  committing  those  courses  of 
instruction  which  are  brief  and  special  to  professors  employed 
for  short  terms,  and  for  only  a  portion  of  each  year  in  their 
special  departments,  and  to  be  termed  non-resident  pro- 
fessors; and  their  decision  in  that  regard  may  be  recon- 
sidered by  them  as  often  as  they  deem  it  expedient.  And  it 
is  expressly  provided  that  no  sectarian,  political,  or  partisan 
test  shall  ever  be  allowed  or  exercised  in  the  appointment  of 
Regents,  or  in  the  election  of  professors,  teachers,  or  other 
ollirers  of  the  University,  or  in  the  admission  of  students 
thereto,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever.  Nor  at  any  time 
shall  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be  of  any  one 
religious  sect,  or  of  no  religious  sect;  and  persons  of  every 
religious  denomination,  or  of  no  religious  denomination, 
shall  be  equally  eligible  to  all  offices,  appointments,  and 
scholarships. 

ARTICLE  48. 

SEC.  14.  For  the  time  being  an  admission  fee  and  rates 
of  tuition,  such  as  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  deem  expe- 
dient, may  be  required  of  each  pupil,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided;  and  as  soon  as  the  income  of  the  Uni- 
versity shall  permit,  admission  and  tuition  shall  be  free  to 
all  residents  of  the  State;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Regents,  according  to  population,  to  so  apportion  the  repre- 
sentation of  students,  when  necessary,  that  all  portions  of 
the  State  shall  enjoy  equal  privileges  therein. 

ARTICLE  49. 

SEC.  15.  The  President  of  the  University  shall  be  Pres- 
ident of  the  several  Faculties,  and  the  executive  head  of 
the  institution  in  all  its  departments,  except  as  herein  oth- 
erwise provided.  He  shall  have  authority,  subject  to  the 
Board  of  Regents,  to  give  general  direction  to  the  practical 
a  Hairs  of  the  several  colleges,  and,  in  the  recess  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  to  remove  any  employe  or  subordinate  officer, 
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not  a  member  of  any  Faculty;  and  to  supply,  for  the  time 
being,  any  vacancy  thus  created;  and,  so  long  as  the  institu- 
tion require  it,  he  shall  be  charged  with  the  duties  of  one  of 
the  professorships.  A  competent  person,  who  is  a  practical 
agriculturist  by  profession,  competent  to  superintend  the 
working  of  the  agricultural  farm,  and  of  sufficient  scientific 
acquirements  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  as  prescribed  in  this  Act,  shall  be  chosen 
by  said  Board  as  their  Secretary,  and,  in  addition  to  his  spe- 
cial duties  as  such,  as  prescribed  in  this  Act,  he  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  they  shall  impose.  He  shall  receive  for 
his  services  such  reasonable  salary  as  the  Board  of  Regents 
shall  prescribe.  The  Board  of  Regents  may  also  appoint  a 
Treasurer  of  the  University  and  prescribe  the  form  and  sure- 
ties of  his  bond  as  such,  which  shall  be  executed,  approved 
by  them,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary,  before  any  such  Treas- 
urer shall  go  into  office.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
be  subject  to  summary  removal  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

ARTICLE  50. 

SEC.  16.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  shall 
reside  and  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  the  University.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  of  any  eiti/en  of  this  State.  He  shall  also  have 
the  custody  of  all  books,  papers,  documents,  and  other  prop- 
erty which  may  be  deposited  in  his  office ;  also,  keep  on  file 
all  reports  and  communications  which  may  be  made  to  the 
University  from  time  to  time  by  county,  State,  and  district 
agricultural  societies;  horticultural,  vinicultural,  mechan- 
ical, and  mining  societies ;  and  of  all  correspondence  from 
other  persons  and  societies  appertaining  to  the  business  of 
education,  science,  art,  husbandry,  mechanics,  and  mining ; 
address  circulars  to  societies,  and  to  the  best  practical  farmers, 
mechanics,  and  miners  in  this  State  and  elsewhere,  with  the 
view  of  eliciting  information  upon  the  latest  and  best  modes 
of  culture  of  the  products,  vegetables,  trees,  etc.,  adapted  to 
the  soil  and  climate  of  the  State,  and  also  on  all  subjects 
connected  with  field  culture,  horticulture,  stock  raising,  and 
the  dairy.  He  shall  also  correspond  with  established  schools 
of  mining  and  metallurgy  in  Europe,  and  obtain  such  infor- 
mation respecting  the  improvements  of  mining  machinery 
adapted  to  California,  and  publish  from  time  to  time  such 
information  as  will  be  "of  practical  benefit  to  the  mining 
interests  and  the  working  of  all  ores  and  metals ;  receive 
and  distribute  such  rare  and  valuable  seeds,  plants,  shrub- 
bery, and  trees  as  may  be  in  his  power  to  procure  from  the 
General  Government  and  other  sources,  as  may  be  adapted 
to  our  climate  and  soil,  or  to  purposes  of  experiment  therein. 
To  effect  these  objects  he  shall  correspond  with  the  Patent 
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Office  at  Washington,  and  with  the  representatives  of  our 
National  Government  abroad,  and,  if  possible,  procure  valu- 
able contributions  to  agriculture  from  these  sources.  He 
shall  aid,  as  far  as  possible,  in  obtaining  contributions  to  the 
museum  and  the  library  of  the  said  college,  and  thus  aid 
in  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  science,  and  literature.  He 
shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  executive  acts  of  the 
President  of  the  University,  and  an  accurate  account  of  all 
moneys  received  into  the  treasury,  as  well  as  those  paid  out. 

ARTICLE  51. 

SEC.  17.  The  seeds,  plants,  trees,  and  shrubbery  received 
by  the  Secretary  and  not  needed  by  the  University,  shall  be,  so 
far  as  possible,  distributed  without  charge  equally  throughout 
the  State,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  those  farmers  and  others 
who  will  agree  to  cultivate  them  properly  and  return  to  the 
Secretary's  office  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the  products 
thereof,  with  a  full  statement  of  the  mode  of  cultivation,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  ascertain  their 
value  for  general  cultivation  in  the  State.  Information  in 
regard  to  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  mining,  and  metal- 
lurgy may  be  published  by  him  from  time  to  time,  in  the 
newspapers  of  the  State,  as  matters  of  public  importance, 
provided  it  does  not  involve  any  expense  to  the  State. 

ARTICLE  52. 

SEC.  18.  The  immediate  government  and  discipline' of  the 
several  colleges  shall  be  intrusted  to  their  respective  Facul- 
ties, to  consist  of  the  President  ami  the  resident  Professors 
of  the  same,  each  of  which  shall  have  its  own  organization, 
regulate  the  aflairs  of  its  own  college,  recommending  the 
course  of  study  and  the  text-books  to  be  used  for  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  in  connection  with  the  Presi- 
dent as  its  executive  officer,  have  the-  government  of  its  stu- 
dents. All  the  Faculties  and  instructors  of  the'  University 
shall  be  combined  into  a  body  which  shall  be  known  as  the 
Academic  Senate,  which  shall  have  stated  meetings  at  regu- 
lar intervals,  and  be  presided  over  by  the  President,  or  a 
President  pro  tempore,  and  which  is  created  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  the  general  administration  of  the  University 
and  memorializing  the  Board  of  Regents;  regulating  in  the 
first  instance,  the  general  and  special  courses  of  instruction, 
and  to  receive  and  determine  all  appeals  couched  in  respect- 
ful terms,  from  acts  of  discipline  enforced  by  the  Faculty  of 
any  college.  Its  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
rules  of  order,  and  every  person  engaged  in  instruction  in 
the  University,  whether  resident  Professors,  non-resident 
Professors,  lecturers,  or  instructors,  shall  have  permission  to 
participate  in  its  discussions;  but  the  right  of  voting  shall 
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be  confined  to  the  President  and  the  resident  and  non-resi- 
dent Professors.  But  the  Regents  shall  have  power  to 
supervise  the  general  course  of  instruction,  and  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  several  Faculties,  prescribe  the  au- 
thorities and  text-books  to  be  used  in  the  several  courses  and 
colleges,  and  also  to  confer  such  degrees  and  grant  such 
diplomas  as  are  usual  in  Universities,  or  as  they  shall  deem 
appropriate;  provided,  that  no  honorary  degree  of  any  col- 
lege or  course  shall  be  granted  by  the  Regents,  nor  shall  any 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  for  any  course  or  branch  of 
•instruction,  be  granted  by  the  Regents  unless  upon  exami- 
nation therefor  as  prescribed  in  this  Act,  except  the  substi- 
tuted degrees  and  diplomas  provisionally  provided  for  those 
having  received  degrees  from  the  College  of  California,  in 
case  the  said  college  becomes  extinct  and  disincorporates, 
and  for  the  graduates  of  affiliated  professional  colleges  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

ARTICLE  53. 

SEC.  19.  At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  the  Regents, 
through  their  President,  shall  make  a  report  in  detail  to  the 
Governor,  exhibiting  the  progress,  condition,  and  wants  of  each 
of  the  colleges  embraced  in  the  University,  the  course  of  study 
in  each,  the  number  of  professors  and  students,  the  amount 
of  receipts  and  disbursements,  together  with  the  nature,  cost, 
and  results  of  all  important  investigations  and  experiments, 
and  such  other  information  as  they  may  deem  important; 
one  printed  copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted,  free,  by  their 
Secretary,  to  all  colleges  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Congressional  Act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  hereinbefore  referred  to;  also  one  printed  copy  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  provided  in  said  Act. 

ARTICLE  54. 

SEC.  20.  For  the  endowment  and  support  of  the  University, 
and  its  buildings  and  improvements,  there  are  hereby  ap- 
propriated : 

Firstly — The  capital,  income,  proceeds,  securities,  avails,  and 
interest  that  have  accrued,  or  may  hereafter  accrue,  from  the 
sale  of  the  seventy -two  sections  of  land  granted  to  the  State 
for  a  seminary  of  learning  by  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  in 
California,  the  granting  of  preemption  rights  therein,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty- three,  and  from  the  sale  of  the  ten  sections  of  land 
granted  to  the  State  for  public  buildings  by  said  Act  of  Con- 
gress, which  shall  be  forthwith,  so  far  as  the  same  have  been 
received,  and  hereafter  as  fast  as  the  same  shall  be  received 
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by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  State,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
said  Board  of  Regents  upon  their  order  therefor. 

Secondly — The  income,  revenue,  and  avails  which  shall  be 
derived  or  received  from  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  lands,  or  of  the  script  therefor,  or  of  any  part 
thereof,  granted  to  this  State  by  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled 
an  Act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Ter- 
ritories of  the  United  States,  for  the  beneiit  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two,  which  are  hereby  appropriated  to,  and 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  shall  be  received,  shall 'be  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury,  carried  to  the  credit  of  said  Board  of 
Regents,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University, 
for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said  University,  and  expended 
by  said  Board  as  elsewhere  prescribed  in  this  Act;  and  said 
lands  shall  be  located  and  sold  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  and  for  such  price,  and  on  such  terms  only 
as  they  shall  pi-escribe. 

.  Thirdly — All  such  contributions  to  the  endowment  or  other 
funds,  as  may  be  derived  from  appropriations  by  the  State. 
from  the  United  States,  or  from  public  or  private  bounty. 
The  entire  income  of  said  funds  shall  he  placed  at  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  Hoard  of  Regents,  for  the  support  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  of  the  several  colleges  and  schools  thereof,  as 
herein  otherwise  pmvidid.  with  t lie  exception  of  such  affil- 
iated Incorporated  colleges  as  shall  preserve  their  own  prop- 
erty and  the  income  thereof,  as  herein  otherwise  provided: 
tnnl.  prt>ri<lcil  moreover,  lhat  all  means  derivable  from  either 
public  or  private  bounty  shall  be  exclusively  devoted  to  the 
specific  objects  for  which  they  shall  have  been  designed  by 
the  grantor.  The  hoard  of  Regents  may  appoint  competent 
persons  to  solicit  and  collect  private  contributions  for  the 
endowment  of  the  University,  and  pay  them  for  their  ser- 
vices in  that  behalf,  out  of  the  funds  so  obtained  by  them, 
such  reasonable  compensation  as  the  said  Board  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Fourthly — All  such  appropriations  as  may  be  made  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Legislature. 

SEC.  21.  For  the  current  expenditures  of  the  University, 
specific  sums  of  money  shall  be  set  aside  out  of  the  funds  at 
their  disposal,  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  which  shall  be  liable 
to  disbursement  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
warrants  of  the  President  of  the  hoard  drawn  upon  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University,  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Regents.  All  moneys  received  from  labor  and 
incidental  sources  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  and  ex- 
pended in  the  same  manner  as  other  moneys.  All  moneys 
which  may  at  any  time  he  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  subject 
to  the  use  of  said  hoard  of  Regents,  may  be  drawn  there- 
from by  the  President  of  the  Board,  upon  the  order  of  said 
Board,  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University. 
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SEC.  22.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Regents  may  be  called  in 
such  a  manner  as  the  Regents  shall  determine,  seven  of  Whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but 
a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  No  member 
of  the  Board  shall  receive  any  compensation  £or  his  services 
as  such  member,  nor  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  his 
traveling  or  other  expenses  while  employed  on  the  business 
of  the  Board. 

SEC.  23.  The  Regents  shall,  when  they  shall  be  in  posses- 
sion of  funds  for  that  purpose,  organize  and  put  into  operation 
the  first  year's  course  of  instruction  in  as  many  of  the  said 
colleges  as  possible.  If  the  buildings  of  the  University  are  not 
sufficiently  completed  at  that  time  to  be  occupied  for  that 
purpose,  the  Regents  are  authorized  to  make  temporary 
arrangements  for  sufficient  buildings,  the  use  of  apparatus, 
and  for  other  needful  purposes,  in  the  City  of  Oakland,  if  the 
same  shall  be  practicable. 

SEC.  24.  The  collection  by  the  State  Geological  Survey 
shall  belong  to  the  University;  and  the  Regents  shall,  in  their 
plans,  have  in  view  the  early  and  secure  arrangement  of  the 
same  for  the  use  of  the  students  of  the  University,  and  of  giv- 
ing access  to  the  same,  to  the  public  at  large,  and  to  visitors 
from  abroad;  and  shall  in  every  respect,  by  acts  of  courtesy 
and  accommodation,  encourage  the  visits  of  persons  of  scien- 
tific tastes  and  acquirements  from  other  portions  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  other  countries,  to  California. 

The  said  collections  shall  be  arranged  by  the  resident  pro- 
fessors of  the  University  in  a  separate  building,  which  shall 
be  denominated  the  "Museum  of  the  University."  To  this 
museum  shall  also  be  added,  as  fast  as  the  means  of  the 
University  shall  permit,  collections  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments, and  objects  illustrative  of  the  mechanic  arts,  science, 
architecture,  and  the  fine  arts. 

The  collection  of  a  library  shall  be  commenced  at  once, 
and  increased  and  expanded  as  fast  as  the  Board  of  Regents 
are  placed  in  possession  of  funds  for  that  purpose.  But  the 
Board  of  Regents  may  allow  duplicates  to  be  taken  from  said 
collections  of  the  State  Geological  Survey,  and  made  a  part 
of  some  other  museum  under  the  care  of  an  incorporated 
academy  of  science,  which  shall  become  responsible  for  the 
custody  and  return  of  the  same. 

SEC.  25.  The  Regents  shall  devise,  and  with  the  funds 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  cause  to  be  constructed,  such 
buildings  as  shall  be  needed  for  the  immediate  use  of  the 
University. 

The  dormitory  system  shall  not  be  adopted.  Such  a  plan 
shall  be  adopted  as  shall  set  aside  separate  buildings  for  sep- 
arate uses,  and  yet  group  all  such  buildings  upon  a  general 
plan,  so  that  a  larger  and  central  building  hereafter  erected 
may  bring  the  whole  into  harmony  as  parts  of  one  design. 
The  construction  and  equipment  of  said  buildings  shall  be  let 
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out,  in  every  instance,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  who 
shall'previously  give  adequate  security,  upon  sealed  proposals, 
upon  specifications,  after  advertisement  for  not  less  than  ten 
days  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  City 
of  San  Francisco;  but  they  may  reject  any  bid,  and  adver- 
tise anew. 

They  shall  also  take  immediate  measures  for  the  permanent 
improvement  and  planting  of  the  grounds  of  the  University, 
and  may  make  such  contracts  therefor,  or  for  any  part  of  that 
work,  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

SEC.  26.  An  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  establish  an  Agricult- 
ural, Mining,  and  Mechanical  Arts  College,  approved  March 
thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  all  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed, 
so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  But 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Agricultural,  Mining,  and  Me- 
chanic Arts  College  of  this  State  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  transfer  and  convey  all  its  property,  real  and  personal,  and 
all  its  effects,  rights,  and  interests  of  property,  to  the  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California ;  and  said  Regents  may  accept 
and  take  possession  of  said  property,  and  may,  if  they  approve 
the  same,  ratify  and  confirm  any  contracts  executed  or  unex- 
ecuted, made  by  said  Directors;  and  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  the  purposes  of  this  section,  said  Directors  are 
continued  in  office  until  the  powers  herein  conferred  shall 
be  fully  executed. 

SEC.  27.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  from  and 
after  its  passage.

SECTION  1.  The  students  of  the  State  University  of  Cali- 
fornia shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  organized  into  a  body, 
to  be  known  as  the  "  University  Cadets,"  for  the  purpose  of 
physical  training  and  military  drill  and  instruction. 

ARTICLE  60. 

SEC.  2.  The  officers  of  said  Cadets,  above  and  including 
the  rank  of  Second  Lieutenant,  and  below  and  including  the 
rank  of  Colonel,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Faculty,  on  a 
competitive  examination,  involving  both  scholarship  and 
capacity  for  command,  and  they  shall  be  commissioned  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State. 

ARTICLE  61. 

SEC.  3.  The  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  shall  issue  such 
arms,  munitions,  and  equipments  to  carry  put  the  objects  of 
this  bill  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  require. 
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ARTICLE  62. 

SEC.  4.  Upon  graduating  or  retiring  from  the  University, 
such  officers  may  resign  their  commissions,  or  hold  the  same 
as  retired  officers  of  the  University  Cadets,  liable  to  be  called 
into  service  by  the  Governor  in  case  of  war,  invasion,  insur- 
rection, or  rebellion.  The  Military  Instructor  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  show- 
ing the  number,  discipline,  and  equipments  of  the  Cadets.

SEC.  5.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  make  such  further 
regulations  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  law  as  they 
shall  deem  proper  and  consistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State.

SEC.  6.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  this  law  to  lessen,  encroach 
upon,  or  retard  the  academic  and  scientific  courses  provided 
for  in  said  University,  but  to  secure  a  system  of  physical 
training,  with  habits  of  order  and  dicipiine,  in  aid  of  mental 
and  moral  advancement.

SECTION  1.  The  Controller,  State  Treasurer,  Secretary  of 
State,  Attorney-General,  Surveyor-General,  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Seperintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  State  Librarian, 
Directors,  Visiting  Physicians,  and  Resident  Physicians  of 
the  Insane  Asylum,  Directors  of  the  State  Prison,  State  Cap- 
itol Commissioners,  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School, 
Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  education  and  care  of  the 
Deaf,  Dun 1 1>.  and  Blind,  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners, Tide  Land  Commissioners,  Regents  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  all  other  officers  and  Boards 
of  officers  who  now  are,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  required  by 
law,  to  make  reports  to  the  Governor  or  to  the  Legislature, 
shall  send  such  reports  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  and  every 
two  years  thereafter;  and  prori<l<-<J,  that  such  biennial  reports 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  and  manner  now  prescribed  by 
law. 
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ARTICLE  66. 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  to  require  of 
any  officer  or  Board  of  officers  who  now  are,  or  may  here- 
after be  required  by  law  to  make  biennial  reports,  such 
special  reports  as  he  may  deem  necessary  concerning  the  busi- 
ness of  their  respective  offices;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  such  officers  or  Boards  of  officers  to  make  such  special 
reports  to  the  Governor,  when  required  by  him  to  do  so.

SECTION  3.  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
California  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  establish 
and  maintain  five  competitive  scholarships,  embracing  the 
full  four  years  course  in  the  University. 

ARTICLE  68. 

SEC.  2.  The  competitive  examination  for  scholarships 
shall  be  made  by  the  Faculty.  The  applicants  for  such 
examination  shall  be  bona  fide  residents  of  California,  and 
shall  have  been  chiefly  educated  in  any  of  the  schools  of  this 
State,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  application,  satisfy  the  Regents 
in  respect  to  character  and  to  the  inability  of  the  applicant 
to  provide  his  own  maintenance  at  the  University. 

ARTICLE  69. 

SEC.  3.  Each  scholarship  shall  be  entitled  to  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  appropriated  out  of  the  funds  belonging 
to  the  University,  and  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction 
of  proper  officers  of  the  Faculty,  to  the  superintendence  and 
support  of  the  scholar  during  his  University  course;  pro- 
vided, the  Regents  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Faculty,  revoke  any  scholarship  for  improper  conduct  or  vio- 
lating of  established  rules,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  scholarship  under  competitive 
examination.

ARTICLE  70. 

SECTION  1.  The  Treasurer  of  State  shall  place  to  the  credit 
of  the  University  Fund  so  much  of  any  moneys  that  may  be 
received  by  him  from  the  net  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  salt 
marsh  and  tide  lands  lying  in  and  around  the  Bay  of  San 
Francisco,  belonging  to  the  State  of  California,  as,  being 
invested  in  the  bonds  of  said  State,  or  of  the  United  States, 
shall  yield  an  annual  income  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
(150,000). 

ARTICLE  71. 

SEC.  2.  Said  moneys  shall  be  a  fund,  the  capital  of  which 
shall  remain  undiminished,  and  the  interest  of  which  shall 
be  inviolably  applied  to  the  support  of  the  University  of 
California;  provided,  that  if  at  any  time  the  income  accru- 
ing to  the  University  from  the  fund  created  by  this  Act,  and 
the  net  income  derived  from  all  other  sources,  shall  together 
exceed  an  average  for  the  preceding  years,  reckoning  from 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  Act,  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  then  the  excess  above  said  average  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum  shall  be  paid  into  the  Common 
School  Fund  of  the  State. 

ARTICLE  72. 

SEC.  3.  Whenever  the  sum  paid  into  the  University  Fund 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  salt  marsh  and  tide  lands',  as 
directed  in  section  one,  shall  amount  to  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, net  proceeds,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
advertise  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  English,  in 
each  of  the  Cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento,  for 
sealed  proposals  for  the  surrender  of  any  of  the  civil  bonds 
of  the  State  of  California,  or  of  any  gold-bearing  bonds  of 
the  United  States.  He  shall  state  in  such  advertisement  the 
amount  of  money  on  hand  applicable  to  the  purchase  of 
bonds,  and  he  shall  accept  such  proposals  as  will  yield  the 

freatest  amount  of  annual  interest  in  gold  coin  of  the  United 
tates. 

ARTICLE  73. 

SEC.  4.  All  bonds  thus  purchased  shall  be  indorsed  "  Uni- 
versity Fund,"  and  shall  be  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  State, 
who  shall  collect  the  interest  thereon,  which  interest,  when 
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collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  University  Fund  to  the 
extent  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  and  paid  put 
therefrom  semi-annually,  to  the  Regents  of  the  University, 
upon  their  order,  to  be  by  theni  expended  for  University 
purposes;  provided,  no  portion  of  said  interest  so  received 
shall  be  used  for  the  erection  or  purchase  of  buildings  nor 
for  the  purchase  of  lands. 

ARTICLE  74. 

SEC.  5.  Whenever  the  principal  of  any  of  the  bonds 
indorsed  "University  Fund,"  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  be  paid,  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  reinvested  in  like 
manner  as  is  provided  for  in  section  three.

ARTICLE  79. 

SECTION  1.  Section  twenty-five  of  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  25.  The  Regents  shall  devise,  and  with  the  funds 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  cause  to  be  constructed  such 
buildings  as  shall  be  needed  for  the  immediate  use  of  the 
University.  Such  a  plan  shall  be  adopted  that  separate  build- 
ings may  be  constructed  and  set  aside  for  separate  uses,  yet 
such  buildings  shall  be  grouped  upon  a  general  plan  so  that 
a  large  and  central  building  thereafter  erected  may  harmonize 
therewith,  and  each  building  be  a  part  of  one  design.  The 
construction  and  equipment  of  the  buildings  shall  in  every 
instance  be  let  out  upon  specifications  and  advertisement  of 
not  less  than  ten  days  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  upon  sealed  proposals.  The  Regents  may  require 
adequate  security  from  all  bidders,  and  shall  have  power  to 
reject  any  and  all  bids  and  advertise  anew.  They  shall  also 
take  measures  for  the  immediate1  and  permanent  improve- 
ment of  the  grounds  of  the  University,  and  may  make  such 
contracts  therefor,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  may  deem 
advisable.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  DXIX  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine-seventy  shall  not  apply  to 
buildings  erected  for  the  University.

CHAPTER  XXII. 

An  Act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  two 
miles  of  the  University  of  California. 

[Approved  December  23,  1873.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1873-4,  p.  12.] 

ARTICLE  82. 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  keep  or  expose  for  sale,  or  sell,  or  give,  or  permit  others 
to  take,  for  a  consideration,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  malt, 
spirituous,  or  other  alcoholic  liquors,  upon  or  within  two 
miles  of  the  grounds  belonging  and  adjacent  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  in  Alameda  Countv. 

ARTICLE  83. 

SEC.  2.  Any  violation  of  section  first  of  this  Act  shall  be 
deemed  a  misdemea.npr,  punishable  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  of  Alameda  County,  or  both.  The 
fine  to  be  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  the  imprisonment  to  be  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days,  for  each  offense. 

SEC.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
four.

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CHAP.  XXIII. 

A n  Act  concerning  the  selection  and  sale  of  University  Lands. 

[Approved  March  13,  1874.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1873-4,  p.  356.] 

ARTICLE  84. 

SECTION  1.  In  all  cases  when  a  contest  shall  arise  between 
two  or  more  persons  concerning  the  right  of  such  persons  to 
purchase  any  portion  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
acres  of  land  granted  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  an  Agricult- 
ural College,  if  either  party  shall  demand  a  trial  in  the 
Courts  of  the  State,  the  Land  Agent  of  the  University,  as  the 
agent  of  the  State,  shall  make  an  order  referring  said  contest 
to  the  District  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  in- 
volved is  situated,  and  shall  enter  said  order  in  the  proper 
record  book  of  his  office;  provided,  that  the  party  making 
such  demand  shall  prosecute  his  contest  to  judgment  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  such  demand,  unless  for  cause 
satisfactory  to  the  Court.  Either  party  may  bring  an  action 
in  the  District  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  in 
question  is  situated,  to  determine  such  conflict,  and  the 
proffer  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  entry  made  by  the  said 
agent,  shall  give  the  said  District  Court  full  and  complete 
jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  said  conflict;  and  upon  the 
filing  with  the  said  Agent  of  a  copy  of  the  iinal  judgment  of 
said  Court,  he  shall  issue  the  certificate  of  purchase  or  other 
evidence  of  title,  in  accordance  with  said  final  judgment. 

SEC.  2.  Whenever  any  resident  of  this  State  desires  to 
purchase  any  part  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
acres  of  land  granted  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  an  Agricult- 
ural College,  he  or  she  shall  make  an  affidavit  before  any 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  or  she  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  (or  if  a  foreigner,  then  that  he 
has  filed  his  intention  of  becoming  a  citizen),  a  resident  of 
the  State,  of  lawful  age,  that  he  or  she  desires  to  purchase 
said  land,  giving  a  description  thereof  by  legal  subdivisions, 
and  that  there  are  no  improvements  of  any  kind  on  said 
land  other  than  those  of  the  applicant;  or  if  there  be  im- 
provements other  then  his  own,  then  he  or  she  shall  state 
that  such  improvements  are  the  property  of  (giving  his  or 
her  name),  and  have  been  upon  the  land  for  three  months 
or  over,  and  that  the  township  has  been  sectipnized  and  the 
plats  of  survey  filed  in  the  Land  Office  of  the  district  in  which 
the  land  is  located,  for  three  months  or  over,  which  applica- 
tion shall  be  forwarded  to  the  said  Land  Agent  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

SEC.  3.  This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 
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CHAPTER  XXIV. 

An  Ad  to  provide  for  the  preservation  of  the  material  of  the 
Geological  Surrey  of  California. 

[Approved  March  27,  1874.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1873-4,  p.  694.] 

ARTICLE  85. 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Geologist  to 
deliver  to  the  President  of  the  University  of  California,  at 
Berkeley,  in  this  State,  all  instruments,  accouterments,  furni- 
ture, property,  maps,  books,  drawings,  manuscripts,  notes, 
engravings,  lithographic  stones,  woodcuts,  field  notes,  and 
other  material  of  every  description  and  nature  belonging  or 
appertaining  to  the  Geological  Survey  of  California;  such 
surrender  and  delivery  to  be  made  without  delay. 

ARTICLE  86. 

SEC.  2.  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  shall 
safely  keep  and  preserve,  at  the  said  University,  all  the 
property  and  material  referred  to  in  section  one  of  this  Act, 
until  such  time  as  the  Legislature  may  direct  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  87. 

SEC.  3.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  General  Fund  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  pay  the  necessary  cost  of  arranging,  packing, 
transporting,  and  delivering  the  said  property  and  material; 
and  the  Controller  shall  draw  his  warrant  or  warrants  for 
such  purpose,  not  to  exceed  said  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same. 

ARTICLE  88. 

SEC.  4.  The  Regents  of  said  University  shall  keep  on 
hand  and  offer  for  sale  all  volumes  of  reports  and  maps 
published  by  said  Geological  Survey;  they  may  also,  as  soon 
as  the  present  supply  of  reports  and  maps  is  exhausted,  cause 
any  portion  of  the  same  to  be  republished  and  sold  at  the 
prices  now  provided  or  that  may  hereafter  be  provided  by 
law;  provided,  that  said  republication  shall  be  done  without 
cost  to  the  State;  provided  further,  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  all  such  maps  and  reports,  over  and  above  the  cost  of 
publication,  shall  be  paid  in  to  the  State  Treasurer  and  by 
him  credited  to  the  School  Fund  of  the  State. 

SEC.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTER  XXV. 

[Approved  March  30,  1874.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1873-4,  p.  902.]

Act  appropriating  eighty-four  thousand  dollars  to  the  Uni- 
versity. 

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

An  Ad  to  regulate  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  State,  in  relation  to 
erections  and  buildings. 

[Approved  March  23,  1876.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1875-6,  p.  427.] 

ARTICLE  90. 

SECTION  1.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  Commissioners, 
Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  to  whom  is  con- 
fided by  law  the  duty  of  devising  and  superintending  the 
erection,  alteration,  addition  to,  or  improvement  of  any  State 
institution,  asylum,  or  other  improvement,  erected,  or  now 
being  erected,  or  to  be  erected,  by  the  State,  such  Commis- 
sioners, Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  before 
entering  into  any  contract  for  the  erection,  alteration,  addi- 
tion to,  or  improvement  of  such  institution,  asylum,  or  other 
improvement,  or  for  the  supply  of  materials  therefor,  the 
aggregate  cost  of  which  erection,  alteration,  addition,  or  im- 
provement, and  materials  therefor,  exceed  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  shall  make,  or  procure  to  be  made,  a  full, 
complete,  and  accurate  plan  or  plans  of  such  institution, 
asylum,  or  other  improvement,  or  of  any  addition  to,  or  alter- 
ation, or  improvement  thereof,  in  all  its  parts,  showing  all 
the  necessary  details  of  the  work,  together  with  working  plans 
suitable  for  the  use  of  the  mechanics  or  other  builders  dur- 
ing the  construction  thereof,  so  drawn  and  represented  as  to 
be  plain  and  easily  understood;  and,  also,  accurate  bills, 
showing  the  exact  amount  of  all  the  different  kinds  of  mate- 
rials necessary  in  the  erection  thereof,  addition  thereto,  or  in 
the  alteration  or  improvement  thereof,  to  accompany  said 
plan  or  plans;  and,  also,  full  and  complete  specifications  of 
the  work  to  be  done,  showing  the  manner  and  style  in  which 
the  same  will  be  required  to  be  done,  giving  such  directions 
for  the  same  as  will  enable  any  competent  mechanic  or  other 
builder  to  carry  them  out,  and  afford  the  builders  all  need- 
ful information  to  enable  them  to  understand  what  will  be 
required  in  the  erection,  addition  to,  alteration,  or  improve- 
ment of  such  institution,  asylum,  or  other  improvement;  and 
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to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  full,  accurate,  and  complete 
estimate  of  each  item  of  expense,  and  the  entire  aggregate 
cost  of  such  institution,  asylum,  or  other  improvement,  or  of 
any  addition  to,  alteration,  or  improvement  thereof,  when 
completed. 

ARTICLE  91. 

SEC.  2.  That  such  plans,  drawings,  representations,  bills 
of  materials,  and  specifications  of  work,  and  the  estimates- 
of  the  cost  thereof,  in  detail  and  in  the  aggregate,  as  are 
required  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act  to  be  made,  shall  be, 
when  made,  submitted  to  the  Governor,  State  Treasurer,  and 
Secretary  of  State,  for  their  approval,  and  if  approved  by 
them,  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  deposited  and  safely  kept  in 
the  office  of  Controller  of  State. 

ARTICLE  92. 

SEC.  3.  That  after  such  plans,  descriptions,  bills  of  mate- 
rials, and  specifications  and  estimates,  as  are  in  this  Act 
required,  are  made  and  approved,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  such  Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees,  or  other 
officer  or  officers  to  whom  the  duty  of  devising  and  super- 
intending the  erection,  addition  to,  alteration,  or  improve- 
ment of  such  institution,  asylum,  or  other  improvement,  as 
in  this  Act  provided,  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given  public 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  sealed  pro- 
posals will  be  received  for  performing  the  labor  and  furnish- 
ing the  materials  necessary  to  the  erection  of  such  institution, 
asylum,  or  other  improvement,  or  for  the  adding  to,  altering, 
or  improvement  thereof,  and  a  contract  or  contracts,  based 
on  such  sealed  proposals,  will  be  made;  which  notice  shall 
be  published  weekly  for  four  consecutive  weeks  next  preced- 
ing the  day  named  for  the  making  of  such  contract  or  con- 
tracts, in  the  paper  having  the  largest  circulation  in  the 
county  where  the  work  is  to  be  let,  and  in  two  daily  papers 
having  the  largest  circulation  and  published  each  in  the 
Cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento,  and  shall  state 
when  and  where  such  plan  or  plans,  descriptions,  bills,  and 
specifications  can  be  seen,  and  which  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection  at  all  business  hours  between  the  date  of  such 
notice  and  the  making  of  such  contract  or  contracts. 

ARTICLE  93. 

SEC.  4.  That,  on  the  day  named  in  said  public  notice, 
said  Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees,  or  officer  or  officers, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  proceed  to  publicly  open  said  sealed  pro- 
posals, and  shall  award  such  contract  or  contracts  for  doing 
the  work  and  for  furnishing  materials  for  the  same,  to  the 
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lowest  bidder,  giving  responsible  bonds ;  provided,  ahuays, 
that  no  proposals  shall  be  considered  unless  accompanied 
with  a  bond  of  said  proposer,  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of  his 
proposal,  with  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  that  if  said 
proposal  shall  be  accepted,  the  party  proposing  will  duly 
enter  into  a  proper  contract,  and  faithfully  perform  his  or 
their  contract  or  contracts,  in  accordance  with  said  proposal, 
and  the  plan  or  plans,  specifications,  and  descriptions,  which 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  such  contract  or 
contracts;  and  provided  further,  that  such  contract  or  con- 
tracts shall  not  be  binding  on  the  State  until  they  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  Attorney-General,  and  by  him  found  to  be  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  A'ct,  and  his  certificate 
thereon  to  that  effect  made ;  and  provided  further,  that  if  in 
the  opinion  of  such  Commissioners,  Trustees,  Directors,  or 
other  officer  or  officers,  the  acceptance  of  the  lowest  bid  or 
bids  shall  not  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  it  may  be 
lawful  for  them,  with  the  written  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Governor,  State  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  State,  to  accept 
such  proposal  or  proposals  opened,  as  in  their  opinion  may 
be  better  for  the  interests  of  the  State,  or  reject  all  proposals 
and  advertise  for  others  in  the  manner  aforesaid.  All  con- 
tracts shall  provide  that  such  Commissioners,  Directors, 
Trustees,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  may,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  on  the  conditions  stated,  make  any  change  in  the 
work  or  materials. 

ARTICLE  94. 

SEC.  5.  That  no  change  of  the  plan  or  plans,  descriptions, 
bills  of  materials,  or  specifications,  which  shall  either  in- 
crease or  decrease  the  cost  of  said  institution,  asylum,  build- 
ing, or  improvement,  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  shall  be  made  or  allowed,  after  they  are  once  ap- 
proved and  filed  with  the  Controller  of  State,  as  herein 
required,  until  such  proposed  change  shall  have  received  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  State  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of 
State ;  and  when  so  approved,  the  plan  or  plans  of  such 
change,  with  the  description  thereof,  and  the  specifications 
of  the  work,  and  bills  of  material,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Controller,  of  State,  in  the  same  manner  as  required  before 
such  change  was  made;  and  no  allowance  whatever  shall  be 
made  for  work  performed  or  materials  furnished  under 
such  change  of  plan  or  plans,  or  descriptions  or  specifica- 
tions, or  bills  of  materials,  unless,  before  such  labor  is 
performed  and  materials  furnished,  a  contract  or  contracts 
therefor  is  made  in  writing,  which  contract  or  contracts 
shall  show  distinctly  the  nature  of  such  change,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  and  provisions  herein  imposed 
upon  the  original  contracts,  and  be  subject  also  to  the 
approval  of  .the  Attorney-General,  as  hereinbefore  provided ; 
provided,  that  all  changes  in  the  contract  exceeding  five 
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hundred  dollars  shall  be  by  contracts  in  writing,  with  full 
specifications  and  estimates,  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the 
original  contract,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Controller  of 
State,  with  the  original  contract;  and  provided  further,  that 
the  amount  of  such  change  in  the  contract,  plans,  descrip- 
tions, bills  of  materials,  or  specifications,  shall  not,  in  the 
aggregate,  increase  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  institution, 
asylum,  building,  or  improvement,  more  than  three  per 
centum  of  the  original  contract  price  or  cost. 

ARTICLE  95. 

SEC.  6.  That  no  contract  or  contracts  shall  be  made  for 
the  labor  or  material  herein  provided  for  at  a  price  in  excess 
of  the  entire  estimate  thereof,  in  this  Act  required  to  be  made, 
and  the  entire  contract  or  contracts  shall  not,  including  esti- 
mates of  expenses  for  architects  and  otherwise,  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  the  amount  authorized  by  law  for  such  institution, 
asylum,  building,  or  other  improvement,  or  such  addition  to, 
or  alteration,  or  improvement  thereof,  under  the  penalties  of 
section  ten  of  this  Act  hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  96. 

SEC.  7.  At  the  time  or  times  named  in  the  contract  or 
contracts  made  and  filed  with  the  Controller  of  State,  or 
which  has  been  previously  made  and  filed  with  him*,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  payment  to 
the  person  or  persons  with  whom  such  contract  or  contracts 
had  been  made,  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officer  or  officers, 
to  whom  is  confided  the  duty  of  superintending  the  erection  of 
such  institution,  asylum,  building,  or  improvement,  or  add- 
ing to,  altering,  or  improving  the  same,  to  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  a- full,  accurate,  and  detailed  estimate  of  the  various 
kinds  of  labor  performed  and  materials  furnished  under 
such  contract  or  contracts,,  with  the  amount  due  for  each 
kind  of  labor  and  materials  and  the  amount  due  in  the 
aggregate,  which  estimate  shall  be  based  upon  an  actual 
measurement  of  the  labor  so  performed  and  materials  so  fur- 
nished, which  estimate*  shall,  in  all  cases,  give  the  amounts 
of  the  preceding  estimate  or  estimates,  and  the  amount  of 
labor  performed  and  materials  furnished  since  the  last  esti- 
mate, which  estimate  or  estimates  so  made,  as  in  this  Act 
required,  shall  be  recorded  in  a. book  for  that  purpose  to  be 
provided  and  ke*pt,  or  caused  to  be  kept  by  the  said  Commis- 
sioners, Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  and  a 
certified  copy  thereof,  addressed  to  the  Controller  of  State  by 
the  said  Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officer 
or  officers,  or  by  such  person  as  they  may  designate  for  that 
purpose,  be  delivered  to  the  contractor  or  contractors  entitled 
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thereto;  provided,  that  upon  all  estimates  of  materials  fur- 
nished and  delivered,  and  not  actually  having  entered  into 
and  become  a  part  of  said  institution,  building,  or  other 
improvement,  there  shall  not  be  paid,  until  the  same  shall 
be  incorporated  into  and  become  a  part  of  said  institution, 
building,  or  other  improvement,  exceeding  fifty  per  centum 
of  such  estimated  value. 

ARTICLE  97. 

SEC.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Controller  of  State,  on 
the  receipt  of  such  estimate,  so  certified  and  approved,  to 
compare  carefully  the  same  with  the  contract  or  contracts 
under  which  labor  was  done  or  materials  furnished,  and  if 
there  had  been  any  previous  estimates,  then  with  such  esti- 
mates; and  if,  upon  such  comparison,  he  shall  find  such  last 
named  estimate  in  all  respects  correct,  he  shall  number  the 
same,  place  it  on  file,  and  have  a  record  thereof  made,  and 
give  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  taking  his  or 
their  receipt  therefor,  a  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State  for 
the  amount  shown  «by  such  estimate  or  estimates  to  be  due, 
less  the  amount  of  ten  per  centum  thereon,  which  shall  be 
retained  as  an  additional  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  or  their  contract  or  contracts,  and  shall  be  for- 
feited to  the  State  in  the  event  of  a  failure  of  such  contractor 
or  contractors  to  conform  in  good  faith  to  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  such  contract  or  contracts;  but  when  the  labor  to 
be  performed  and  materials  furnished  under  such  contract 
or  contracts,  is  performed  and  furnished,  and  a  final  estimate 
thereof  made,  the  Controller  of  State  shall  include  in  the 
warrant  or  warrants  for  the  amount  of  such  last  estimate  the 
percentage  retained  on  former  estimates. 

ARTICLE  98. 

% 

SEC.  9.  The  Treasurer  of  State  shall  pay  the  warrants  issued 
by  the  Controller  of  State,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  placing  the  same  on  file,  and  keeping  a 
register  of  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such 
warrants  are  paid. 

ARTICLE  99. 

SEC.  10.  Any  Commissioner,  Director,  Trustee,  or  other 
officer  or  person  otherwise  appointed,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
superintend,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  erection  of  such  institu- 
tion, asylum,  building,  or  improvement,  >or  of  adding  to, 
altering,  or  the  improvement  thereof,  or  the  making  of  the 
plans,  descriptions,  and  specifications  of  the  labor  to  be 
performed  and  materials  to  be  furnished,  as  provided  in  this 
Act,  and  the  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof,  or  the  estimates  of 
the  amount  of  labor  done  and  materials  furnished  from  time 
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to  time,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  contracts  in  this  Act  authorized  to  be  made,  and 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  who  shall,  in  the  performance  of 
the  duty  herein  imposed  upon  him  or  upon  them,  knowingly 
make  incomplete  or  fraudulent  plans,  drawings,  bills  of 
materials,  specifications  of  work,  or  estimates  of  the  cost 
thereof,  or  permit  the  work  in  any  other  mariner  than  is 
prescribed  in  such  plans,  descriptions,  and  specifications,  or 
with  materials  inferior  to  that  required  by  such  bills  of 
materials,  to  the  injury  of  the  State;  or  shall  knowingly 
make  false  estimates  of  the  labor  done  or  materials  furnished, 
either  in  the  quantity  or  the  price  thereof,  to  the  injury  of 
the  State;  or  any  contractor,  or  any  agent  of  any  contractor 
or  contractors,  who  shall  knowingly  permit  materials  to  be 
used  or  work  to  be  done  inferior  to  or  in  violation  of  the 
contract  of  such  contractor  or  contractors,  to  the  injury  of 
the  State,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  guilty  of  a  felony,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  thall  be  confined  in  the  State  Prison 
for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years,  and  be 
liable  to  the  State  for  double  the  amount  the  State  may  have 
lost,  or  be  liable  to  lose,  by  reason  thereof.  • 

ARTICLE  100. 

SEC.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General  to 
have  charge  of  and  direct  all  the  proceedings  necessary  to 
enforce  the  contracts  authorized  by  this  Act,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  against  such  person  or  persons  as  become 
liable  to  the  penalties  herein  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  101. 

SEC.  12.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission- 
ers, Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officers  charged  with  the 
duty  of  devising  and  superintending  the  erection,  alteration, 
addition  to,  or  improvement  of  any  State  institution,  asylum, 
building,  or  other  improvement  under  this  Act,  or  any  law 
of  this  State,  the  work  under  any  contract  made  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  or  any  such  law,  is  neglected  by  the  contractor 
or  contractors,  or  that  the  same  is  not  prosecuted  with  the 
diligence  and  force  specified,  meant,  or  intended  in  and  by 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Commis- 
sioners, Trustees,  Directors,  or  other  officers  to  make  a  requi- 
sition upon  such  contractor  or  contractors  for  such  additional 
specific  force,  or  for  such  additional  specific  materials,  to  be 
brought  into  the  work  under  such  contract,  or  to  remove 
improper  materials  from  the  grounds,  as  in  the  judgment  of 
such  Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officers  said 
contract  and  its  due  and  faithful  fulfillment  require;  of  which 
action  of  said  Board  or  other  officers  due  notice  in  writing, 
of  not  less  than  five  days,  shall  be  served  upon  such  con- 
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tractor,  or  his  or  their  agent  having  charge  of  the  work. 
And  if  such  contractor  or  contractors  fail  to  comply  with 
such  requisition  within  fifteen  days,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officers,  with 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  Governor,  Treasurer  of  State, 
and  Secretary  of  State,  to  employ  upon  such  work  the  ad- 
ditional force,  or  supply  the  materials  so  specifically  required 
as  aforesaid,  or  such  part  of  either,  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
and  to  remove  improper  materials  from  the  grounds;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Commissioners,  Directors,  Trustees, 
or  other  officers,  to  make  separate  estimates  of  all  such  ad- 
ditional force  or  materials  so  employed  or  supplied  as  afore- 
said, and  which,  being  certified  to  by  said  Commissioners, 
Directors,  Trustees,  or  other  officers,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Controller  of  State  the  same  as  if  made  out  agreeably  to  sec- 
tion seven  of  this  Act,  and  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  charged 
against  said  contractor  or  contractors,  and  deducted  from  his 
or  their  next,  or  any  subsequent  estimate;  or  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  not  paid  as  aforesaid,  may  be  recovered  by 
action  from  such  contractor  or  contractors,  and  their  sureties. 

ARTICLE  102. 

SEC.  13.  In  all  contracts  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  there  shall  be  a  provision  in  regard  to  the  time 
when  the  whole,  or  any  specified  portion,  of  the  work  con- 
templated in  said  contract  shall  be  completed,  and  also 
providing  that  for  each  and  every  day  the  same  shall  be 
delayed  beyond  such  time  or  times,  so  named,  the  said  con- 
tractor or  contractors  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  a  sum 
of  money,  to  be  fixed  and  determined  in  said  contract,  to  be 
deducted  from  any  payment  or  payments  due,  or  to  become 
due,  to  said  contractor  or  contractors. 

ARTICLE  103. 

SEC.  14.  All  contracts  now  made,  and  not  performed, 
for  the  erection,  alteration,  addition  to,  or  improvement  of, 
any  State  institution,  asylum,  building,  or  other  improve- 
ment, shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  performed,  completed, 
and  enforced  and  settled  for  under  this  Act,  or  may,  by  the 
consent  of  the  contracting  parties,  be  made  to  conform  to, 
and  proceed  under,  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  15.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  16.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

ARTICLE   104. 

SECTION  1.  Any  of  the  springs  and  natural  sources  of 
water  supply  which  are  within  a  distance  of  one  mile  and  a 
half  from  the  extreme  limits  of  the  University  grounds, 
together  with  so  much  of  the  lands  on  which  the  same  are 
located  as  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of  said  springs 
and  sources  of  supply,  and  the  right  of  way  for  a  pipe  or 
aqueduct  over  intervening  lands  to  reach  the  same,  may  be 
condemned,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  for  the  use 
of  the  University  and  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Asylum;  and 
shall  not  be  taken  up  or  appropriated  by  any  private  cor- 
poration. Said  springs  and  sources  of  water  supply,  and 
said  lands,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  necessary  for  the  use  of 
the  institutions  above  named,  and  such  use  is  declared  to  be 
a  public  use. 

ARTICLE  105. 

SEC.  2.  In  order  to  effect  such  condemnation,  a  complaint 
shall  be  filed  by  the  Attorney-General,  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  the  State  of  California,  against  all  owners  or 
claimants  of  such  springs,  and  of  the  lands  on  which  the 
same  are  situated,  and  of  the  lands  over  which  a  right  of 
way  is  sought,  where  the  names  are  known,  or  can  be  con- 
veniently ascertained,  and  against  all  unknown  owners  and 
claimants,  designating  them  as  "unknown  owners"  in  said 
complaint.  All  the  proceedings  thereafter  shall  be  had  and 
taken  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  title 
seven,  part  third,  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  except 
that  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  upon  the  trial,  to  show  that 
said  springs  are  necessary  to  the  institutions  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE  106. 

SEC.  3.  Instead  of  a  trial  by  jury,  the  District  Court  may, 
in  its  discretion,  appoint  three  Commissioners  or  Referees,  to 
appraise  the  value  of  said  springs  and  lands,  and  the  right 
of  way  to  reach  the  same  from  the  University  grounds,  over 
the  lands  between  said  springs  and  the  grounds  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

ARTICLE  107. 

SEC.  4.  Upon  a  judgment  being  rendered  for  the  con- 
demnation of  said  springs  and  lands,  and  right  of  way,  and 
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appraising  the  value  thereof,  and  upon  filing  in  said  pro- 
ceeding a  written  certificate  by  the  Governor  approving  such 
valuation,  the  Controller  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the 
State  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  for  the  amount  of  such  valuation,  payable  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  General  Fund,  and  said  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  shall  pay  the  amount  forthwith  into  the 
Court  in  which  such  judgment  is  rendered,  to  be  paid  out, 
under  the  order  of  said  Court,  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto. 
When  said  amount  is  paid  into  Court,  the  title  to  said 
springs  and  land,  and  right  of  way,  shall  vest  in  the  State 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  institutions  herein- 
before referred  to. 

SEC.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  XXIX. 

An  Act  to  consolidate  certain  funds,  and  to  create  therefrom  a 
permanent  endowment  for  the  University  of  California,  of 
which  the  interest  only  shall  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to 
meet  current  expenses.

ARTICLE  109. 

SECTION  1.  That  the  entire  principal  sums  which  have 
been  or  may  be  hereafter  realized  from  the  several  sources  of 
income  and  endowment  funds  of  the  University  of  California, 
to  wit,  the  principal  sum  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands 
granted  to  the  State  of  California  by  Act  of  Congress,  approved 
July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  the  principal  sum  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  seventy-two  (72)  sections  of  land  granted  to  the 
State  of  California  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  by 
Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-three,  and  the  principal  sum  derived  from  the  sale 
of  the  ten  (10)  sections  of  land  granted  to  the  State  of  Cali- 
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f ornia  for  public  buildings,  by  said  Act  of  Congress,  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  the  prin- 
cipal sum  which  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California  was 
directed,  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  April  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seyenty,  to  place  to  the  credit  of  the 
University  Fund,  and  which,  being  invested  in  the  bonds  of 
the  State  or  of  the  United  States,  should  yield  an  annual 
income  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  principal  sum  now 
remaining  on  hand  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  in 
Oakland,  Alameda  County,  and  State  of  California,  known 
as  the  "Brayton  property,"  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
same  is  realized,  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States  or  of 
the  State,  or  other  safe  stocks  or  bonds,  yielding  not  less  than 
five  (5)  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks  or  bonds, 
and  the  money  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund, 
to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  "  Consolidated  Perpetual 
Endowment  Fund  of  the  University  of  California,"  the  cap- 
ital of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished;  provided, 
that  any  moneys  realized  from  said  sources  of  income  or 
endowment  funds,  or  either  of  them,  which  have  been  here- 
tofore invested  according  to  law,  may  remain  so  invested; 
and  it  is  further  provided,  that  all  such  stocks  and  bonds  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  said  fund,  and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  all  other  funds  by  the  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  pay 
over,  from  time  to  time,  all  interest,  profits,  income,  or  rev- 
enue, arising  from  such  stocks  or  bonds,  to  the  Treasurer  of 
said  University,  upon  the  demand  or  order  of  the  Regents  of 
the  University. 

ARTICLE  110. 

SEC.  2.  That  all  interest,  profits,  or  revenue,  arising  from 
or  growing  out  of  the  said  "  Consolidated  Permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  University  of  California,"  shall  be  placed 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  University,  and  subject  to  dis- 
bursement to  meet  the  current  annual  expenses  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

SEC.  3.  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAPTER  XXX. 

An  Act  to  create  Hastings  College  of  the  Law  in  the  University.

ARTICLE  111. 

SECTION  1.    That  S.  C.  Hastings  be  authorized  to  found  and 
establish  a  Law  College,  to  be  forever  known  and  designated 
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as  "  Hastings  College  of  the  Law."  That  the  officers  of  said 
College  shall  be  a  Dean,  Registrar,  and  eight  Directors.  That 
the  Directors  shall  be  Joseph  P.  Hoge,  W.  W.  Cope,  Delos 
Lake,  Samuel  M.  Wilson,  O.  P.  Evans,  Thomas  B.  Bishop, 
John  R.  Sharpstein,  and  Thomas  I.  Bergin,  of  the  Bar  Associ- 
ation of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall,  when  vacancies 
occur,  fill  the  same  from  members  of  said  association  or 
otherwise,  and  shall  always  provide  for  filling  a  vacancy  with 
some  heir  or  some  representative  of  the  said  S.  C.  Hastings. 
That  the  Dean  and  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Directors. 

ARTICLE  112. 

SEC.  2.  Said  College  shall  affiliate  with  the  University  of 
the  State  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  for  the  welfare  of  the 
College  and  University,  and  shall  be  the  Law  Department  of 
the  University. 

ARTICLE  113. 

SEC.  3.  The  Faculty  of  the  University  shall  grant  diplo- 
mas to  the  students  of  the  College,  and  the  President  shall 
sign  and  issue  the  diplomas. 

ARTICLE  J14. 

SEC.  4.  There  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  students 
of  the  College,  some  room  or  suitable  hall  at  the  University; 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is 
authorized  to  supply  a  suitable  hall  in  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  students  and  Directors. 

ARTICLE  115. 

SEC.  5.  The  Dean  of  said  College  shall  be  ex  officio  of 
the  Faculty  of  the  University,  to  be  designated  as  such  by 
the  Directors  of  the  College. 

ARTICLE  116. 

SEC.  6.  The  diploma  of  the  students  shall  entitle  the  stu- 
dent to  whom  it  is  issued  to  a  license  to  practice  in  all  the 
Courts  of  this  State,  subject  to  right  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
State  to  order  an  examination,  as  in  ordinary  cases  of  appli- 
cants without  such  diploma. 

ARTICLE  117. 

SEC.  7.  This  Act  is  passed  upon  .the  condition  that  S.  C. 
Hastings  shall  pay  into  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  is  never  to  be  refunded,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided. 
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ARTICLE  118. 

SEC.  8.  The  sum  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum  upon  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  appropriated  by  the  State 
and  paid  in  two  semi-annual  payments  to  the  Directors  of 
the  College. 

ARTICLE  119. 

SEC.  9.  The  business  of  the  College  shall  be  to  afford 
facilities  for  the  acquisition  of  legal  learning  in  all  branches 
of  the  law;  and  to  this  end  shall  establish  a  curriculum  of 
studies,  and  shall  matriculate  students  who  may  reside  at  the 
University  of  the  State,  as  well  as  students  residing  in  other 
parts  of  the  State. 

ARTICLE  120 

SEC.  10.  Professorships  may  be  established  in  the  name 
of  any  founder  of  such  Professorships  who  shall  pay  to  the 
Directors  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

ARTICLE  121. 

SEC.  11.  All  the  business  of  the  College  shall  be  managed 
by  the  Directors  without  compensation.  And  all  officers  act- 
ing, including  the  Dean  and  Registrar,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Directors  and  removed  by  them. 

ARTICLE  122. 

SEC.  12.  The  Law  Library  Association  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  shall  grant  to  the  students  the  use  of  their  library 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  agree  with  the 
Directors  of  the  College. 

ARTICLE  123. 

SEC.  13.  The  object  of  this  Act  being  to  grant  a  perpetual 
annuity  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  said  College, 
should  the  State  or  any  government  which  shall  succeed  it  fail 
to  pay  to  theDirectors  of  said  College  the  sum  of  seven  per  cent 
per  annum,  as  above  stipulated,  or  should  the  College  cease  to 
exist,  then  the  State  or  its  successor  shall  pay  to  the  said  S. 
C.  Hastings,  his  heirs  or  legal  representatives,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  all  unexpended  accumulated 
interest;  provided,  that  such  failure  be  not  caused  by  mistake 
or  accident,  or  omission  of  the  Legislature  to  make  the  appro- 
priation at  any  one  session. 
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ARTICLE  124. 

SEC.  14.  That  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State  (or  if  there  be  no  such  other  officer  of  the  State  or 
government)  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
five  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  to  transact  all  business.

ARTICLE  128. 

SECTION  8.    And  for  the  further  promotion  of  viticultural 
interests,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
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University  of  California  to  provide  for  special  instruction  to 
be  given  by  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  University 
in  the  arts  and  sciences  pertaining  to  viticulture,  the  theory 
and  practice  of  fermentation,  distillation,  and  rectification, 
and  the  management  of  cellars,  to  be  illustrated  by  practical 
experiments  with  appropriate  apparatus;  also,  to  direct  the 
Professor  of  Agriculture,  or  his  assistant,  to  make  personal 
examinations  and  reports  upon  the  different  sections  of  the 
State  adapted  to  viticulture;  to  examine  and  report  upon  the 
woods  of  the  State  procurable  for  cooperage,  and  the  best 
methods  of  treating  the  same;  and  to  make  analysis  of  soils, 
wines,  brandies,  and  grapes,  at  the  proper  request  of  citizens 
of  the  State;  also,  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  the 
various  wines  and  spirits  produced  from  grapes,  showing 
their  alcoholic  strength  and  other  properties,  and  especially 
any  deleterious  adulterations  that  may  be  discovered.  The 
Regents  shall  also  cause  to  be  prepared,  printed,  and  distrib- 
uted to  the  public,  quarterly  reports  of  the  professor  in  charge 
of  this  work  relating  to  experiments  undertaken,  scientific 
discoveries,  the  progress  and  treatment  of  the  phylloxera  and 
other  diseases  of  the  vine,  and  such  other  useful  information 
as  may  be  given  for  the  better  instruction  of  viticulturists. 

ARTICLE  129. 

SEC.  9.  The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  shall  be 
authorized  to  receive  and  accept  donations  of  lands  suitable 
for  experimental  vineyards  and  stations,  and  shall  submit  in 
their  next  annual  report  an  economical  plan  for  conducting 
such  vineyards,  and  for  the  propagation  and  distribution  of 
specimens  of  all  known  and  valuable  varieties  of  grapevines. 

ARTICLE  130. 

SEC.  10.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  Act  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  apportioned  as  follows:  For  the  necessary  and  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commissioners, 
four  thousand  dollars,  and  for  the  University  of  California, 
three  thousand  dollars;  and  the  State  Controller  shall  draw  his 
warrants  upon  the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Treasurers 
of  the  said  Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commissioners  and 
of  the  University  of  California  for  the  amounts  of  four 
thousand  and  three  thousand  dollars  respectively,  as  hereby 
appropriated,  upon  proper  demand  being  made  for  the  same; 
provided,  that  the  said  Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commis- 
sioners shall,  in  the  month  of  December,  submit  to  the  Gov- 
ernor annual  statements,  duly  verified  by  the  oaths  of  the 
President  and  Treasurer,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of 
said  Board,  showing  in  detail  the  manner  in  which  moneys 
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received  from  the  State  have  been  expended,  and  also  the 
amount  remaining  unexpended,  together  with  an  estimate 
of  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  beginning  on  the  first  day 
of  July  next  thereafter.

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CHAPTER  XL. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  create  Hastings  Col- 
lege of  the  Law,  in  the  University  of  the  State  of  California, 
approved  March  26,  1878. 

[Approved  March  3,  1883.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1883,  p.  26.] 

ARTICLE  137. 

The  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  create  Hastings  College  of  the 
Law,  in  the  University  of  the  State  of  California,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.    That  S.  C.  Hastings  be  authorized  to  found 
and  establish  a  law  college,  to  be  forever  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  Hastings  College  of  the  Law."     That  the  officers 
of  said  College  shall  be  a  Dean  and  Registrar.     The  Regents  i 
of  the  University  shall  have  the  same  control  of  the  College 
as  they  possess  over  the  academic  department  of  the  Univer- 1 
sity  of  California,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  138. 

SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents,  on  recommendation  of  the 
Dean  and  Faculty  of  the  College,  shall  grant  diplomas  to 
the  students  of  the  College,  and  the  President  shall  sign 
and  issue  the  diplomas. 

ARTICLE  139. 

SEC.  3.  There  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  students 
of  the  College  some  room  or  suitable  hall  in  the  buildings 
of  the  University  at  Berkeley,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  shall  supply  a  suitable  hall  in 
the  City  of  San  Ffancisco  for  the  use  of  the  College. 

ARTICLE  140. 

SEC.  4.  The  Dean  of  said  College  shall  be  ex  ofticio  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  University,  and  entitled  to  attend  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  all  times  when  he  shall  have  busi- 
ness of  the  College  to  lay  before  them,  and  to  he  heard  on  all 
questions  affecting  the  College. 

ARTICLE  141. 

SEC.  5.  The  business  of  the  College  shall  he  to  afford  facili- 
ties for  the  acquisition  of  legal  learning  in  all  branches  of  the 
law,  and  to  this  end  it  shall  establish  a  curriculum  of  studies, 
and  shall  matriculate  students  who  may  reside  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State,  as  well  as  students  residing  in  other  parts

of  the  State;  provided,  there  shall  always  be  in  said  College 
a  course  of  lectures  upon  the  duties  of  municipal  officers  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

ARTICLE  142. 

SEC.  6.  Professorships  may  be  established  in  the  name  of 
any  founder  of  such  professorships  who  shall  pay  to  the 
Regents  of  the  University  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
($30,000)  dollars.  The  son' of  the  founder,  Robert  P.  Hast- 
ings, shall  be  Dean  of  the  College  during  his  lifetime,  and 
after  his  death  or  resignation  the  Dean  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  of  the  highest  appellate  Court  of  the  State  of 
California,  which  said  Court  shall  appoint  one  of  the  male 
heirs  of  the  founder,  if  deemed  capable  and  competent. 
The  Registrar,  after  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  present 
incumbent,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

ARTICLE  143. 

SEC.  7.  The  object  of  this  Act  being  to  grant  a  perpetual 
annuity  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  said  College, 
should  the  State  or  any  government  which  shall  succeed  it 
fail  to  pay  to  the  Regents  of  the  University  the  sum  of  seven 
per  cent  per  annum,  as  above  stipulated,  or  should  the  Col- 
lege cease  to  exist,  then  the  State  or  its  successor  shall  pay  to 
the  said  S.  C.  Hastings,  his  heirs,  or  legal  representatives,  the 
said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars,  and  all 
unexpended  accumulated  interest;  provided,  that  such  failure 
be  not  caused  by  mistake,  or  accident,  or  omission  of  the 
Legislature  to  make  the  appropriation  at  any  one  session. 

ARTICLE  144. 

SEC.  8.  No  part  of  the  annuity  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  expended  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  for  any  other 
purpose  than  instruction;  provided,  hoivever,  that  an  amount, 
not  to  exceed  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  may  be  used 
from  such  annuity  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  Registrar. 

ARTICLE  145. 

SEC.  9.  The  Dean,  Acting  Professors,  Lecturers,  Readers, 
and  other  instructors,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  and  Exam- 
ining Board  of  the  College. 

SEC.  10.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  sixty  days  after  its  passage. 
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CHAPTER  XLI. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  control  and  management  of  tlie 
several  funds  of  the  University  of  California,  and  for  the 
investment  and  security  of  the  same. 

[Approved  March  7,  1883.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1883,  p.  54.] 

ARTICLE  146. 

SECTION  1.  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California 
shall  have  the  exclusive  control  and  management  of  all  the 
funds,  endowments,  and  donations  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  are  charged  with  the  duty  and  responsibility  of 
investing  and  reinvesting  the  same;  provided,  that  said  Re- 
gents shall  deposit  in  the  IState  Treasury  for  safe  keeping  such 
funds  and  securities  as  are  now  by  law  required  to  be  there 
deposited. 

ARTICLE  147. 

SEC.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
required  to  receive  and  safely  keep  all  funds  and  securities 
deposited  as  herein  provided  in  the  State  Treasury  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  subject  at  all  times 
to  the  control  and  management  of  said  Regents;  and  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  deliver  anv  or  all  of  said  securities  and 
funds  so  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  upon  presenta- 
tion to  him  of  a  resolution  of  the  said  Regents  indorsed  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State  demanding  the  same  or  any  por- 
tion thereof. 

ARTICLE  148. 

SEC.  3.  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  are 
authorized  and  empowered  to  invest  and  reinvest  any  or  all 
the  funds  of  the  University  of  California  in  such  manner  and 
upon  such  security  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of 
the  University  of  California;  provided,  that  they  shall  in  good 
faith  respect  all  the  conditions  and  limitations  of  such  endow- 
ments and  donations  as  have  been  made  under  conditions  or 
limitations. 

SEC.  4.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  XLII. 

An  Act  authorizing  and  empowcriny  the  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  to  convey  certain  lands. 

[Approved  March  9,  1883.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1883,  p.  62.] 

ARTICLE  149. 

SECTION  1.  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  reconvey  to  Henry 
D.  Cogswell,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  all 
that  certain  lot,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land  heretofore  conveyed 
to  said  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  in  trust  by 
said  Henry  D.  Cogswell  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  May, 
eighteen  hundred-  and  seventy-nine,  which  said  property  is 
situate,  lying,  and  being  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, State  of  California,  and  more  particularly  described  as 
follows,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  line 
of  Front  Street,  distant  sixty  (60)  feet  northerly  from  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Front  and  Jackson 
Streets;  thence  northerly  along  the  said  easterly  line  of  Front 
Street  sixty  (60)  feet  to  Clark  Street;  thence  at  right  angles 
easterly  and  along  the  southerly  line  of  Clark  Street  eighty- 
live  (85)  feet  to  and  including  the  brick  wall,  and  the  land 
on  which  stands  the  wall,  which  now  constitutes  the  rear  or 
easterly  wall  of  the  building  erected  on  the  premises  hereby 
conveyed ;  thence  at  right  angles  southerly  and  parallel  with 
Front  Street  sixty  (60)  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  westerly 
and  parallel  with  Jackson  Street  eighty-live  (85)  feet  to  the 
easterly  line  of  Front  Street  and  point  of  commencement. 

SEC.  2.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTER  XLIII.

ARTICLE  150. 

Appropriating  as  follows:  $10,000  for  the  Mechanical  Col- 
lege; $8,000  for  the  Mining  Art  College;  $15,000  for  continu- 
ing the  special  investigations  and  operations  of  Agricultural 
Department;  $5,500  for  Physical  Laboratory,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Physics;  $5,000  for 
Department  of  Engineering;  $2,000  for  continuing  and  com- 
pleting the  work  of  the  Department  of  Viticulture;  $1,800 
for  continuing  the  work  of  the  Agricultural  Laboratory;

ARTICLE  151.

CHAPTER  XLV. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  to 
reconvey  to  the  United  States  a  part  of  the  lands  heretofore 
granted  the  State  of  California  by  Act  of  Congress  of  ./"/// 
second,  eigJdeen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  listed  to  the  State 
of  California,  under  the  agricultural  college  grant  of  one 
hundred  and  JiJ'ti/ 


[Approval  Mi.rrh  13./1883.     Stats,  of  Cal.  1883,  p.  287.] 

ARTICLE  152. 

\VIIKKKAS,  Under  ami  by  virtue  of  an  Act  donating  public- 
lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the  United 
States  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts, 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
and  amendments  thereto,  the  Regents  of  the  University  of 
California,  acting  under  and  in  conformity  with  an  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  to 
create  and  organize  the  University  of  California,"  approved 
March  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  did 
select  as  a  part  of  said  grant,  certain  lands  which  were 
duly  listed  to  the  State  by  the  United  States  —  and  it  now 
appearing  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  University  of 
California  to  secure  the  cancellation  of  said  selections,  it  is 
therefore  necessary  to  reconvey  to  the  United  States  said 
lands,  and  thereby  secure  the  right  to  select  other  lands 
instead  thereof.  Therefore 

The  People  of  Ute  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.    The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California 
are  authorized  and  required  to  report  to  the  Governor  of  the

State  of  California  a  description  of  such  of  the  lands  granted 
to  the  State  of  California  by  authority  of  the  Act'of  Congress 
of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  listed  to  the  State  of  California,  that 
should  be  reconveyed  to  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  153. 

SEC.  2.  Whenever  the  report  provided  for  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  Act  shall  have  been  received  by  the  Governor, 
he  may  and  is  authorized  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  to  grant  and  reconvey 
to  the  United  States  such  lands  as  may  be  embraced  and 
described  in  said  report. 

SEC.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 


CHAPTER  XLVI. 
Provisions  of  the  Political  Code  of  California. 

[Adopted  March  12, 1872:  to  go  into  effect  January  1, 1873.] 

ARTICLE  154. 

SEC.  332.  All  officers,  Boards  of  officers,  Commissioners, 
Trustees,  Regents,  and  Directors  required  by  law  to  make 
reports  to  the  Governor  or  Legislature,  except  the  Controller 
of  State,  must  send  such  reports  to  the  Governor  before  the 
first  day  of  October  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty, 
and  in  every  second  year  thereafter. 

ARTICLE  155. 

SEC.  333.  The  Superintendent  of  State  Printing  must  print 
such  reports  before  the  last  Monday  in  November  next  after 
the  receipt  thereof. 

ARTICLE  156. 

SEC.  334.     There  must  be  printed  : 

Of  the  report  of  the  Regents  of  the  University,  twelve  hun- 
dred copies. 

ARTICLE  157. 

SEC.  335.  The  reports  printed  must  be  delivered  by  the 
Superintendent  of  State  Printing  as  follows: 

To  the  Regents  of  the  University,  three  hundred  copies  of 
their  report. 
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ARTICLE  158. 

SEC.  343.  The  number  and  designation  of  the  civil  execu- 
tive officers  are  as  follows:  *  *  *  twenty-two  Regents  of 
the  University  of  California,  *  *  *. 

ARTICLE  159. 

SEC.  353.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Speaker  of 
the  Assembly,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  President  of  the 
Mechanics'  Institute  of  San  Francisco,  are  ex  officio  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California.  The  appointment  and  terms 
of  office  of  the  other  Regents  are  provided  for  in  Chapter  I, 
Title  III,  of  Part  III,  of  this  Code. 

ARTICLE  160. 

SEC.  380.  In  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  Governor  has  the  power  and  must  perform  the  duties 
prescribed  in  this  and  following  sections  *  *.  He  may 
require  any  officer  or  Board  to  make  special  reports  to  him, 
upon  demand  in  writing,  *  *.  He  may  issue  arms  and 
accouterments  for  the  use  of  colleges,  *. 

ARTICLE  161. 

SEC.  550.  The  geological  and  other  specimens  collected  by 
the  State  Geological  Survey,  must,  excepting  such  as  may 
be  required  by  tne  State  Geologist  to  aid  in  the  preparation 
of  his  report,  be  delivered  over  to  the  Regents  of  the  State 
University,  to  be  by  them  deposited  in  the  cabinet  of  the 
same  as  the  property  of  the  University. 

ARTICLE  162. 

SEC.  996.  An  office  becomes  vacant  on  the  happening  of 
either  of  the  following  events  before  the  expiration  of  the 
term : 

1.  The  death  of  the  incumbent; 

2.  His  insanity,  found   upon  a  Commission  of  Lunacy 
issued  to  determine  the  fact; 

3.  His  resignation ; 

4.  His  removal  from  office; 

5.  His  ceasing  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State,  or  if  the 
office  be  local,  of  the  district,  county,  city,  or  township  for 
which  he  was  chosen  or  appointed,  or  within  which  the  duties 
of  his  office  are  required  to  be  discharged; 

6.  His  absence  from  the  State  without  permission  of  the 
Legislature  beyond  the  period  allowed  by  law; 

7.  His  ceasing  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  for  the 
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period  of  three  consecutive  months,  except  when  prevented 
by  sickness  or  when  absent  from  the  State  by  permission  of 
the  Legislature; 

8.  His  conviction  of  a  felony,  or  of  any  offense  involving 
a  violation  of  his  official  duties; 

9.  His  refusal  or  neglect  to  file  his  official  oath  or  bond 
within  the  time  prescribed; 

10.  The  decision  of  a  competent  tribunal  declaring  void 
his  election  or  appointment. 

ARTICLE  163. 

SEC.  1385.  The  University  of  California  (located  in  Ala- 
meda  County)  has  for  its  object  general  instruction  and 
education  in  all  the  departments  of  science,  literature,  art, 
industrial  and  professional  pursuits,  and  special  instruction 
for  the  professions  of  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  mining, 
military  science,  civil  engineering,  law,  medicine,  and  com- 
merce. 

ARTICLE  164. 

SEC.  1386.    There  must  be  maintained  in  the  University  : 

1 .  A  College  of  Letters ; 

2.  A  College  or  Colleges  of  Science,  including  Agriculture, 
Mechanics,  Mining,  Engineering,  Chemistry,  and  such  other 
specialties  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  determine  ; 

3.  Colleges  of  Medicine  and  Law  ; 

4.  Such  other  Colleges  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  estab- 
lish. 

ARTICLE  165. 

SEC.  1387.  The  College  of  Letters  must  embrace  a  liberal 
course  of  instruction  in  language,  literature,  and  philosophy. 

ARTICLE  166. 

SEC.  1388.  Each  full  course  of  instruction  consists  of  its 
appropriate  studies  and  courses,  to  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

ARTICLE  167. 

SEC.  1289.  The  President  of  the  University  is  the  execu- 
tive head  of  the  institution  in  all  its  departments,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

ARTICLE  168. 

SEC.  1390.  He  must,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  give 
general  direction  to  the  practical  affairs  of  the  several  col- 
leges, and  in  the  recess  of  the  Board  of  Regents  may  remove 
any  employe  or  subordinate  officer  not  a  member  of  any 
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Faculty,  and  supply  for  the  time  being  any  vacancies  thus 
created;  and  until  the  Regents  otherwise  direct,  he  is  charged 
with  the  duties  of  one  of  the  professorships. 

ARTICLE  169. 

SEC.  1391.  The  immediate  government  of  the  several 
colleges  is  intrusted  to  their  respective  Faculties,  each  of 
which  must  have  its  own  organization,  regulate  its  own 
affairs,  and  may  recommend  the  course  of  study  and  the 
text-books  to  be  used. 

ARTICLE  170. 

SEC.  1392.  Any  resident  of  California,  of  the  age  of  four- 
teen years  or  upwards,  of  approved  moral  character,  may 
enter  himself  in  the  University  as  a  student  at  large,  and 
receive  tuition  in  any  branches  of  instruction  at  the  time 
when  the  same  are  given  in  their  regular  course,  on  such 
terms  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  171. 

SEC.  1393.  An  admission  fee  and  rate  of  tuition  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  must  be  required  of  each  pupil, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  • 

ARTICLE  17'2. 

SEC.  1394.  As  soon  as  the  income  of  the  University  shall 
permit,  admission  and  tuition  must  be  free  to  all  residents 
of  the  State;  and  the  Regents  must  so  apportion  the  repre- 
sentation of  students,  according  to  population,  that  all  por- 
tions of  the  State  may  enjoy  equal  privileges  therein. 

ARTICLE  173. 

SEC.  1395.  If  approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  scholar- 
ships may  be  established  in  the  University  by  any  persons, 
for  the  purpose  of  private  benefaction  or  of  affording  tuition 
in  any  course  of  the  University  free  from  the  ordinary 
charges,  to  any  scholar  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State 
who  may  distinguish  himself  in  study,  according  to  the 
recommendation  of  his  teachers,  and  who  passes  the  exami- 
nation required  for  the  grade  at  which  he  wishes  to  enter  the 
University. 

ARTICLE  174. 

SEC.  1396.  The  Board  of  Regents  may  affiliate  with  the 
University  any  incorporated  college  of  medicine,  law,  or 
other  special  course  of  instruction,  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient ;  and  such  college  may  retain  the 
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control  of  its  own  property,  have  its  own  Boards  of  Trustees, 
Faculties,  and  Presidents,  respectively  ;  and  the  students  of 
such  colleges  recommended  by  the  respective  Faculties 
thereof  may  receive  from  the  University  the  degrees  of  those 
colleges. 

ARTICLE  175. 

SEC.  1397.  The  examinations  for  degrees  must  be  annual. 
Students  who  have  passed  not  less  than  a  year  as  residents 
in  any  college,  academy,  or  school  in  this  State,  and  who, 
after  examination  by  the  Faculty  thereof,  are  recommended 
by  them  as  proficient  candidates  for  any  degree  in  any  regu- 
lar course  of  the  University,  must  be  examined  therefor  at 
the  annual  examination;  and,  on  passing  such  examination, 
may  receive  the  degree  and  diploma  for  that  course,  and  rank 
as  graduates. 

ARTICLE  176. 

SEC.  1398.  All  students  of  the  University  who  have  been 
residents  thereat  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  all  gradu- 
ates thereof,  may  present  themselves  for  examination  in  any 
course  at  the  annual  examinations,  and,  on  passing  such 
examination,  may  receive  the  degree  and  diploma  of  that 
course. 

ARTICLE  177. 

SEC.  1399.  Upon  such  examinations  each  professor  and 
instructor  of  that  course  may  cast  one  vote,  by  ballot,  upon 
cadi  application  for  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  a  degree. 

ARTICLE  178. 

SEC.  1400.  Graduates  of  the  College  of  California,  and  of 
any  incorporated  college  affiliated  with  the  University,  may 
receive  the  degrees  from  and  rank  as  graduates  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

ARTICLE  179. 


1401.  The  Board  of  Regents  may  also  confer  certifi- 
cates of  proficiency  in  any  branch  of  study  upon  such  students 
of  the  University  as  upon  examination  are  found  entitled  to 
the  same. 

ARTICLE  180. 

SEC.  1402.  The  proper  degree  of  each  college  must  be  con- 
ferred at  the  end  of  the  course  upon  such  students  as,  having 
completed  the  same,  are  found  proficient  therein. 

ARTICLE  181. 
SEC.  1403.    The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  afterwards 
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the  'degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  in  usual  course,  must  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  graduates  of  the  College  of  Letters. 

ARTICLE  182. 

SEC.  1404.  A  system  of  moderate  manual  labor  must  be 
established  in  connection  with  the  Agricultural  College,  upon 
its  agricultural  and  ornamental  grounds,  for  practical  educa- 
tion in  agriculture  and  landscape  gardening. 

ARTICLE  183. 

SEC.  1405.  No  sectarian,  political,  or  partisan  test  must 
ever  be  allowed  or  exercised  in  the  appointment  of  Regents 
or  in  the  election  of  professors,  teachers,  or  other  officers  of 
the  University,  or  in  the  admission  of  students  thereto,  or 
for  any  purpose  whatsoever;  nor  must  the  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  be  of  any  one  religious  sect,  or  of  no  relig- 
ious belief. 

ARTICLE  184. 

SEC.  1415.    The  endowment  of  the  University  is: 

1 .  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  seventy-two  sections  of 
land  granted  to  the  State  for  a  seminary  of  learning; 

2.  The  proceeds  of  the  ten  sections  of  land  granted  to  the 
State  for  public  buildings; 

3.  The  income  derived  from  the  investments  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  lands,  or  of  the  scrip  therefor,  or  of 
any  part  thereof,  granted  to  this  State  for  the  endowment, 
support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where  the 
leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific 
and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach 
siu'li  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and 
the  mechanic  arts; 

4.  The  income  of  the  fund  set  apart  by  "An  Act  for  the 
endowment  of  the  University  of  California,"  approved  April 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  which  is  continued  in 
force; 

(5.  Donations;) 

6.  The  State  of  California,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  may 
take  by  grant,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  any  property  for  the 
use  of  the  University,  and  hold  the  same,  and  apply  the 
funds  arising  therefrom,  through  the  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity, to  the  support  of  the  University,  as  provided  in  Article 
IX,  section  four,  of  the  Constitution; 

7.  The  Regents  of  the  University,  in  their  corporate  capac- 
ity, may  take  by  grant,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  any  property 
for  the  use  of  the  University,  or  of  any  college  thereof,  or  of 
any  professorship,  chair,  or  scholarship  therein,  or  for  the 
library,  an  observatory,  workshops,  gardens,  greenhouses, 
apparatus,  a  Students'  Loan   Fund,  or  any  other  purpose 
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appropriate  to  the  University;  and  such  property  shall  be 
taken,  received,  held,  managed,  and  invested,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  used,  bestowed,  and  applied  by  the  said  Regents, 
for  the  purposes,  provisions,  and  conditions  prescribed  by 
the  respective  grant,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest; 

8.  The  Regents  of  the  University  may  invest  any  of  the 
permanent  funds  of  the  University  which  are  now  or  here- 
after may  be  in  their  custody,  in  productive  unincumbered 
real  estate  in  this  State,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  control  or  change  such  investment,  excepting  such 
as  by  the  terms  of  their  acquisition  must  be  otherwise  in- 
vested ; 

9.  If  by  the  terms  of  any  grant,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  such 
as  are  described  in  the  preceding  sixth  and  seventh  subdivi- 
sions, conditions  are  imposed  which  are  impracticable  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code,  such  grant,  gift,  devise,  or 
bequest  shall  not  thereby  fail,  but  such  conditions  shall  be 
rejected,  and  the  intent  of  the  donor  carried  out  as  near  as 
may  be. 

ARTICLE  185. 

SEC.  1425.  The  University  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board 
of  Regents,  consisting  of  twenty-two  members;  but  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

ARTICLE  186. 

SEC.  1426.  Sixteen  members  of  the  Board  are  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 
Their  term  of  office  is  sixteen  years. 

ARTICLE  187. 

SEC.  1427.  Six  members  of  the  Board  hold  by  virtue  of 
other  offices,  as  provided  in  section  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
three. 

ARTICLE  188. 

SEC.  1428.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board,  the 
Governor  must  appoint  some  person  to  fill  it,  and  the  person 
so  appointed  holds  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE  189. 

SEC.  1429.    The  Governor  is  President  of  the  Board. 
ARTICLE  190. 

SEC.  1430.  Seven  members  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
Board. 
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ARTICLE  191. 

SEC.  1431.    The  members  receive  no  compensation: 
ARTICLE  192. 

SEC.  1432.    The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
are  as  follows: 

1.  To  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  their  rules  may 
prescribe,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  Board ; 

2.  To  control  and  manage  the  University  and  its  property; 

3.  To  prescribe  rules  for  their  own  government  and  for 
the  government  of  the  University; 

4.  To  adopt  and  prescribe  rules  for  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  Cadets; 

5.  To  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  State,  or  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  as  the  case  may  be,  all  property  donated  to  the 
University ; 

6.  To  choose  a  President  of  the  University,  the  professors, 
and  other  officers  and  employes  of  the  University,  prescribe 
their  duties,  fix  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  their  salaries; 

7.  To  fix  the  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  benefits  of 
the  University; 

8.  To  fix  the  admission  fee  and  rates  of  tuition; 

9.  To  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  fix  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  their  com- 
pensation ; 

10.  To  remove  at  pleasure  any  officer,  professor,  or  employe 
of  the  University; 

11.  To  supervise  the  general  courses  of  instruction,  and  on 
the  recommendations  of  the  several  Faculties,  prescribe  the 
authorities  and  text-books  to  be  used  in  the  several  colleges; 

12.  To  confer  such  degrees  and  grant  such  diplomas  as  are 
usual  in  Universities,  or  as  they  deem  appropriate; 

13.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  museum ; 

14.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  library; 

15.  To  take  immediate  measures  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement and  planting  of  the  University  grounds; 

16.  To  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings; 

17.  Through  the  President  of  the  University,  to  report  to 
the  Governor  the  progress,  condition,  and  wants  of  each  of 
the  colleges  embraced  in  the  University;  the  course  of  study 
in  each;  the  number  of  professors  and  students;  the  amount 
of   receipts  and   disbursements,  together  with   the  nature, 
cost,  and  results  of  all  important  investigations  and  experi- 
ments, and   such    other    information    as    they  may   deem 
important. 
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ARTICLE  193. 

SEC.  1433.  The  entire  income  arising  from  the  endow- 
ment is  subject  to  the  trusts  at  the  disposition  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  for  the  support  of  the  University. 

ARTICLE  194. 

SEC.  1434.  For  the  current  expenditures  of  the  University, 
specific  sums  of  money  must  be  set  aside,  out  of  the  funds  at 
their  disposal,  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  which  are  subject  to 
the  warrants  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  drawn  upon  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

ARTICLE  195. 

SEC.  1435.  All  moneys  which  may  at  any  time  be  in  the 
State  Treasury,  subject  to  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  may 
be  drawn  therefrom  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  upon  the 
order  of  the  Board  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

ARTICLE  196. 

SEC.  1436.  The  Regents  must  cause  to  be  constructed  such 
buildings  as  are  needed  for  the  use  of  the  University. 

ARTICLE  197. 

SEC.  1437.  The  plan  adopted  in  the  construction  of  build- 
ings must  provide  separate  buildings  for  separate  uses,  and 
so  group  all  such  buildings  that  a  central  building  may  bring 
the  whole  in  harmony  as  part  of  one  design. 

ARTICLE  198. 

SEC.  1438.  The  construction  and  furnishing  of  the  build- 
ings must  be  let  out  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  after 
advertisement  for  not  less  than  ten  days,  in  at  least  two  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco;  but  the 
Regents  may  reject  any  bid,  and  advertise  anew. 

ARTICLE  199. 

SEC.  1439.  Until  the  University  buildings  are  ready  for 
use,  the  Regents  may  make  temporary  arrangements  for 
buildings  at  Oakland.

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ARTICLE  200. 

SEC.  1449.  A  practical  agriculturist,  competent  to  super- 
intend the  working  of  the  agricultural  farm  and  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  must  be 
chosen  by  the  Board  as  their  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  201. 

SEC.  1450.    The  Secretary  must: 

1.  Reside  and  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  the  University; 

2.  Keep  a  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
which  must  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  cit- 
izen of  this  State; 

3.  Have  the  custody  of  all  books,  papers,  documents,  and 
other  property  which  may  be  deposited  in  his  office;. 

4.  Keep  and  file  all  reports  and  communications  which 
may  be  made  to  the  University  appertaining  to  education, 
science,  art,  husbandry,  mechanics,  or  mining; 

5.  Address  circulars  to  societies  and  others  soliciting  infor- 
mation upon  the  latest  and  best  modes  of  culture  of  the  pro- 
ducts adapted  to  tin  soil  and  climate  of  the  State,  and  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  field  culture,  horticulture,  stock  rais- 
ing, and  the  dairy; 

6.  Correspond   with   established  schools  of    ruining  and 
metallurgy  in  Europe,  and  obtain  information  respecting  the 
improvements  of  mining  machinery  adapted  to  California: 

7.  Correspond  with  the  patent  office  at  Washington,  and 
with  the  representatives  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  abroad,  to  procure  contributions  to  agriculture  from 
these  sources;  receive  and  distribute  seeds,  plants,  shrubbery, 
and  trees  adapted  to  our  climate  and  soils,  for  tin  purposes 
of  experiment; 

8.  Obtain  contributions  to  the  museums  and  the  library  of 
the  University; 

9.  Keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  executive  acts  of  the 
President  of  the  University: 

10.  Keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  into 
the  treasury  or  paid  therefrom; 

11.  Distribute   the    seeds,    plants,   trees*   and    shrubbery 
received  by  him  and  not  needed  by  the  University,  equally 
throughout  the  State,  to  farmers  and  others  who  will  agree  to 
cultivate  them  properly,  and  return  to  the  Secretary's  office 
a    reasonable  proportion   of   the   products  thereof,   with   a 
statement  of  the  mode  of  cultivation,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation as  may  be  necessary  to  ascertain  their  value  for  culti- 
vation in  the  State; 

12.  Publish  from  time  to  time  in  the  newspapers  of  the 
State,  free  of  charge,  information  relating  to  agriculture,  the 
mechanic  arts,  mining,  and  metallurgy. 
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ARTICLE  202. 

SEC.  1451.  The  Secretary  holds  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
and  receives  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  203. 

SEC.  1461.  The  Academic  Senate  is  composed  of  the  Fac- 
ulties and  Instructors  of  the  University. 

ARTICLE  204. 

SEC.  1462.  The  Senate  must  conduct  the  general  adminis- 
tration of  the  University,  regulate  the  general  and  special 
courses  of  instruction,  receive  and  determine  all  appeals  from 
acts  of  discipline  enforced  by  the  Faculty  of  any  college, 
and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may 
confer  upon  it. 

ARTICLE  205. 

SEC.  1463.  Its  proceedings  must  be  conducted  according 
to  rules  of  order  adopted  by  it,  and  every  person  engaged  in 
instruction  in  the  University  may  participate  in  its  discus- 
sions; but  the  right  of  voting  is  confined  to  the  President 
and  the  Professors. 

ARTICLE  206. 

SEC.  1473.  The  students  of  the  University  must  be  organ- 
ized into  a  body  known  as  the  "  University  Cadets." 

ARTICLE  207. 

SEC.  1474.  The  officers  of  Cadets,  between  and  including 
the  ranks  of  Second  Lieutenant  and  Colonel,  must  be  selected 
by  the  Chief  Military  Instructor,  with  the  assent  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  arid  must  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

ARTICLE  208. 

SEC.  1475.  The  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  must  issue 
such  arms,  munitions,  accouterments,  and  equipments  to  the 
University  Cadets  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  require  and 
the  Governor  approve. 

ARTICLE  209. 

SEC.  1476.  Upon  graduating  or  retiring  from  the  Univer- 
sity, such  officers  may  resign  their  commissions  or  hold  the 
same  as  retired  officers  of  the  University  Cadets,  liable  to  be 
called  into  service  by  the  Governor  in  case  of  war,  invasion, 
insurrection,  or  rebellion. 
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ARTICLE  210. 

SEC.  1477.  The  military  instructor  must  make  quarterly 
reports  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  showing  the 
number,  discipline,  and  equipments  of  the  Cadets. 

ARTICLE  211. 

SEC.  2242.  The  State  Geologist  and  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity may  makeup  from  duplicate  specimens  under  their 
control,  a  geological  cabinet  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

ARTICLE  212. 

SEC.  3533.  The  Regents  of  the  University  may  order  the 
selection  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres  of  land 
granted  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  an  Agricultural  College, 
and  dispose  of  the  same  at  the  price  and  in  the  manner  fixed 
by  them. 

ARTICLE  213. 

SEC.  3534.  The  Land  Agent  of  the  University,  as  the 
agent  of  the  State,  must  select  the  lands  according  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Board,  and  issue  certificates  of  purchase 
and  patents  to  purchasers  who  comply  with  the  conditions 
fixed  by  the  Board;  and  the  Regents  must  invest  all  moneys 
accruing  from  the  sale  of  lands  as  they  may  deem  best,  sub- 

1'ect  to  the  conditions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  granting  such 
ands. 

ARTICLE  214. 

SEC.  3535.  All  moneys,  securities,  or  other  properties  aris- 
ing from  the  sale  of  the  seventy-two  sections  granted  to  the 
State  for  a  seminary  of  learning,  and  from  the  sale  of  the 
ten  sections  granted  to  the  State  for  the  erection  of  public 
buildings,  must  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury  on  the 
order  of  the  Regents  of.  the  University. 

ARTICLE  215. 

SEC.  3536.  All  persons  who  have  purchased  any  portion 
of  either  of  the  grants  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section, 
and  who  have  not  paid  in  full  therefor,  must  be  included  in 
the  delinquent  list,  and  the  District  Attorney  must  proceed 
against  such  delinquents  as  provided  in  Sections  3547  and 
3548,  and  the  provisions  of  Sections  3548  to  3556,  inclusive, 
are  made  applicable  to  such  proceedings.  If  such  lands 
revert  to  the  State,  they  pass  under  the  control  of  and  may 
be  sold  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University. 
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ARTICLE  216. 

SEC.  172.  PENAL  CODE.  Every  person,  who,  within  two 
miles  of  the  land  belonging  to  this  State,  upon  which  the 
State  Prison  is  situated,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  Insane 
Asylum  at  Napa,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  grounds  belong- 
ing and  adjacent  to  the  University  of  California,  in  Alameda 
County,  or  in  the  State  Capitol,  or  within  the  limits  of  the 
grounds  adjacent  and  belonging  thereto,  sells,  gives  away,  or 
exposes  for  sale  any  vinous  or  alcoholic  liquors,  is  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor. 


DIVISION  FOUR— DECISIONS  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 


BY  THE  COURT: 


CHAPTER  I. 

ARTICLE  217. 

Foltz  vs.  Hoge  et  al. 

[54  Cal.  28.] 


Action  for  a  mandate  to  compel  the  defendants,  who  are 
the  Directors  of  the  Hastings  College  of  the  Law,  to  admit 
the  plaintiff  as  a  student  of  the  college.  It  is  averred  in  the 
petition,  and  not  denied  in  the  answer,  that  the  plaintiff  is 
a  citizen  and  resident  of  this  State;  that  she  is  over  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years;  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character; 
that  she  is  entitled  to  practice  as  an  attorney  and  counselor 
at  law,  and  is  now  a  regular  practicing  attorney  of  the  Court 
in  good  standing;  and  that  she  duly  made  application  for 
admission  as  a  student  in  the  college,  and  tendered  the  requi- 
site fee,  but  that  the  Directors  rejected  her  application,  and 
refused  to  permit  her  to  enter  as  a  student  of  the  college. 

The  answer  avers  that  the  college  was  founded  by  S.  C. 
Hastings,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
create  Hastings  College  of  the  Law  in  the  University  of  the 
State  of  California,"  approved  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  (Stats.  1877-8,  p.  533) ;  that  said 
Hastings  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  mentioned  in  the  Act,  and  thereupon 
founded  and  established  the  "Hastings  College  of  the  Law," 
and  that  the  same  has  since  been  managed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  mentioned  in  the  Act.  It  admits  that  the  defend- 
ants refused  to  permit  the  plaintiff  to  enter  as  a  student  of 
the  college,  but  avers  that  they  so  refused  "because  they, 
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in  good  faith,  believed  and  determined  that  it  was  not  wise 
or  expedient,  or  for  the  best  interest  of  the  college,  to  admit 
any  female  as  a  student  therein."  It  contains  other  aver- 
ments respecting  the  power  and  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  the  direction,  management,  and  control  of  the 
college;  but  as  they  present  only  questions  of  law,  they  need 
not  be  further  noticed  at  this  time.  The  plaintiff  moved  for 
judgment  on  the  pleadings,  and  the  Court  thereupon  gave 
judgment  that  the  peremptory  writ  of  mandate  issue,  com- 
manding the  defendants  to  admit  the  plaintiff  as  a  student 
in  the  college. 

The  question  presented  for  decision  is  whether  the  Board 
of  Directors  can  lawfully  reject  the  plaintiff's  application  for 
admission  as  a  student  in  the  college,  on  the  sole  ground  that 
she  is  a  female  ? 

The  Act  of  March  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  to  create  and  organize  the  University  of  California 
(Stats.  1867-8,  p.  248)  provides  that  "the  Board  of  Regents 
may  affiliate  with  the  University,  and  make  an  integral  part 
of  the  same,  and  incorporate  therewith,  any  incorporated 
college  of  medicine,  of  law,  or  other  special  course  of  instruc- 
tion now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  created,  upon 
such  terms  as  to  the  respective  corporations  may  be  deemed 
expedient;  and  such  college  or  colleges,  so  affiliated,  shall 
retain  the  control  of  their  own  property,  with  their  own 
Boards  of  Trustees,  and  their  own  Faculties  and  President 
of  the  same  respectively,"  *  *  *  (Sec.  8);  and  it  is  pro- 
vided by  the  eleventh  section,  that  such  college,  so  affiliated, 
may  retain  its  own  property,  to  be  vested  in  and  held  and 
managed  by  its  own  corporation.  The  eighteenth  section 
provides  that  "the  immediate  government  and  discipline  of 
the  several  colleges  shall  be  intrusted  to  their  respective  Fac- 
ulties, to  consist  of  the  President  and  the  resident  professors 
of  the  same,  each  of  which  shall  have  its  own  organization, 
regulate  the  affairs  of  its  own  college,  recommending  the 
course  of  study,  and  the  text- books  to  be  used,  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  in  connection  with  the 
President,  as  its  executive  officer,  have  the  government  of 
the  students." 

From  those  and  other  provisions  of  the  Act,  it  appears 
that  a  complete  scheme  was  devised  for  the  affiliation  with 
the  University  of  a  College  of  Law,  and  that  the  general 
features  of  the  plan  for  the  government  of  the  college  were 
prescribed. 

The  Act  of  1878,  to  create  the  Hastings  College  of  the  Law, 
appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  of  the  college,  and  provides 
for  filling  vacancies  which  may  occur.  It  also  provides,  that 
the  Board  shall  appoint  the  officers  of  the  college;  that  the 
college  shall  affiliate  with  the  University;  that  the  Faculty 
(Regents?)  of  the  University  shall  grant  diplomas  to  the 
students  of  the  college;  that  the  Dean  of  the  college  "shall 
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be  ex  officio  of  the  Faculty  of  the  University;"  that  the  col- 
lege "  shall  establish  a  curriculum  of  studies,  and  shall 
matriculate  students  who  may  reside  at  the  University  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  students  residing  in  other  parts  of  the 
State;"  and  that  "all  the  business  of  the  college  shall  be 
managed  by  the  Directors  without  compensation."  The  plan 
for  the  organization  and  government  of  the  college,  as  pre- 
sented by  those  provisions,  does  not  materially  differ  from 
that  which  is  contained  in  the  Act  to  create  the  University; 
whatever  differences  there  are  being  in  the  details,  but  not  in 
the  general  plan. 

It  is  contended  by  the  defendants  that  the  Act  confers 
upon  the  Board  of  Directors  absolute  discretion  in  the  matter 
of  the  admission  of  students,  subject  only  to  the  supervision 
of  a  Court  of  chancery.  Such  discretionary  power  might 
have  been  granted,  and  could  readily  have  been  expressed  in 
plain  and  unambiguous  words;  but  the  Act  does  not  expressly 
grant  such  discretionary  power;  and  if  it  is  possessed  by 
them,  it  is  to  be  implied  from  the  provisions  and  the  general 
intent  of  the  Act.  Reliance  is  placed  upon  the  provision 
that  "all  the  business  of  the  college  shall  be  managed  by  the 
Directors,  without  compensation,"  as  conferring  discretionary 
power;  but  the  purpose  of  the  provision  is  to  declare  that 
Directors  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services. 
That  is  the  obvious  meaning  of  those  words. 

The  provision  that  the  college  shall  establish  a  curriculum 
of  studies  throws  no  light  on  the  question;  for  if  it  be 
conceded  that  the  power  granted  to  the  college  to  establish  a 
curriculum  of  studies  is  not  subject  to  the  provision  of  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  1868,  above  cited  (to  the  effect 
that  the  course  of  study  and  the  text-books  recommended  for 
the  college  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Regents), 
that  power  might  be  exercised  without  regard  to  the  power 
here  claimed. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  general  framework  of  the  Act  of 
1878,  nor  in  the  nature  or  purpose  of  such  a  college,  that 
requires  that  its  Directors  should  have  more  enlarged  powers 
over  the  admission  of  students  than  should  be  possessed  by 
the  Regents  and  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  in  respect  to 
the  admission  of  students  at  large. 

It  was,  in  our  opinion,  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  that  thte 
college  when  established  should  affiliate  with  the  University 
and  be  governed  by  the  laws  applicable  to  the  University, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  either  in  the  Act  of  1868  or  the 
Act  of  1878;  that  the  University  and  the  affiliated  college 
should  constitute  one  institution  and  be  governed  by  the 
same  laws,  with  only  such  special  provisions  as  might  be  re- 
quired for  the  harmonious  operation  of  its  different  branches. 
That  would  seem  to  be  the  necessary  result  of  the  affiliation 
of  a  college  with  the  University.  Would  not  the  provision 
in  each  Act,  for  the  affiliation  of  the  college  with  the  Univer- 
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sity,  be  practically  destroyed  by  construing  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  for  the  organization  of  the  college  as  conferring  upon 
the  Directors  of  the  college,  not  only  the  management  and 
control  of  its  property,  but  also  the  absolute  government  of 
the  college  in  all  respects,  except  in  the  issuing  of  diplomas. 
An  affiliation  imports  a  subjection  to  the  same  general  laws 
and  rules  that  are  applicable  to  the  parent  institution,  with 
such  special  exception  as  may  expressly  be  made  and  such  as 
arise  from  the  very  nature  and  purpose  of  the  affiliated 
institution.  If  this  absolute  power  was  intended  to  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  Directors,  the  inquiry  would  be  pertinent 
and  suggestive  why  the  Act  should  expressly  give  the  control 
of  the  property  of  the  college  to  the  Directors  (Sec.  8),  or 
authorize  the  college  to  recommend  the  course  of  study  and 
the  text-books  to  be  used  to  the  approval  of  the  Regents.  If 
absolute  discretionary  power  was  intended  to  be  vested  in 
the  Directors,  why  should  particular  power  have  specially 
been  conferred  ?  The  inquiry  suggests  an  argument  of  much 
force. 

It  is  urged  that  no  person  can  claim  a  strict  legal  right  to 
be  admitted  to  the  college — that  the  very  idea  of  a  college 
implies  the  power  to  fix  qualifications  and  limit  the  number 
of  students.  It  must  be  conceded  that  no  one  has  such  strict 
legal  right  without  any  limitations  or  conditions;  but  on  the 
contrary,  the  Directors  may,  as  they  should,  exclude  one  whose 
moral  character  is  bad,  or  who,  by  reason  of  tender  years,  has 
not  sufficient  capacity  to  study  the  law,  or  who  applies  for 
admission  when  the  college  already  contains  as  many  stu- 
dents as  can  advantageously  be  instructed  therein,  or  who, 
for  any  sufficient  reason,  ought  not  to  be  admitted;  but  this 
does  not  tend  to  the  conclusion  that  their  discretion  is  unlim- 
ited— that  the  Directors  are  not  subject  to  the  laws  applicable 
to  the  University. 

If  the  absolute  power  claimed  for  the  Directors  is  possessed 
by  them,  no  reason  can  be  suggested  why  they  may  not 
exclude  every  one  who  does  not  possess  some  qualification 
arbitrarily  selected  by  them,  such  as  nativity,  time  of  resi- 
dence in  the  State,  or  the  like  fanciful  or  accidental  condi- 
tion. They  might  thus  exclude  all  except  Indians,  or  those 
of  foreign  birth.  The  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seven ty-eight,  though  not  remarkable  for  its 
perspicuity,  seems  to  establish  as  one  of  the  qualifications  of 
students  that  they  must  be  residents  of  the  State;  and  it  con- 
tains one  other  provision  which  is  very  suggestive  in  this 
connection.  It  declares  that  the  college  "shall  matriculate 
students  who  reside  at  the  University  of  the  State."  That  is 
to  be  construed  as  meaning  students  of  the  University.  The 
only  qualifications  prescribed  for  students  of  the  University 
are  that  they  must  be  residents  of  the  State,  of  the  age  of 
fourteen  years  or  upwards,  and  of  approved  moral  character. 
It  is  conceded  that  females  are  now,  and  for  several  years 
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last  past  have  been,  admitted  as  students  of  the  University; 
and  the  provision  of  section  seventeen  of  the  Political  Code, 
that  words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  comprehend  as  well 
the  feminine  gender,  would  seem  to  entitle  females  to  enter 
the  University  as  students  at  large. 

Females  are  entitled  by  law  to  be  admitted  as  attorneys 
and  counselors  in  all  the  Courts  of  this  State,  upon  the  same 
terms  as  males.  The  college  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  instruction  to  those  who  desire  to  be  admitted,  as 
well  as  those  who  have  been  admitted,  to  practice  as  attor- 
neys and  counselors.  It  was  affiliated  with  the  University 
and  thus  became  an  integral  part  of  it,  and  in  our  opinion 
became  subject  to  the  same  general  provisions  of  the  law  as 
are  applicable  to  the  University;  and  the  same  general  policy 
which  admitted  females  as  students  of  the  University  opened 
to  them  as  well  the  doors  of  the  College  of  the  Law. 

Judgment  affirmed.     Remittitur  forthwith. 


CHAPTER  II. 
ARTICLE  218. 

Berry  in  a  it  vs.  Perkins,  Governor,  etc. 

[55  Cal.  483.1 

The  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  April  1,  1876,  "to  provide 
for  a  supply  of  water  for  the  University  and  for  the  Asylum 
for  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind"  (Stat.  1875-6,  p.  316),  author- 
izes the  Controller  to  draw  his  warrants  for  the  appraised 
value  of  property  sought  to  be  condemned,  "upon  a  judg- 
ment being  rendered  for  the  condemnation  of  said  springs 
and  lands  and  right  of  way,  and  appraising  the  value  thereof, 
and  upon  the  filing  in  said  proceedings  of  a  written  certifi- 
cate of  the  Governor  appraising  [approving]  such  valuation." 

The  statute  requires,  as  conditions  precedent  to  the  taking 
of  the  land  and  water  for  public  uses,  not  only  that  the  land 
shall  be  appraised  by  the  Superior  Court,  a  jury,  or  commis- 
sioners, but  also  that  such  appraisal  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Governor.  Until  he  shall  concur  with  the  appraisal  the 
condemnation  cannot  be  made  operative.  This  necessarily 
involves  an  inquiry  and  ascertainment  of  the  actual  value 
of  the  property,  and  the  employment  of  judgment  and  dis- 
cretion on  the  part  of  the  Governor.  The  power  to  determine 
whether  the  appraisal  is  correct  is  his  and  we  cannot  deprive 
him  of  his  discretion  or  adjudicate  the  value  for  him.  In 
all  matters  vesting  in  the  sworn  discretion  of  the  person  to 
whom  a  duty  is  confided  by  law,  mandamus  will  not  lie  to 
control  the  discretion  or  determine  the  decision  which  is  to 
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be  made.     (High   ex   rem.  42;    Moses  on   Mandamus,   82; 
Harpending  v.  Haight,  39  Cal.  208.) 

It  is  not  necessary  to  inquire  whether  the  Governor  might 
be  compelled  to  make  inquiry  in  respect  to  the  value  of  the 
property,  if  it  should  be  made  to  appear  that  he  had  refused 
to  make  such  an  inquiry.  The  application  here  is  that  he  be 
compelled  to  issue  his  certificate  approving  the  valuation. 


CHAPTER  III. 
.     ARTICLE  219. 

John  Le  Conte,  President  of  the  University  of  California,  vs. 
The  Trustees  and  Marshal  of  the  Town  of  Berkeley. 

[57  Cal.  269.] 

THE  COURT: 

A  writ  of  prohibition  does  not  run  to  a  ministerial  officer. 
The  acts  sought  to  be  prohibited  \vere  not  judicial  acts; 
therefore  the  writ  of  prohibition,  which  was  issued  in  this 
case  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August,  1879,  was  improperly 
issued. 

Judgment  reversed,  and  cause  remanded. 


CHAPTER  IV. 
ARTICLE  220. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  Respondents,  vs.  The 
1* resident  and  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  Appel- 
lants. 

[38  Cal.  166.] 

BY  THE  COURT: 

This  is  an  action  to  quiet  the  title  of  the  State  of  California 
to  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  situate 
near  the  City  of  Oakland,  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
the  State  University;  and  the  only  question  for  our  decision 
on  this  appeal  is  whether  or  not  the  conveyance  from  the 
President  and  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California  to  the 
State,  under  the  facts  stated  in  the  agreed  case,  was  and  is 
operative  in  law  to  vest  the  title  in  the  State.  In  other 
words,  whether  or  not,  upon  the  agreed  facts,  the  President 
and  Trustees  of  the  college  had  the  power  in  law  to  convey 
the  land  to  the  State,  under  the  circumstances,  and  for  the 
purposes  disclosed  in  the  record,  or  whether  the  transaction 
was  ultra  vires.  The  college  was  incorporated  under  the  Act 
of  April  20,  1850,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incor- 
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poration  of  colleges"  (Stats.  1850,  p.  273),  and  the  Act  amenda- 
tory thereof,  passed  April  13,  1855  (Stats.  1855,  p.  110).  In 
defining  the  powers  of  the  Trustees,  it  is  provided  in  section 
seven  that  they  shall  have  power  "to  receive  and  hold  by 
purchase,  gift,  or  grant,  any  real  or  personal  property,  pro- 
vided that  the  yearly  income  of  the  college  shall  not  exceed 
its  necessary  yearjy  expenses  ten  thousand  dollars;"  and  "to 
sell,  mortgage,  release,  and  otherwise  use  and  dispose  of 
such  property  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  most  con- 
ducive to  the  prosperity  of  the  college."  The  General  Cor- 
poration Act  provides  (section  one)  that  ev.ery  corporation, 
as  such,  shall  have  power  "to  hold,  purchase,  and  convey 
such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  require,  not  exceeding  the  amount  limited  by 
law."  Under  these  provisions  it  is  quite  evident  the  Trus- 
tees have  an  unlimited  discretion  in  respect  to  the  sale  or 
other  disposition  of  the  corporate  property,  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  interests  of  the  college;  and  it  is  equally  plain 
thai  so  long  as  they  act  in  good  faith  their  discretion,  in  this 
respect,  is  absolute.  They  alone  are  to  decide  whether  the 
proposed  disposition  of  the  property  will  be  "most  conducive 
to  the  prosperity  of  the  college."  There  is  no  room  for 
argument  on  this  point.  But  it  is  suggested  that  the  action 
of  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California, 
in  alienating  its  property,  is  not  only  not  "conducive  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  college,"  but  is  avowedly  intended  to  ter- 
minate its  existence,  in  order  that  its  corporate  property  may 
be  devoted  to  the  building  up  of  a  new  institution  of  learn- 
ing, with  a  different  name,  and  under  a  new  management; 
that  the  conveyance  of  the  tract  in  question  to  the  State  was 
in  part  execution  of  this  general  plan;  and  that  when  the 
State,  through  its  authorized  agents  and  officers,  accepted  the 
conveyance,  it  had  notice  of  the  intention  and  purpose  of  the 
Trustees  in  making  it;  that  whilst  the  Trustees  may  make 
such  disposition  of  the  corporate  property  as  they  shall 
believe  will  conduce  to  the  prosperity  of  the  college,  they 
have  no  power  to  destroy  it  by  alienating  its  property,  with 
the  avowed  intention  to  terminate  its  existence,  and  turn 
over  its  estate  to  another  institution;  and  that  the  State, 
having  taken  the  conveyance  with  notice  of  the  unlawful 
purpose  for  which  it  was  made,  is  not  entitled  to  the  aid  of 
a  court  of  equity,  in  order  that  it  may  thereby  validate  a 
transaction  which  has  an  incurable  infirmity. 

In  the  recent  case  of  Miners'  Ditch  Company  vs.  Ziller- 
bock  (37  Cal.  543),  we  had  occasion  to  examine  with  much 
care  the  power  of  a  corporation  over  its  corporate  property; 
and  we  held  that  all  corporations,  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  property,  have  the  jus  disponendi  as  fully  as  natural 
persons,  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  restrained  by  statute  ; 
that  under  the  general  power,  a  corporation,  unless  restrained 
by  statute,  may  dispose  of  the  whole  of  its  corporate  prop- 
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erty  for  any  lawful  purpose  ;  and  that  if  it  conveys  its  prop- 
erty for  a  purpose  apparently  lawful,  and  within  the  scope 
of  its  powers,  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser,  without  notice,  the 
transaction  will  be  valid,  as  between  the  corporation  and  the 
purchaser,  even  though  the  secret  purpose  of  the  corporation 
was  unlawful ;  that  if  the  purchaser  had  notice  of  the 
unlawful  purpose,  and  if  the  contract  was  fully  executed, 
and  the  purchaser  was  let  into  the  possession,  the  Court 
would  refuse  its  aid  to  enable  the  corporation  to  recover  the 
property,  on  the  ground  that  "in  vari  delicto  potior  est  con- 
ditio  defendentis."  The  first  point,  therefore,  to  be  ascer- 
tained in  the  case  we  are  considering  is,  whether  the  convey- 
ance from  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  college  to  the 
State  was  in  part  execution  or  in  furtherance  of  an  unlawful 
plan  for  the  disposition  of  the  corporate  property  of  the 
college.  The  agreed  case  shows  that  the  President  and 
Trustees  are  actuated  by  the  most  laudable  motives  in  the 
disposition  they  proposed  to  make  of  the  property.  The 
bona  fides  of  the  transaction  is  not  open  to  suspicion ;'  on 
the  contrary,  it  appears  affirmatively  that  the  President  and 
Trustees  were  actuated  only  by  a  praiseworthy  desire  to 
build  up  an  institution  of  learning  commensurate  with  the 
wants  of  the  State,  and  capable  of  dispensing  greater  bene- 
fits to  the  public  than  could  be  anticipated  from  the  College 
of  California.  If  their  laudable  purpose  fail,  it  will  be 
solely  because  of  a  want  of  the  lawful  power  to  accomplish 
it.  ;md  not  because  it  is  tainted  with  any  moral  wrong.  It 
is  a  Question  of  power  merely,  and  in  that  light  we  shall 
consider  it. 

The  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  colleges  provides  no 
method  by  which  they  may  be  disincorporated  or  dissolved. 
But  the  general  Corporation  Act  (Sec.  31)  prescribes  a  mode 
for  dissolving  trade  corporations  on  the  petition  of  the  stock- 
holders. This  provision,  however,  cnn  ha  vc  no  application  to 
a  corporation  for  literary  purposes  having  no  stockholders; 
and  we  are  not  aware  of  any  statutory  provision  for  dissolv- 
ing a  corporation  of  this  character.  But  at  common  law  both 
municipal  and  private  corporations  may  be  dissolved  by  a 
surrender  of  the  franchise.  In  Angell  and  Ames  on  Corpora- 
tions (Sec.  772),  after  announcing  that  some  doubt  has  existed 
in  England  touching  the  power  of  a  municipal  corporation  to 
surrender  its  corporate  existence,  the  author  concludes  that 
"  by  far  the  better  opinion  is,  that  where  the  surrender  is  duly 
made  and  accepted,  it  is  effectual  to  dissolve  a  municipal 
body.  In  this  country  the  power  of  a  private  corporation  to 
dissolve  itself  by  its  own  assent  seems  to  be  assumed  by  all 
Judges  who  touch  upon  the  point."  The  authorities  quoted 
in  support  of  the  last  proposition  are  Riddle  vs.  Proprietors 
of  Locks,  etc-.  (7  Mass.,  185);  Hampsheir  vs.  Franklin  (16 
Mass.,  86);  McLeren  vs.  Penningtpn  (1  Paige,  107);  Enfield 
Toll  Bridge  Company  vs.  Connecticut  Railroad  Company  (7 
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Conn.,  45);  Slee  vs.  Blum  (19  John.,  456);  Canal  Company 
vs.  Railroad  Company  (4  Gill.  &  J.,  1);  Trustees,  etc.  vs. 
Zanesville  C.  &  M.  Company  (9  Ohio,  203);  Penobscot  Boom 
Company  vs.  Sampson  (16  Maine,  224);  Mumma  vs.  Potomac 
Company  (8  Peters,  281). 

Chancellor  Kent  says:  The  better  opinion  would  seem  to 
be  that  a  corporation  aggregate  may  surrender  and  in  that 
may  dissolve  itself;  but  then  the  surrender  must  be  accepted 
by  Government  and  be  made  by  some  solemn  act  to  render 
it  complete.  (2  Kent's  Com.,  311.) 

When  the  statute  prescribes  a  particular  method  for  dis- 
solving a  corporation,  that  method  must  of  course  be  pursued; 
but  our  conclusion  is,  that  in  the  absence  of  any  statutory 
provision  defining  the  mode,  a  corporation  aggregate  may 
surrender  its  franchise,  by  proper  proceedings  for  that  pur- 
pose. It  is  not  necessary  in  this  case  that  we  should  lay 
down  any  precise  rule  as  to  the  particular  method  by  which 
the  surrender  may  be  accomplished  and  rendered  effectual. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  decision  it  is  sutticient  for  us  to  have 
ascertained  that  there  is  a  method  by  which  the  College  of 
California  may  surrender  its  franchise.  It  was  and  is  for  the 
President  and  Trustees  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  public 
interest  would  be  subserved  by  dissolving  the  corporation 
and  devoting  its  property,  after  the  payment  of  its  debts,  to 
the  support  of  a  new  and  kindred  institution,  to  be  estab- 
lished under  more  auspicious  circumstances,  and  with  a 
more  liberal  endowment.'  There  are  no  stockholders  to  be 
consulted  whose  interests  might  need  protection;  and  the 
plan  proposed  is  to  take  effect  only  after  all  the  debts  of  the 
college  are  paid.  Under  these  circumstances  it  would  be  an 
extraordinary  casns  omissus  in  the  law  if  the  managers  of  a 
literary  institution,  without  a  sufficient  endowment  to  render 
it  effective,  were  compelled,  against  their  convictions  and 
judgments,  to  maintain  it  in  its  feeble,  sickly  condition,  when, 
by  a  surrender  of  its  franchise  and  devoting  its  property  in 
aid  of  a  new  institution  of  learning,  a  great  public  good 
might  be  accomplished.  We  entertain  no  doubt  whatever 
of,  the  power  of  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  college  not 
only  to  surrender  their  franchise,  but  to  transfer  the  corporate 
property,  after  the  payment  of  debts,  to  the  State  for  the  use 
of  the  University.  The  end  proposed  to  be  accomplished  by 
the  President  and  Trustees  was  not  only  lawful  and  within 
the  scope  of  their  powers,  but  was  eminently  meritorious  and 
conducive  to  the  public  interest. 

The  fact  that  a  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  college  were 
the  result  of  voluntary  donations  to  it  can,  in  no  degree, 
impair  the  power  of  the  Trustees  to  surrender  its  franchise, 
and  dispose  of  its  property  in  the  manner  proposed.  The 
donors  must  be  presumed  to  have  known  the  law,  and  must 
be  held  to  have  assented  in  advance  to  any  lawful  exercise 
of  power  in  good  faith  by  the  President  and  Trustees  in 
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respect  to  the  corporate  franchise  and  property.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  donations  were  absolute  and  unconditional.  The 
donors  retained  no  interest,  present  or  future,  in  the  sums 
donated,  nor  acquired  thereby  any  interest  whatever  in  the 
corporate  property,  nor  any  right  to  control  it.  The  donations 
were  voluntary  offerings  by  patriotic  citizens  in  aid  of  the 
cause  of  education,  and  the  management  and  disposition  of  the 
fund  was  confided  absolutely  to  the  President  and  Trustees, 
subject  only  to  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  the  law 
imposed  upon  them;  and,  as  we  have  seen,  the  law  does  not 
prohibit  them  from  dissolving  the  corporation,  and  applying 
its  funds,  after  payment  of  debts,  towards  the  endowment  of 
another  kindred  institution.  That  the  Trustees  have  the 
power  to  surrender  the  franchise,  after  its  debts  are  paid,  is  a 
proposition  which  admits  of  no  doubt;  and  if  they  should 
do  so,  without  having  made  any  disposition  of  its  property, 
there  being  no  stockholders  or  creditors,  the  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  corporation  would  vest  in  the  State.  (2  Kent's 
Com.,  386;  Angell  and  Ames  on  Corp.,  Sec.  195.)  Such  real 
estate  as  remained  undisposed  of,  or  which  had  been  acquired 
by  donation,  would  revert  to  the  donors.  But  this  rule  would 
not  apply  to  real  estate  acquired  by  the  corporation  by  a  pur- 
chase for  value.  In  sucli  cases  the  vendor  has  no  further 
interest  in  the  property  or  its  application,  and  on  a  dis- 
solution of  the  corporation,  if  there  be  no  stockholders  or 
creditors,  the  title  would  vest  in  the  State  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  it  were  personal  property.  This  point  was  under 
discussion  in  Bacon  vs.  Robertson  (18  Howard  U.S.  R.,480), 
and,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  Mr.  Justice 
Campbell  says:  "The  acquisitions  of  real  property  by  a  trad- 
ing corporation  are  commonly  made  upon  a  bargain  and 
sale,  for  a  full  consideration,  and  without  conditions  in  the 
deed,  and  no  conditions  are  implied  in  law  in  reference  to 
such  conveyances.  The  vendor  has  no  interest  in  the  appro- 
priation of  the  property  to  any  specific  object,  nor  any 
reversion  where  the  succession  fails."  We  are  satisfied  this 
is  the  true  rule.  If  the  College  of  California,  therefore,  had 
surrendered  its  franchise,  owing  no  di-bts.  all  its  personal 
estate  then  remaining,  and  all  its  real  property  acquired  by 
purchase  for  value,  would  have  vested,  oy  operation  of  law, 
in  the  State.  It  appears  from  the  agreed  statement  that  the 
whole  of  the  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  contest 
was  acquired  by  purchase  for  a  valuable  consideration,  except 
the  fifteen  acres  conveyed  by  Pioche,  and  the  ten  acres  con- 
veyed by  Blake;  and  the  latter  has  expressly  ratified  the 
conveyance  to  the  State,  while  the  former  has  conveyed  to 
the  college  by  deed  absolute,  and  released  it  from  any  obliga- 
tion to  appropriate  the  land  to  any  particular  use,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  ratification  of  the  conveyance  to  the  State. 
The  President  and  Trustees,  therefore,  in  conveying  this 
tract  to  the  State,  in  anticipation  of  an  actual  dissolution  of 
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the  corporation,  have  only  accomplished  in  advance  a  result 
which  would  have  ensued  by  operation  of  law  on  a  dissolu- 
tion of  the  corporation,  after  the  payment  of  its  debts.  The 
case  shows  that  it  yet  retains  property  amply  sufficient  to 
meet  the  demands  of  its  creditors,  none  of  whom  are  here  to 
complain  of  this  transaction.  On  the  whole,  we  see  no  error 
in  the  record. 
Judgment  affirmed. 


CHAPTER  V. 

ARTICLE  221. 

Ex  parte  Joseph  Me  C lain. 

[61  Cal.  436.] 

Application  for  discharge  on  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

The  petitioner  was  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor  for  vio- 
lating section  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  Penal  Code,  and 
was  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars,  in  default 
of  payment  whereof  he  was  restrained  by  the  Sheriff.  The 
section  reads  as  follows:  "Every  person  who,  within  two  miles 
of  the  land  belonging  to  this  State  upon  which  the  State 
Prison  is  situated,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  Insane  Asylum 
at  Napa,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  grounds  belonging  and 
adjacent  to  the  University  of  California,  in  Alameda  County, 
or  in  the  State  Capitol,  or  within  the  limits  of  the  grounds 
adjacent  and  belonging  thereto,  sells,  gives  away,  or  exposes 
for  sale,  any  vinous  or  alcoholic  liquors,  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor." 

This  section  was  enacted  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  new 
Constitution  and  is  unaffected  by  it. 

The  power  to  enact  the  law  in  question  falls  within  that 
large  class  of  powers  belonging  to  the  Legislature  essential  to 
the  promotion,  regulation,  and  preservation  of  the  morals, 
health,  prosperity,  and  general  well-being  of  the  people  of 
the  State.  AJ1  power  rests  in  the  Legislature  not  prohibited 
by  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

Under  the  late  Constitution  it  was  competent  for  the  Leg- 
islature to  prohibit  the  sale  of  vinous  or  alcoholic  liquors 
within  the  limits  specified  in  the  section,  if,  in  its  opinion, 
the  well-being  of  the  youth  being  educated  at  the  University, 
or  the  discipline  and  reformation  of  convicts,  or  the  health  of 
unfortunate  insanes,  would  be  thereby  promoted  or  preserved. 

Petitioner  remanded. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 
ARTICLE  222. 

TAXATION   OP   UNIVERSITY   MORTGAGES. 

Hollister  vs.  Sherman. 

[10  Pacific  Coast  Law  Journal,  p.  666.] 

The  opinion  of  the  Court  is  as  follows: 

We  can  see  no  difference  as  to  ownership-between  property 
taken  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  "  by  grant,  gift,  devise, 
or  bequest"  (Political  Code,  1415,  Subdivision  7),  and  other 
property  administered  by  them.  If  any  all  such  property  is 
exempt  from  taxation.  The  mortgage  to  secure  the  money 
loaned  by  the  Regents  to  plaintiff  was  not,  therefore,  subject 
to  taxation.  As  the  mortgage  was  assessed  to  the  Regents  of 
the  University,  the  tax  deed  would  show  the  assessment  was 
void.  The  deed  would  cast  no  cloud  upon  plaintiff's  title, 
since  in  an  action  brought  upon  it  by  the  purchaser,  the 
present  plaintiff  would  not  be  called  upon  to  introduce  any 
evidence;  but  the  purchaser  must  fail  on  his  own  showing. 
(Grimm  vs.  O'Connell,  54  Cal.,  521.)  Judgment  and  orders 
affirmed. 
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TITLE  THREE-PRIVATE  DONATIONS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

From  the  College  of  California  to  the  State  of  California. 
ARTICLE  223. 

This  indenture,  made  this  twelfth  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  between  the 
President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Califor- 
nia, a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  California,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  State 
of  California  for  the  uses  of  a  University,  of  the  second  part : 

WHEREAS,   At  a  meeting  of  said  President  and  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  held  in  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  on  the  ninth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  the  following 
resolutions  were  by  them  adopted,  viz.  : 
Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College  of   California    hereby  offer  to  donate  to  the  State 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Agricultural,  Mining,  and  Mechan- 
ical Arts  College  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  situ- 
ated in  the  Township  of  Oakland,  County  of  Alameda,  said 
State,  consisting  of  the  lands  lying  between  the  two  ravines 
or  branches  which   unite  to  form   Strawberry  Creek,  and 
known  as  the  California  College  lands,  as  and  for  a  site  and 
grounds  of  said  Agricultural,  Mining,  and  Mechanical  Arts 
College,  and  of  an  academical  college  or  university. 

Resolved — Second,  That  in  making  this  offer  of  donation 
said  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Cali- 
fornia are  influenced  by  an  earnest  hope  and  confident 
expectation  that  the  State  of  California  will  forthwith  organ- 
ize and  put  into  operation,  upon  the  aforesaid  site  and 
grounds,  a  University  of  California,  which  shall  include  a 
College  of  Mines,  a  College  of  Civil  Engineering,  a  College 
of  Mechanics,  a  College  of  Agriculture,  an  Academical  Col- 
lege, all  of  the  same  grade  and  with  courses  of  instruction 
at  least  equal  to  those  of  eastern  colleges  and  universities. 
Now,  therefore,  this  indenture  witnesseth  that  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  in  conformity  with  the  said  resolu- 
tions, and  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  to  it  paid  by  said  party 
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of  the  second  part,  at  or  before  the  ensealing  and  delivery 
of  these  presents,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowl- 
edged, and  also  for  other  good  and  valuable  considerations, 
it  hereunto  moving  hath  granted,  bargained,  and  sold,  and 
by  these  presents  doth  grant,  bargain,  and  sell,  unto  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  its  assigns  forever,  all  that 
certain  tract,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land  situated,  lying,  and 
being  in  the  Township  of  Oakland,  County  of  Alameda,  and 
State  of  California,  bounded  and  described  as  follows, 
namely:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  northeasterly  part  of 
plat  No.  69  (sixty-nine),  on  the  map  hereinafter  referred  to, 
which  point  is  also  the  center  of  Strawberry  Creek,  where 
the  same  is  intersected  by  the  center  line  of  the  northern 
branch  of  said  creek,  and  is  distant  about  two  hundred  and 
sixty  feet  southwesterly  from  the  corner  common  to  plats 
69,  70,  79,  and  81,  on  said  map;  and  thence  following  the 
center  of  the  northern  branch  of  said  Strawberry  Creek  in 
a  northeastwardly  direction  to  a  point  in  said  creek  where 
the  same  would  be  intersected  by  a  line  drawn  parallel  with

which,  on  a  course  south  80°  19'  west,  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one  (121)  feet  distant  from  said  stake  marked  stake 
23 ;  thence  along  said  westerly  bank  south  30°  20'  west  two 
hundred  (200)  feet  to  a  stake  marked  25;  thence  south

north  20°  20'  west  fifty-seven  (57)  feet ;  thence  north  38°  15' 
west  one  hundred  (100)  feet;  thence  north  58°  00'  west 
sixty-six  (66)  feet;  thence  north  74°  10'  west  one  hundred 
(100)  feet ;  thence  north  53°  40'  west  two  hundred  (200)  feet; 
thence  north  16°  00'  west  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  (154) 
feet ;  thence  north  53°  00'  west  two  hundred  and  eleven 
(211)  feet;  thence  south  61°  30'  west  one  hundred  and 
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eighty -one  (181)  feet;  thence  north  89°  30'  west  one  hundred 
feet';  thence  south  64°  10'  west,  crossing  the  creek,  two 
hundred  feet  to  a  stake  on  the  westerly  line  of  plat  No. 
80,  marked  "40;"  thence  south  5°  30'  east  sixty-four  (64) 
feet  along  said  line  of  plat  No.  80,  to  a  point  near  the  corner 
of  Hillegas'  orchard,  to  a  stake  marked  ''No.  41;"  thence 
south  61°  30'  west  along  said  orchard  fence  eleven  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  (1,167)  feet,  to  a  stake  marked  "No.  42;" 
thence  south  69°  10'  west  along  said  fence  six  hundred  and

Being 
portions  of  plats  69,  70,  71,  79,  80,  81,  and  82,  as  the  same 
are  laid  down,  designated,  and  numbered  on  a  map  of  the 
Ranches  of  Vicente  and  Domingo  Peralta,  surveyed  by 
Julius  Kellersberger,  and  on  file  or  of  record  in  the  County 
Recorder's  office  of  Alameda  County,  containing  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres  of  land,  and  being  the  same  land  and 
premises  which  are  mentioned  and  contemplated  in  arid  by 
the  said  resolutions  of  said  President  and  Board  of  Trustees, 
hereinbefore  set  forth ;  together  with  all  and  singular  the  ten- 
ements, hereditaments,  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belong- 
ing, or  in  anywise  appertaining,  and  the  reversion  and  rever- 
sions, remainder  and  remainders,  rents,  issues,  and  profits 
thereof,  and  also  all  the  estate,  right,  title,  and  interest, 
property,  possession,  claim,  and  demand  whatsoever,  as  well 
in  law  as  in  equity,  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  of,  in, 
and  to  the  above  described  premises,  and  every  part  and 
parcel  thereof,  with  the  appurtenances. 

To  have  and  to  hold,  all  and  singular,  the  above  mentioned 
and  described  premises,  together  with  the  appurtenances, 
unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  its  assigns  forever.

map  of  a  portion  of  the  Berkeley  property,  all  of  which  lots, 
being  twenty-two  in  all,  being  also  portions  of  plot  No.  80; 
also,  Block  No.  173,  as  laid  down  on  Kellersberger's  map  of

College  of  California  to  the  Regents. 
ARTICLE  225. 

This  indenture,  made  this  sixteenth  day  of  October,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  between  the 
President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California, 
a  corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  California,  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California, 
a  corporation  created  by  the  laws  of  California,  party  of  the 
second  part,  witnesseth:  That,  whereas,  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  heretofore  executed  and  delivered  a  certain  deed 
of  gift  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  bearing  date  the 
first  day  of  June,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy, 
of  certain  real  estate,  upon  certain  considerations  and  trusts 
expressed  in  the  said  deed  of  gift,  reference  being  had  to  the 
said  deed  of  gift,  for  the  full  particulars  thereof;  and  whereas, 
it  was  intended  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  embrace 
in  the  said  deed  of  gift,  and  thereby  convey  to  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  the  real  estate  hereinafter  described,  but 
apprehensions  are  entertained  that  said  intention  has  failed 
to  be  executed,  because  the  title  to  such  real  estate  was  not, 
at  the  time  of  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  said  deed  of 
gift,  vested  in  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  moreover, 
such  real  estate  is  in  said  deed  of  gift  imperfectly  and  insuffi-

Street  two  hundred  and  forty  feet  to  a  point  where  it  wrould

trust,  however,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in  the  said 
deed  of  gift,  together  with  all  and  singular  the  tenements, 
hereditaments,  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging,  or  in 
anywise  appertaining,  and  the  reversion  and  reversions, 
remainder  and  remainders,  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof. 
And  also  all  the  estate,  right,  title,  interest,  property,  pos- 
session, claim,  and  demand  whatsoever,  as  well  in  law  as  at 
equity,  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  of,  in,  or  to  the 
above  described  premises,  and  every  part  and  parcel  thereof, 
with  the  appurtenances. 

To  have  and  to  hold  all  and  singular  the  above  men- 
tioned and  described  premises,  together  with  the  appurte- 
nances, unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  forever,  in  trust,  however,  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  set  forth 
in  the  said  deed  of  gift,  and  to  none  other  or  different. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  has 
hereunto  set  its  corporate  seal,  and  has  caused  these  presents 
to  be  signed  by  its  President  and  Secretary  in  its  behalf,  on 
the  day  and  year  first  above  written,  pursuant  to  a  resolu- 
tion of  its  Board  of  Trustees  duly  passed  on  that  day  and 
year. 

The  word  "insufficiently"  being  written  over  an  erasure 
in  the  phrase  "  deed  of  gift  imperfectly  and  insufficiently 
described." 

But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  or  construed 
to  impose  any  liability  upon  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
or  to  give  rise  to  any  cause  or  causes  of  action  against  them, 
of  any  nature,  either  at  law  or  in  equity.

whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  hath  granted,  bargained, 
and  sold,  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  bargain,  and  sell 
unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  to  its  successors 
and  assigns  forever,  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  of,  in,  and  to  all  that  certain  tract, 
piece,  or  parcel  of  land  situated,  lying,  and  being  in  Oakland 
Township,  in  the  County  of  Alameda,  and  State  of  Califor- 
nia, bounded  and  described  as  follows,  viz.:  beginning  at  the

thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  lawful  money  to  it  in  hand 
paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  at  or  before  the 
ensealing  and  delivery  of  these  presents,  the  receipt  whereof  is 
hereby  acknowledged,  hath  granted,  bargained,  and  sold,  con- 
veyed and  confirmed,  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  bar- 
gain, and  sell,  convey  and  confirm  unto  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns  forever,  all  those  cer- 
tain tracts,  pieces,  or  parcels  of  land  situate,  lying,  and  being 
in  the  Township  of  Oakland,  County  of  Alameda,  and  State 
of  California,  bounded  and  particularly  described  as  follows: 

First — Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  easterly  line  of  plat 
number  69  (sixty-nine)  of  the  ranches  of  Vicente  and  Domin- 
go Peralta,  as  said  plat  is  laid  down  and  designated  on  the

CHAPTER  VI. 

Acceptance  of  donations  from  the  College  of  California. 
ARTICLE  228. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  take  this  occasion  to 
repeat  the  expression  of  their  profound  appreciation  of  the 
far-seeing  public  spirit,  devotion  to  learning,  and  the  good 
of  the  commonwealth  manifested  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
College  of  California  in  the  resolutions  passed  by  their  Board, 
August,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  to  wit:  "Resolved, 
That  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of 
California  hereby  offer  to  donate  and  convey  to  the  State 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Agricultural,  Mining,  and  Mechan- 
ical Arts  College  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  in  the 
Township  of  Oakland,  Alameda  County,  including  the  lands 
between  the  two  ravines,  commonly  known  as  the  California 
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College  Site,  for  the  site  and  farm  of  the  said  State  College. 
Resolved,  That  in  making  this  donation  the  College  of  Cali- 
fornia is  influenced  by  the  earnest  hope  and  confident  ex- 
pectation that  the  State  of  California  will  forthwith  organize 
and  put  into  operation  upon  this  site  a  University  of  Califor- 
nia, which  shall  include  a  College  of  Mines,  a  College  of  Civil 
Engineering,  a  College  of  Mechanics,  and  College  of  Agricult- 
ure, and  an  Academical  College,  all  of  the  same  grade,  and 
with  courses  of  instruction  equal  to  those  of  eastern  colleges. 
Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board  be 
authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  State  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Agricultural,  Mining,  and  Mechanical  Arts 
College  to  the  effect  that  whenever  a  University  of  California 
shall  be  established  as  contemplated  in  the  next  preceding 
resolution,  then  the  College  of  California  will  disincorporate, 
and,  after  discharging  all  its  debts,  pay  over  its  net  assets  to 
said  University;"  and  that  we  recognize  in  these  resolutions 
the  incipient  germ  of  the  State  University. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  important  trusts  p  respectively 
confided  to  us  by  these  resolutions,  we  do  hereby  signify  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California  our  sense  of  respon- 
sibility, and  our  purpose  and  intent  to  preserve,  cherish,  and 
carry  forward  to  posterity  these  trusts  in  the  same  enlightened 
spirit  in  which  they  are  confided  to  us. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying  our  relations, 
and  for  the  greater  facility  in  the  management  of  our  affairs, 
we  do  hereby  express  to  the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Cali- 
fornia our  readiness  now  to  conclude  the  transaction  by  which 
their  institution  and  its  effects  are  to  be  transferred  to  the 
University. 

Resolved,  That  the  Regents  will  in  case  of  these  conclusive 
acts,  carry  forward  without  interruption,  as  classes  in  the 
University  those  now  in  the  College  of  California,  and  such 
as  may  join  them,  in  the  buildings  of  the  College  of  Califor- 
nia until  this  Board  shall  be  ready  to  receive  those  classes 
and  students  in  the  contemplated  University  buildings  at 
Berkeley. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California 
are  pleased  to  accept  the  proposal  and  stipulations  made  in 
these  resolutions,  we  do  hereby  request  them  to  signify  the 
same  to  this  Board,  and  to  communicate  their  wishes  con- 
cerning time,  place,  and  occasion  for  that  important  transac- 
tion.

America,  to  them  in  hand  paid  by  the  parties  of  the  second

hundred  gallons  per  day  of  the  water  of  the  creek  now  running 
through  the  lands  conveyed,  provided  the  said  creek  be  taken 
and  used  for  college  purposes,  have  remised,  released, and  quit- 
claimed, and  by  these  presents  do  remise,  release,  and  quit- 
claim, and  by  these  presents  do  remise,  release,  and  quitclaim 
unto  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  all  that  certain  tract, 
piece,  or  parcel  of  land  situated  in  said  Oakland  Township  and 
described  as  follows,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  point  forming 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  tract  of  land  designated  as  plot 
number  eighty-one  (81)  upon  Julius  Kellersberger's  map  of 
subdivisions  of  that  part  of  the  Rancho  of  San  Antonio  here- 
tofore claimed  by  Domingo  and  Vincente  Peralta;  thence 
running  south  eighty  and  one  half  (80$)  degrees  west  twenty 
and  twenty-six  hundredths  (20.26)  chains,  to  the  point  form- 
ing the  northwesterly  corner  of  plot  number  seventy-one

It  being  understood  that  the  trees  bordering  upon 
the  creek  on  said  premises  are  not  to  be  cut  down,  destroyed, 
or  in  any  way  impaired,  except  for  the  purposes  of  building, 
and  for  roads  or  paths,  or  for  the  adornment  and  greater 
beauty  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  parties  of  the  second 
part;  and  it  is  agreed  and  understood  that  if  the  parties  of 
the  second  part  should  fail  to  erect  the  contemplated  College 
of  California  upon  said  premises,  or  upon  the  college  grounds 
contiguous  thereto,  or  if  at  any  time  after  the  same  has  been 
erected  on  said  grounds,  said  college  should  be  removed,  or 
it  should  cease  actual  operation  as  a  college,  then  this  con- 
veyance shall  be  void,  and  said  land  shall  be  redeeded  to  the 
parties  of  the  first  part  or  his  heirs  or  assigns,  on  the  pay- 
ment to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  that  the  parties  of  the  first  part  shall  have 
six  months  after  said  abandonment  to  pay  said  sum  of  two 
thousand  ($2,000).  And  it  is  further  understood  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  reserves  the  right  to  take  three  hun- 
dred gallons  of  water  per  day  from  the  creek  running  through 
the  grounds  hereby  conveyed,  and  if  the  parties  of  the  sec- 
ond part  should  turn  the  course  of  said  creek  and  should  not 
furnish  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  said  amount  of  three 
hundred  gallons  per  day,  then  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  dig  and  brick  up  a  good  and  sufficient  well  for  the 
party  of  the  first  part  on  that  part  of  the  ranch  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part  to  be  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  desig- 
nated.

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Hillegass  to  the  College  of  California. 
ARTICLE  230. 

This  indenture,  made  the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
1868,  between  William  Hillegass,  of  the  County  of  Alameda, 
of  the  first  part,  and  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  College  of  California  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth:  That 
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the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  one  dollar,  lawful  money,  to  him  in  hand  paid  by 
the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  undertaking  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part  to  locate,  or  cause  to  be  located,  on 
the  lands  hereby  conveyed,  or  on  lands  now  or  late  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part  contiguous  thereto,  a  State  Univer- 
sity, or  State  College,  or  College,  of  California,  hath  granted, 
bargained,  and  sold,  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  bar- 
gain, sell,  and  convey  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
all  that  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land  situate,  lying,  and  be- 
ing in  Alameda  County,  State  of  California,  in  Oakland 
Township,  beginning  at  the  southeast  corner  of  plat  No.  81, 
as  the  same  is  shown  on  map  hereinafter  mentioned,  run- 
ning thence  south  81°  30'  west  along  the  southerly  line  of 
said  plat  twenty  chains  and  twenty-six  links  (20.26),  to  the 
northwesterly  corner  of  plat  No.  71;  thence  along  the  west- 
erly line  of  said  plat  No.  71  south  5°  30'  east  eleven  chains 
and  seventy -four  links  (11.74),  to  the  point  forming  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  the  orchard  of  the  party  of  the  first  part; 
thence  north  68°  45'  east  three  chains  and  thirteen  links 
(3.13),  to  a  point  marked  by  a  stake;  thence  north  62°  east 
seventeen  chains  and  eighty  links  (17.80),  to  a  point  in  the 
westerly  line  of  plat  No.  80;  thence  along  said  westerly  line 
north  5°  30'  west  to  the  point  of  beginning,  being  part  of  the 
plat  designated  on  Julius  Kellersberger's  map  of  subdivision 
of  the  ranches  of  Domingo  and  Vicente  Peralta,  by  the  num- 
ber 71  (seventy-one),  and  containing  seventeen  and  thirteen 
one  hundredths  acres  of  land,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of 
the  said  university  or  college,  subject  to  the  conditions  and 
agreements  contained  in  a  deed  from  the  party  of  the  first 
part  and  his  wife  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  dated 
September  4, 1860,  and  recorded  in  said  county  in  Liber  T 
of  Deeds,  page  189,  etc.,  except  the  condition  to  establish  on 
or  near  said  lands  the  College  of  California. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  its  successors  or  assigns,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  college. 

This  conveyance  is  made  subject  to  the  condition  that  said 
land  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  a  university  or  college 
only  and  be  a  part  of  the  grounds  of  such  university  or  col- 
lege, and  that  the  alienation  thereof  by  the  college  corpora- 
tion to  which  said  lands  may  be  conveyed  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  the  removal  of  the  college  or  university  which 
it  is  intended  to  establish  on  or  near  said  lands  to  some  other 
locality  and  the  subjection  of  said  lands  to  other  uses  than 
to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  college  grounds,  shall  work  a  for- 
feiture of  the  estate  hereby  granted,  and  that  the  said  land 
shall  thereupon  become  again  the  property  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  he  shall  have  the 
same  estate  therein  which  he  would  have  had  if  this  convey- 
ance had  not  been  made.

CHAPTER  IX. 

Blake  to  the  University  of  California. 
ARTICLE  231. 

Articles  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  the  twenty- 
eighth  of  August,  A.  D.  1869,  between  George  M.  Blake,  of 
Oakland,  Alameda  County,  State  of  California,  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  a  cor- 
poration duly  formed  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  said 
State,  of  the  second  part.  Whereas,  heretofore  the  President 
and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California  donated 
to  the  State  of  California,  for  the  uses  of  a  State  University, 
a  certain  tract  of  land  in  the  Township  of  Oakland,  in  the 
County  of  Alameda,  in  said  State,  particularly  described  in 
the  deed  of  conveyance  thereof  to  said  State,  of  record  in  the 
Recorders  office  of  said  county;  and  whereas,  the  State  of 
California,  represented  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
hath  undertaken  to  locate  upon  said  donated  land,  establish, 
and  maintain  a  State  University,  embracing  the  several  col- 
leges described  in  section  two  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
said  State,  entitled  "An  Act  to  create  and  organize  the 
University  of  California,"  approved  March  23,  1868;  and 
whereas,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  is  the  owner  of  that 
certain  tract  of  land  in  said  township,  county,  and  State 
hereinafter  particularly  described,  adjoining  said  first  men- 
tioned tract  on  the  westerly  and  southwesterly  sides  thereof; 
and  whereas,  the  said  mentioned  tract  of  land  hereinafter 
described  is  necessary  to  be  had  by  the  said  State,  repre- 
sented by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  for  the  uses  of  said 
State  University;  and  whereas,  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  is  desirous  of  fostering  and  encouraging  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  State  University  upon  said 
lands,  in  which  shall  be  merged  and  included  the  Mining 
and  Agricultural  Colleges  heretofore  existing  in  said  county, 
and  the  objects  of  instruction  of  which  said  colleges  shall  be 
taught  in  said  university  as  branches  of  the  courses  of 
instruction  thereof;  and  has,  at  the  request  of  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  agreed  that  if  the  said  State  of  California  shall 
establish,  erect,  and  maintain  a  State  University,  embracing 
the  said  Mining  and  Agricultural  Colleges,  on  the  lands  so 
donated  to  the  State  by  the  said  President  and  Board  of 
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Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  within  the  period  of 
three  years  from  the  date  of  these  presents,  that  he  will,  on 
request,  donate  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  to 
the  State  of  California,  represented  by  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  for  the  uses  of  said  university,  the  said  tract  of 
land  hereinabove  mentioned  and  hereinafter  described,  and 
will  convey  the  same  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  to 
said  State,  for  the  uses  of  said  university,  upon  the  con- 
ditions hereinafter  expressed.  Now  this  agreement  wit- 
nesseth,  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  and  in 
consideration  of  the  premises,  and  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar, 
lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  to  him  in  hand  paid  by 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  receipt  whereof  is 
hereby  acknowledged,  hath  undertaken  and  agreed,  and 
doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree,  to  and  with  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  that  if  the  said  State  of  California  shall 
establish,  erect,  and  maintain  a  State  University,  embracing 
the  said  Mining  and  Agricultural  Colleges,  on  the  said  lands 
so  donated  to  said  State  as  aforesaid,  within  the  period  of 
two  years  from  the  date  of  these  presents,  he  will,  and  his 
heirs,  executors,  administrators,  ana  assigns  shall,  on  request 
of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  convey,  free  of  incumbrance 
by  him  or  them  made,  done,  created,  or  suffered,  and  execute, 
acknowledge,  and  deliver  to  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  and  to  the  State  of  California,  represented  by  said  party' 
of  the  second  part,  for  the  use  of  said  university,  a  good 
and  sufficient  conveyance  of  all  that  certain  tract,  piece,  or 
parcel  of  land  situate,  lying,  and  being  in  Oakland  Town- 
ship, Alameda  County,  and  State  of  California,  bounded  and 
described  as  follows,  viz.:  Beginning  at  a  point  forming  the 
southwesterly  corner  of  the  tract  of  land  designated  as  plot 
eighty-one  (81),  upon  Julius  Kellersberger's  map  of  sub- 
division of  that-  part  of  the  rancho  of  San  Antonio  hereto- 
fore claimed  by  Domingo  and  Vicente  Peralta;  thence  run- 
ning south  five  and  one  half  (53)  degrees  east,  and  nine  and 
ninety-two  hundredths  (9.92)  chains,  to  a  point  marked 
by  a  stake  upon  the  dividing  line  between  the  plots  marked 
upon  said  map  as  numbers  sixty-nine  (69)  and  seventy  (70); 
thence  south  eighty  and  one  half  (803)  degrees  west  ten  and 
thirteen  one  hundredths  (10.13)  chains,  to  a  point  marked 
by  a  stake;  thence  north  five  and  one  half  (53)  degrees 
west  nine  and  ninety-two  (9.92)  chains,  to  a  point  on  the 
dividing  line  between  said  plot  number  sixty-nine  (69) 
and  plot  number  seventy-nine  (79);  thence  along  said  last 
mentioned  dividing  line  north  eighty  and  one  half  (803) 
degrees  east  ten  and  thirteen  hundredths  (10.13)  chains,  to 
the  point  of  beginning,  being  part  of  said  plot  sixty-nine 
(69),  and  containing  ten  (10)  acres  of  land,  with  the  tene- 
ments, hereditaments,  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belong- 
ing or  in  anywise  appertaining.  But  such  conveyance  shall 
be  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  viz. : 
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First — That  the  said  above  described  tract  of  land  shall 
during  all  coming  time  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  of  the 
said  State  University; 

Second — That  said  above  described  tract  of  land  shall  not 
at  any  time  be  sold  or  in  any  way  encumbered; 

Third — That  the  said  California  College  grounds  on  which 
it  is  proposed  to  locate  the  said  State  University  shall  be 
used  for  no  other  purpose,  and  shall  not  be  sold  or  trans- 
ferred to  any  other  person  or  body  corporate ; 

Fourth — That  whenever  said  State  University  shall  be 
removed  from  said  California  College  grounds,  or  sold,  or 
transferred  to  any  other  person  or  body  corporate,  or  shall 
cease  as  a  State  University,  then  the  above  described  lands 
shall  revert  to  the  said  George  M.  Blake,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 
The  said  party  of  the  first  part  expressly  reserves  to  himself 
the  exclusive  use  and  occupation  of  the  sai'd  ten  acres  of  land 
above  described,  without  let  or  hindrance,  until  the  neces- 
sary buildings  are  erected  for,  and  the  State  University  shall 
be  actually  established  and  in  active  operation  on  said  col- 
lege grounds. 

In  witness  whereof  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hath 
hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal,  and  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  hath  caused  these  presents  to  be  subscribed  by 
its  President  and  Secretary,  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  here- 
unto affixed,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

CHAPTER  XI. 

Tompkins'  Endowment. 
ARTICLE  236. 

To  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  : 

The  business  between  California  and  Asia  is  already  very 
great.  Its  future  is  beyond  any  estimate  that  the  most 
sanguine  would  now  dare  to  make.  The  child  is  now  born 
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that  will  see  the  commerce  of  the  Pacific  greater  than  that  of 
the  Atlantic.  It  is  carried  on  with  people  of  whose  language 
we  are  wholly  ignorant,  and  in  all  the  vast  transactions  that 
it  involves,  we  are  dependent  upon  native  interpreters,  whose 
integrity  will  not  become  more  reliable  as  the  magnitude 
of  their  temptations  shall  increase.  It  is  therefore  of  the 
utmost  consequence  for  California  that  the  means  shall  be 
provided  to  instruct  our  young  men,  preparing  for  lives  of 
business  activity,  in  the  languages  and  literature  of  Eastern 
Asia.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  University  to  supply  this  want. 
It  can  only  be  done  by  a  well  organized  department  of 
Oriental  languages  and  literature,  and  every  day  that  it  is 
delayed  is  an  injury  to  the  State.  Fully  believing  that  it  is 
to  become  not  only  an  important  but  a  leading  department 
of  the  new  education  that  our  peculiar  circumstances  demand, 
I  have  hoped  that  it  might  be  my  privilege  to  endow  the  first 
professorship  specially  devoted  to  it.  The  wish  has  not 
brought  with  it  the  necessary  means  and  the  money  for  the 
purpose  is  not  within  my  control,  but  I  have  property  that  I 
can  spare  without  wrong  to  any  claim  upon  me,  and  rather 
than  longer  postpone  an  object  that  I  deem  so  important,  I 
venture  to  make  you  the  following  proposition: 

I  have  prepared,  and  now  offer  for  your  acceptance,  a  deed 
of  about  forty-seven  acres  of  land,  with  good  title  and  free 
from  incumbrance,  at  the  junction  of  Broadway  and  Uni- 
versity Avenue,  Oakland,  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

You  shall  forthwith  establish,  and  as  soon  as  practicable, 
fill  a  professorship  of  Oriental  Languages  and  Literature  in 
the  University  of  California,  with  the  same  salary  as  the 
other  regular  professorships. 

You  shall  take  possession  of  the  land  conveyed  by  me,  and 
sell  the  same  as  rapidly  as  it  can  be  done  judiciously,  until 
you  shall  have  sold  the  whole,  or  enough  thereof  to  produce 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  gold  coin.  All  the 
money  so  realized  shall  be  set  apart  as  an  Endowment  Fund 
for  said  professorship.  It  shall  never  be  mixed  with  other 
funds  of  the  University,  or  loaned  in  whole  or  in  part  to  any 
other  fund,  or  to  the  University  itself,  in  any  manner  or  on 
any  pretext  whatsoever.  It  shall  be  kept  invested  in  mort- 
gage securities  upon  unincumbered  productive  real  estate 
within  the  limits  of  the  present  County  of  Alameda.  If  the 
income  shall  exceed  the  salary  of  the  professor,  the  surplus 
shall  be  added  to  the  principal,  to  provide  as  far  as  possible 
for  the  time  when  the  rates  of  interest  will  be  lower  than 
they  now  are. 

My  consent  in  writing,  or  that  of  my  legal  representatives, 
if  1  shall  not  be  living,  shall  be  necessary  to  any  sale  of  said 
land,  or  any  part  thereof,  within  five  years  from  this  date: 
after  that  time  no  such  consent  shall  be  necessary  to  any  sale 
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or  sales  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  said  sum.  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

Wheneyer  said  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  realized  from  said  land,  either  in  money  or  in  obliga- 
tions or  securities,  and  there  shall  remain  any  surplus,  either 
of  land  or  money  or  securities,  such  excess  shall  be  conveyed 
or  paid  to  me,  my  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  it  being 
my  intention  to  give  for  the  endowment  of  said  professorship 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  if  said  land  shall  produce 
that  sum,  and  no  more. 

The  salary  of  said  professor,  until  the  same  can  be  paid 
from  the  income  of  said  endowment  fund,  and  all  expenses 
of  the  execution  of  this  trust  or  of  the  investment  or  rein- 
vestment of  the  fund,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Regents,  and  no 
money  thus  paid,  whether  for  salary  or  expenses,  shall  be 
deducted  from  said  fund,  or  the  subsequent  income  thereof, 
it  being  the  intention  hereof  that  neither  said  fund  or  the 
current  income  thereof  shall  ever  be  diminished  by  any 
claim  for  advances  made  on  its  account,  on  any  pretext  what- 
soever. If  said  professorship  shall  not  be  kept  up,  or  the 
conditions  hereinbefore  stated  shall  not  be  complied  with, 
said  land,  or  so  much  thereof  as  has  not  been  sold,  and  the 
proceeds  of  all  that  has  been  sold,  shall  forthwith  revert  to 
me,  my  heirs  or  assigns,  and  shall  be  conveyed  or  payed  over 
by  said  Regents  without  delay. 

As  a  recognition  of  the  debt  of  humanity  to  the  great  and 
good  man  now  honoring  our  State  with  his  presence,  the 
said  professorship  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Agassiz  Professor- 
ship of  Oriental  Languages  and  Literature." 

As  the  department  thus  organized  will  at  first  not  be  fully 
employed,  I  hope  that  it  may  also  be  utilized  for  the  educa- 
tion of  such  young  men  as  may  come  here  for  that  purpose 
from  Asia,  upon  such  terms  and  under  such  restrictions  as 
the  Regents  may  prescribe.  As  a  lover  of  California,  I  feel 
deeply  the  humiliation  of  seeing  them  pass  by  us  in  almost 
daily  procession  to  the  other  side  of  the  continent,  in  search 
of  that  "intellectual  hospitality"  that  we  are  not  yet  enlight- 
ened enough  to  extend  to  them,  and  yet  more  that  I  cannot 
impose  this  as  a  condition  of  this  trust  without  danger  of 
injury  to  the  great  interests  that  I  most  earnestly  desire  to 
promote. 

1  repeat  the  expression  of  my  regret  that  it  is  not  in  my 
power  to  simplify  this  trust  by  the  direct  payment  of  the 
necessary  money.  Desiring  to  place  it  beyond  contingency 
by  completing  it  during  my  own  life,  and  to  make  such 
return  as  I  am  able  for  the  kindness  and  prosperity  by  which 
I  have  been  blessed  in  California,  I  have  decided  to  postpone 
it  no  longer,  but  of  such  as  I  have,  of  that  freely  to  give.  I 
humbly  pray  that  in  the  coming  time  the  Agassiz  Professor- 
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ship  may  be  an  instrument  of  great  good  to  those  for  whose 
benefit  it  is  designed.

CHAPTER  XII. 

The  mil  of  F.  L.  A.  Pioche. 

ARTICLE  239. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  University  of  California,  known 
by  the  name  of  "  Board  of  Regents  of  University,"  an  estab- 
lishment situate  and  about  to  be  founded  in  the  County  of 
Contra  Costa,  State  of  California,  all  the  paintings,  sketches, 
engravings,  drawings,  and  objects  of  art  belonging  to  me,  and 
which  at  the  time  of  my  death  will  be  found  (at  the  time  of 
my  death)  at  my  house  in  San  Francisco,  at  New  Almaden, 
or  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  California.  I  also  give  and 
bequeath  to  said  University  all  the  books  and  various  works, 
composing  my  library  at  San  Francisco,  and  at  New  Alma- 
den,  as  also  everything  that  constitutes  my  mineralogical, 
geological,  and  conchological  collection  in  San  Francisco, 
State  of  California. 

These  collections  are  partially  classed,  and  a  catalogue  is 
partially  made.  I  desire  that  they  should  be  placed  in  a 
special  portion  of  the  buildings  erected  or  to  be  erected  for 
the  said  University,  and  that  the  room  or  place  reserved  for 
them  be  open  to  the  public  freely,  and  at  fixed  and  frequent 
periods,  as  is  the  case  with  the  museums  in  Europe,  so  that 
students  and  patrons  of  the  arts  and  sciences  may  there 
instruct  themselves  and  increase  the  sphere  of  their  studies 
and  their  knowledge  of  facts  that  may  be  of  use  to  hasten 
the  progress  and  development  of  this  country.  In  order  the 
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better  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  this  wish  of  mine,  I  make 
a  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  will  be  paid  by 
my  testamentary  executors  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Uni- 
versity, in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Regents  and  Trustees,  to  cover  the  first  cost 
for  arranging  and  preserving  them — the  objects  composing 
the  bequest  and  present  made  by  me  to  the  University  of 
California. 

If,  in  opposition  to  my  wish,  and  all  that  I  am  allowed  to 
suppose,  the  Regents  and  Trustees  of  the  University  were  to 
refuse  to  accept  and  preserve,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  divers 
objects,  and  principally  certain  objects  of  art,  books,  or  paint- 
ings, in  my  collections,  I  request  my  testamentary  executors 
to  take  them  back  and  send  them  to  France,  and  so  hold 
them  at  the  disposal  of  my  brother,  Leopold  Pioche,  whose 
name,  surname,  and  residence  are  already  mentioned.  (Arti- 
cle 17  in  this  testament.)

party  of  the  first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  to  him  in  hand  paid  by  the  said  parties  of  the  sec- 
ond part,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  hath 
bargained  and  sold,  arid  by  these  presents  doth  bargain  and 
sell  forever  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  and  their 
successors,  all  that  certain  lot,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land,  situate, 
lying,  and  being  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  described  as  follows,  to 
wit:  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  Front 
Street,  distant  sixty  (60)  feet  northerly  from  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  intersection  of  Front  and  Jackson  Streets,  thence 
northerly  along  said  easterly  line  of  Front  Street  sixty  (60) 
feet  to  Clark  Street,  thence  at  right  angles  easterly  and  along 
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the  southerly  line  of  Clark  Street  eighty-five  (85)  feet  to  and 
including  the  brick  wall  and  the  land  on  which  stands  the 
wall  which  now  constitutes  the  rear  or  easterly  wall  of  the 
building  erected  on  the  premises  hereby  conveyed,  provided 
that  said  wall  now  is  and  shall  remain  forever  a  party  wall  be- 
tween the  premises  hereby  conveyed  and  the  lot  of  land  with 
its  appurtenances  lying  to  the  east  of  the  said  premises,  and 
if  and  when  the  said  building  is  increased  in  height  as  here- 
inafter provided,  the  rear  or  easterly  wall  thereof,  so  far  as 
built  up  to  a  greater  height,  shall  also  constitute  a  party  wall 
between  the  said  premises  and  the  said  lot  to  the  east  thereof, 
without  being  chargeable  to  the  latter  for  any  part  of  the  cost 
of  erecting  it,  thence  at  right  angles  southerly  and  parallel 
with  Front  Street  sixty  (60)  feet,  thence  at  right  angles  west- 
erly and  parallel  with  Jackson  Street  eighty-five  (85)  feet  to 
the  easterly  line  of  Front  Street  and  point  of  commencing. 
Together  with  all  and  singular  the  hereditaments  and  ap- 
purtenances thereunto  belonging  or  in  anywise  appertaining; 
and  the  reversion  and  reversions,  remainder  and  remainders, 
rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof,  and  also  all  the  estate,  right, 
title,  interest,  claim,  or  demand  whatsoever  of  him,  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  either  in  law  or  in  equity  of,  in,  and 
to  the  above  bargained  premises  and  every  part  and  parcel 
thereof. 

To  have  and  to  hold  all  and  singular  the  said  hereinbefore 
granted  and  demised  premises,  with  the  appurtenances,  unto 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  and  their  successors  for- 
ever, upon  the  trusts,  nevertheless,  and  to  and  for  the  uses, 
interests,  and  purposes  hereinafter  limited,  described,  and 
declared,  to  wit: 

First — Until  the  improvement  and  enlargement  of  the 
building  erected  on  said  premises,  to  be  made  as  hereinafter 
mentioned,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  at  all 
times  and  continuously,  in  consideration  of  this  conveyance, 
demise,  let,  and  furnish  unto  the  "  Cogswell  Dental  College 
of  the  University  of  California,"  all  and  singular  the  second 
story  of  the  brick  building  situated  in  said  j  u-emises  as  it  now 
exists,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  Faculty  of  said  Dental  Col- 
lege may  require,  except  the  portion  thereof  which  is  demised 
to  said  party  of  the  first  part  by  an  indenture  or  lease  of  even 
date  with  these  presents,  to  be  used  by  said  Dental  College 
for  the  purpose  thereof,  and  subject  to  such  changes  or  alter- 
ations in  the  arrangement  and  partitioning  of  the  said  rooms 
as  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Dental  College  may  deem  it  proper 
to  make;  provided,  that  when  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part  shall  have  made  and  completed  the  said  improvement 
and  enlargement  for  the  said  building,  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, then  and  thenceforth  they  shall  demise,  let,  and  fur- 
nish unto  the  said  "  Cogswell  Dental  College"  one  entire  story 
in  the  said  building  for  the  exclusive  use  and  purposes  of  the 
said  college,  said  story  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty  of  said 
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college,  and  if  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  in  their 
discretion  should  deem  it  advisable,  they  shall  furnish  the 
said  Dental  College,  gratuitously,  with  so  much  more  room  in 
the  said  building,  beside  the  said  story  thereof,  as  they  shall 
deem  needful  for  its  uses  and  purposes. 

Second — That  the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  use  all 
•proper  efforts  to  rent  or  demise  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  the 
said  building,  including  the  stores  on  the  iirst  floor  thereof, 
to  suitable  tenants,  for  the  highest  and  best  rents  that  can  be 
obtained  therefor,  and  that  after  paying  out  of  said  rents  the 
necessary  expenses  connected  therewith,  and  with  the  main- 
tenance and  preservation  of  the  said  building,  they  shall 
employ  the  remainder,  to  wit:  the  net  amount  thereof,  as  an 
accumulation  fund,  which  fund  and  interest  thereof,  if  they 
shall  be  able  to  obtain  interest  on  the  same  or  any  portion  of 
it,  shall  be  kept  augmenting  until  it  has  attained  an  amount 
or  aggregate  sum  sufficient  to  enable  the  said  building  to  be 
improved  and  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  three  new  brick 
stories  thereto;  that  is  to  say,  two  full  stories  and  such  third 
story  or  half  story  as  shall  be  afforded  by  a  mansard  roof, 
which  shall  by  them  be  placed  on  said  building,  and  the  said 
improvement  and  elevation,  and  any  corresponding  improve- 
ment in  the  portion  of  the  building  already  erected,  shall  be 
made  in  such  form  and  with  such  regard  to  finish,  quality, 
and  character  of  ornament  as  shall  seem  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  best  adapted  to  further  and  fulfil  1  the  pur- 
poses of  the.party  of  the  first  part  in  the  creation  of  the  said 
trust;  provided,  that  the  stone  tablet,  with  the  inscription, 
"Cogswell's  Building,  1859,"  shall  be  permanently  retained 
upon  and  constitute  a  visible  portion  of  said  building. 

Third — That  it  may  be  at  all  times  lawful  and  proper  for 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  in  order  to  facilitate  and 
expedite  the  aforesaid  enlargement  and  improvement  of  said 
building,  to  hypothecate  and  pledge  the  future  rents  thereof, 
as  well  those  arising  from  the  said  building  in  its  present 
form,  as  those  which  may  ensue  from  the  new  portions  of 
said  building  so  to  be  superadded  as  and  for  a  means  of 
securing  and  paying  for  the  cost  of  the  said  improvement,  by 
obtaining  a  loan  of  money  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  to 
repay  which  loan,  with  interest,  said  rents  may  be  by  the 
parties  of  the  second  part  pledged  and  hypothecated;  and  in 
case  said  loan  is  effected  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  parties  of 
the  second  part  to  repay  the  same,  with  the  interest  thereof, 
out  of  the  first  net  rents  received  by  them,  and  before  em- 
ploying the  said  rents  or  any  part  thereof,  for  any  of  thesother 
trusts  herein  created  and  specified ;  provided,  that  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  H.  D.  Cogswell,  shall  have  the  first 
option  or  choice  of  making  the  said  loan  and  taking  the 
said  security  therefor. 

Fourth — After  the  building  has  been  enlarged  and  com- 
pleted as  aforesaid,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall 
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provide  and  furnish  in  perpetuity  one  entire  story  thereof  to 
the  said  Dental  College,  and  so  much  more  of  the  room 
therein  as  they  may  deem  needful,  and  as  hereinbefore 
specifically  provided. 

Fifth — All  the  rest  and  residue  of  the  said  building,  except 
that  portion  thereof  which  is  demised  to  said  party  of  the 
first  part  by  an  indenture  of  lease  of  even  date  with  these 
presents,  shall  be  let  and  rented  by  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part  to  suitable  tenants  for  the  highest  and  best  rents 
that  can  be  obtained  therefor,  and  out  of  the  net  receipts 
from  the  said  rents,  after  paying  the  necessary  expenses  con- 
nected therewith,  and  when  said  receipts  become  sufficient 
for  that  purpose,  up  to  which  period  they  shall  be  accumu- 
lated, if  necessary,  so  as  to  constitute  a  fund  in  furtherance 
of  the  same  object,  they  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part  to  the  payment  of  a  monthly 
amount  or  sum  of  $300,  or  $3,600  per  annum,  for  the  estab- 
lish merit  and  maintenance  of  a  Chair  in  the  said  University, 
which  it  is  the  further  object  of  these  trusts  to  create  and 
endow,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  "Cogswell  Chair 
of  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy,"  and  said  sum  shall 
be  so  appropriated  in  perpetuity  or  so  long  as  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  shall  be  enabled  to  realize  the  same  from 
the  sources  aforesaid. 

Sixth — After  appropriating  the  rents  of  the  said  premises 
as  aforesaid,  the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  appropriate 
such  further  net  proceeds  as  shall  result  therefrom,  one  half 
to  the  said  Dental  College,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  thereof, 
and  one  half  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  to  be  used 
in  and  under  their  discretion,  as  a  means  of  contributing  to 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  such  students  in  the  said 
University  as,  from  their  lack  of  pecuniary  ability,  are 
incapable  of  supporting  themselves  during  the  period  of  a 
collegiate  course,  and  who  would  otherwise  for  such  reason 
be  unable  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  an  education  in  the  said 
University;  ?>ror/</M/,  that  when  such  further  net  proceeds 
amount  to  the  sum  of  $000  per  annum,  the  one  half  thereof, 
namely,  $300,  is  to  be  appropriated  to  the  said  Dental  College 
as  aforesaid;  then  and  thereafter  all  the  increase  of  the  said 
net  proceeds  over  and  above  the  said  sum  of  $600  shall  be 
appropriated  by  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  to  the  full 
extent  to  which  the  amount  thereof  may  increase  at  any  time 
hereafter  to  the  same  object  as  that  hereinbefore  last  above 
mentioned,  to  wit:  to  the  support  or  maintenance  of  such 
students  as,  from  their  said  lack  of  pecuniary  ability,  are 
incapable  of  supporting  themselves  during  the  period  of  a 
collegiate  course,  and  who  would  otherwise,  for  such  reason, 
be  unable  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  an  education  in  the  said 
University,  which  fund  last  mentioned  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  "Cogswell  Students'  Relief  Fund;"  and 
provided  further,  that  if  at  any  time  hereafter,  in  the  discretion 
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of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  it  shall  be  deemed 
desirable  to  use  the  said  net  proceeds  over  and  above  the 
said  $600,  or  any  part  of  said  net  proceeds,  for  the  purposes 
of  said  Dental  College,  either  to  pay  for  the  services  or  salary 
of  professors  or  lecturers,  or  to  render  the  tuition  in  said 
College  free  and  gratuitous,  or  for  both  of  said  objects,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  them  so  to  do,  and  these  trusts  are 
upon  the  express  condition  that  they  may  exercise,  at  all 
times,  the  said  discretion,  and  so  appropriate  the  said  pro- 
ceeds, or  any  part  thereof,  it  being  the  wish  of  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  that  the  said  Dental  College  should  be 
brought,  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  to  as  high  a  degree 
of  character,  scholarship,  standard  of  tuition,  and  efficiency 
as  exists  in  any  similar  institution. 

Seventh — That  the  said  premises  hereinbefore  conveyed, 
and  their  extension  and  enlargement  and  the  accumulation 
derived  therefrom,  shall  constitute  three  several  endowments 
by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  Henry  Daniel  Cogswell, 
and  Caroline  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  namely,  an  endowment  for 
the  said  Dental  College,  an  endowment  for  the  said  Chair  of 
Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy,  and  an  endowment  for 
the  said  Students'  Relief  Fund,  to  the  creation  of  which 
several  endowments  the  party  of  the  first  part  and  his  said 
wife  are  prompted  by  their  desire  to  aid  the  cause  of  dental 
science  and  the  cause  of  education. 

Eighth — That  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  and 
will  keep  the  building  erected  upon  said  premises,  and  any 
addition,  improvement,  or  enlargement  made  thereon  as 
aforesaid,  insured  against  loss  by  fire  to  an  amount  equal  to 
two  thirds  of  the  value  of  the  said  building,  exclusive  of  the 
foundations  thereof,  consisting  of  the  piles  and  capping 
which  constitute  the  same,  out  of  said  fund. 

Ninth — That  in  case  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part 
should  sell  or  mortgage  the  premises  hereinbefore  conveyed, 
or  any  part  thereof,  this  conveyance  and  transfer  shall  there- 
after be  considered  and  be  null  and  of  no  effect,  and  the 
property  hereby  conveyed  shall  revert  to  and  become  the 
property  absolutely  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  his  legal 
representatives. 

Tenth — That  the  estate  hereby  conveyed,  and  the  net  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  shall  constitute  the  sole  and  only  fund  and 
source  from  which  the  said  trusts  shall  be  sustained,  and  the 
said  endowments  supported,  and  the  moneys  required  there- 
for obtained;  and  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall 
not  be  liable  in  their  individual  or  corporate  capacity,  nor 
shall  the  said  University  be  liable  to  advance  any  further 
or  other  moneys,  or  become  in  any  respect  chargeable  for 
any  expense  or  charge  whatever  connected  with  the  said  trust. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  has 
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hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

ARTICLE  246. 

Resolred,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of 
California  do  hereby  accept  the  donation  of  Dr.  H.  D.  Cogs- 
well upon  the  terms  embraced  in  his  deed,  and  authorize 
the  execution  of  a  certain  lease  between  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  California  and  Henry  D.  Cogswell 
and  Caroline  E.  Cogswell,  and  that  the  Hon.  William  Irwin, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  and  President  of  said 
Board  of  Regents,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  sign,  on  the  part  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of 
the  State  of  California,  said  deed  and  lease,  and  that  the 
corporate  seal  be  affixed,  and  duly  attested  by  the  Secretary 
of  said  Board  of  Regents. 

ESTABLISHMENT. 

The  College  was  organized  by  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University 
of  California,  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  deed 
executed  by  H.  D.  Cogswell,  establish  a  Dental  College,  to  be 
designated  the  "Cogswell  Dental  College,"  in  which  com- 
plete courses  of  instruction  must  be  given  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  dentistry,  consisting  of  such  appropriate  studies 
and  lectures  as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Board  of 
Regents. 

2.  That  the  following  Chairs  be  established  in  said  College, 
to  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  by  the  election  of  com- 
petent professors  and  instructors,  as  soon  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable, namely: 

(1.)  A  Chair  of  Operative  Dentistry. 
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(2).  A  Chair  of  Mechanical  Dentistry. 

(3.)  A  Chair  of  Regional  Anatomy  and  Surgery. 

Also,  in  connection  with  the  "Medical  Department"  of  the 
University  of  California,  the  following  Chairs: 

(a).  A  Chair  of  Anatomy. 

(b).  A  Chair  of  Physiology. 

(c).  A  Chair  of  Chemistry. 

(d).  A  Chair  of  Surgery. 

Also,  such  other  Chairs,  under  appropriate  designations, 
as  the  said  Board  of  Regents  may  hereafter  see  fit  to  establish 
in  said  College. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Regents  will  confer  the  Degree  of 
"  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery,"  at  the  end  of  the  prescribed 
course,  upon  such  students  as,  having  completed  the  same, 
are  found  proficient  therein. 

4.  That  the  compensation  of  the  profes'sors  and  instructors 
in  said  College,  as  well  as  other  expenses  of  the  same,  are  to 
be  paid  from  the  tuition  fees  of  the  students  and  the  Special 
Endowment  Fund  of  said  College,  in  such  manner  as  the 
said  Board  of  Regents  may  determine. 

5.  That  the  said  College  be  organized  in  accordance  with 
the  several "  requirements  "  of  the  donor,  herewith  submitted : 

REQUIREMENTS   OF   THE   DONOR   IN   RELATION   TO  THE  ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF  THE  "COGSWELL  DENTA.L  COLLEGE." 

1.  That  twelve  (12)  free  scholarships  be  granted   to  the 
donor,  or  his  legal  representatives,  he  or  they  nominating 
the  candidates  for   such    scholarships,  who,   when    found 
properly  qualified,  shall  receive  tuition  in  all  branches  of 
study  required  for  the  proper. degree  in  the  "Cogswell  Dental 
College,"  free  from  all  charge  for  the  same. 

2.  That  the  Faculty  of  said  College  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, organize  a  system  "of  free  dental  operations,"  for  a 
class  of  persons  who  may  be  adjudged  unable  to  pay  for  the 
same,  to  be  kept  open  at  such  hours  at  said  College  as  may 
be  arranged  by  the  said  Faculty.    This  is  not  intended  to 
prevent  the  exaction  of  small  charges  for  necessary  supplies, 
sufficient  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of  material  used,  for  them- 
selves and  others  not  able  to  pay  anything. 

3.  That  when  "Cogswell  Contingent  Fund,"  as  provided 
in  the  deed,  becomes  available,  it  shall  be  used — first,  in 
small  temporary  loans  to  indigent  and  meritorious  students 
in  said   college,   of  approved    moral   character,  and  frugal 
habits ;    and   second,   in   providing   proper   appliances  for 
instruction. 

4.  That  qualified  females  shall  be  received  as  students  in 
the  said  college  upon  the  same  terms  as  males. 

5.  That  no  person  of  proper  qualifications  and  of  good 
moral  character  and  habits  shall  be  refused  admission  or 
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graduation  in  said  college,  on  account  of  nationality,  color, 
politics,  or  religion.

ARTICLE  247. 
The  James  Lick  Trust.

"JAMES  LICK  TRUST,"

To  the  Regents  of  the -University  of  California: 

GENTLEMEN  :  I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  "  Lick  Trust,"  to  inform  you  that  you  are  one  of  the  ben- 
eficiaries of  the  Trust. 

The  terms  of  the  Trust  in  your  favor  are  to  be  found  in 
the  following  extract  from  the  Trust  Deed,  vi/.: 

"  'Hi i I'd — To  expend  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($700,000)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  land  and 
constructing  and  putting  up  on  such  land  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  a  powerful  telescope, 
superior  to  and  more  powerful  than  any  telescope  ever  yet 
made,  ^yith  all  the  machinery  appertaining  thereto  and 
appropriately  therewith,  or  that  is  necessary  and  convenient 
to  the  most  powerful  telescope  now  in  use  or  suited  to  one 
more  powerful  than  any  yet  constructed;  and  also  a  suitable 
observatory  connected  therewith.  The  parties  of  the  second 
part  hereto  and  their  successors  shall,  as  soon  as  said  tele- 
scope and  observatory  are  constructed,  convey  the  land 
whereupon  the  same  may  be  situated,  and  the  telescope, 
observatory,  and  all  the  machinery  and  apparatus  connected 
therewith,  to  the  corporation  known  as  the  'Regents  of  the 
University  of  California;'  and  if  after  the  construction  of 
said  telescope  and  observatory,  there  shall  remain  of  said 
seven  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  gold  coin  any  surplus, 
then  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  turn  over  such  sur- 
plus to  said  corporation,  to  be  invested  by  it  in  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
or  other  good  and  safe  interest-bearing  bonds,  and  the  income 
thereof  shall  be  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  said  telescope 
and  the  observatory  connected  therewith,  and  shall  be  made 
useful  in  promoting  science;  and  the  said  telescope  and 
observatory  are  to  oe  known  as  "The  Lick  Astronomical 
Department  of  the  University  of  California.' " 

I  am  further  instructed  to  say,  that  Mr.  Lick  has  selected 
as  the  site  of  the  observatory,  a  section  of  land  belonging  to 
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the  United  States,  situated  on  Mt.  Hamilton,  in  Santa  Clara 
County,  California.  We  desire  to  have  your  cooperation  in 
attaining  the  title  through  the  State  grant  to  you. 

We  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  that  you  accept  the  donation; 
and  also  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent  you  are  author- 
ized or  feel  disposed  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  views  of  the 
beneficent  donor.

DEAR  SIR  :  Your  communication  as  President,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lick  Trust,  addressed 
to  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  in  which  you 
informed  them  that  they  were  beneficiaries  of  the  Trust 
whereby  James  Lick  appropriated  a  fund  of  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  the  construction  of  a  telescope  superior 
to  any  yet  produced,  and  an  observatory,  both  of  which  when 
completed  with  their  machinery  and  apparatus,  and  the  land 
whereon  they  shall  be  located,  he  directed  said  Board  of 
Trustees  to  convey  unto  said  Regents,  was  officially  consid- 
ered by  them,  and  on  behalf  of  the  University  of  California, 
this  munificent  donation  of  Mr.  Lick  was  unanimously 
accepted. 

We  are  instructed  by  the  Regents  to  offer  you,  and  (through 
you)  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  James  Lick  Trust,  their 
thanks  for  the  courteous  manner  in  which  you  have  notified 
them  of  this  trust  and  solicited  their  acceptance  of  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Lick.  In  contemplation  of  the  magnitude  and  splen- 
dor of  this  large  endowment,  it  was  deemed  advisable  besides 
their  recognition  (through  yourselves)  of  his  noble  benefac- 
tion, to  make  a  further  and  personal  acknowledgment  to 
Mr.  Lick,  expressive  of  their  thankfulness  for  his  donation 
and  appreciative  of  its  value. 

We  are  also  instructed  to  inform  you,  that  the  Regents  will

HONORED  SIR:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lick  Trust, 
through  their  President,  Captain  Richard  8.  Floyd,  have 
officially  notified  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California, 
that  so  soon  as  the  telescope,  which  you  have  designated  as 
"one  superior  to  and  more  powerful  than  any  telescope  ever 
yet  made,"  and  its  observatory — for  the  construction  and 
equipment  whereof  you  have  created  a  Trust  Fund  of  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars — shall  have  been  completed,  the 
said  Trustees  are  directed  by  the  terms  of  such  trust  to  con- 
vey the  said  u telescope,  observatory,  and  all  the  machinery 
and  apparatus  connected  therewith,"  together  with  the  land 
wherever  the  same  may  be  situated,  to  the  corporation  known 
as  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  to  be  by  them 
made  perpetuallv  useful  in  promoting  science,  and  to  be 
known  as  "Tin-  Li<-k  Astronomical  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California." 

In  response  to  this  net  of  spontaneous  and  almost  unparal- 
leled munificence,  whereby  the  intnvsts  of  science,  through 
one  of  its  most  exalted  departments,  may  be  enabled  to  attain, 
upon  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  and  in  one  of  the  youngest 
States  of  the  Republic,  a  higher  advancement  than  has  ever 
yet  been  reached  by  the  oldest  and  most  enlightened  nations 
of  the  globe,  the  Regents  of  the  University  have  delegated 
to  us' the  duty  of  announcing  their  acceptance  of  this  splen- 
did gift  and  their  appreciation  of  the  noble  purpose  of  its 
author. 

From  an  endowment  so  exceptionally  grand  and  massive 
the  advantages  which  must  result  to  the  cause  of  science  in 
the  future  are  incalculable.  Not  only  will  it  impart  its  luster 
to  our  State  and  to  our  country,  but  we  may  reasonably  anti- 
cipate that  its  beneficent  effects,  and  improved  facilities  for 
research  into  the  mysteries  of  nature,  will  confer  their  influ- 
ence and  benefits  on  all  mankind. 

To  you,  sir,  whose  desire  for  the  promotion  of  learning  has 
prompted,  whose  intelligence  has  planned,  and  whose  bounty 
has  provided  resources  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  this  stupendous  work,  belongs,  and  has  been  freely  mani- 
fested, the  gratitude  of  a  whole  community. 
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Among  those  public  benefactors,  of  whose  bright  examples 
our  country  yields  so  many  instances,  your  name  will  ever 
hold  a  prominent  and  honored  place. 

While  the  Regents  tender  you  their  thanks  for  having  made 
the  University  of  California  the  recipient  of  your  magnificent 
donation,  they  assure  you  that  they  will  faithfully  endeavor 
to  realize  its  highest  aims,  and  consummate  the  scientific 
objects  of  its  founder.

CHAPTER  XVI. 
Gifts  of  H.  D.  Bacon. 

ARTICLE  248. 
SAN  FRANCISCO,  November  23, 1877. 

To  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  : 

GENTLEMEN:  As  the  result  of  an  accumulation  of  many 
years,  I  have  a  valuable  collection  of  works  of  art,  sculpture, 
and  paintings,  and  a  library  of  several  thousand  volumes  of 
standard  and  miscellaneous  works,  selected  with  milch  care. 

For  some  years  I  have  been  considering  how  I  could  best 
bring  them  into  the  service  of  the  public,  and  my  mind  is 
pretty  well  settled  into  the  conviction  that,  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  University  of  California,  the  object  sought 
could  be  most  surely  realized. 

California  has  decided  that  the  University  shall  be  the 
highest  type  of  excellence  in  everything  pertaining  to  edu- 
cation in  the  most  advanced  branches  of  mathematics,  phys- 
ics as  connected  with  chemistry,  mining  and  agriculture, 
etc.,  history  and  literature;  and  it  seems  to  me  the  basis  of 
the  institution  is  broad  enough  to  embrace  instruction  in  the 
so  called  fine  arts. 

At  the  present  time,  when  it  is  doubtless  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  the  State  should  contribute  liberally  to  the 
establishment  upon  the  most  substantial  basis  of  the  arts  and 
sciences  tending  to  the  most  rapid  development  of  the  great 
natural  resources  of  its  agricultural  and  mining,  I  have  sup- 
posed it  would  neither  be  prudent  nor  wise  to  ask  for  large 
appropriations  from  its  treasury,  to  make  provision  for  a 
costly  structure  in  which  a  large  collection  of  books  and 
works  of  art  could  be  conveniently  and  safely  deposited,  or 
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to  provide  for  the  books  and  works  of  art;  and  yet,  under 
proper  conditions,  it  has  seemed  to  me,  the  State  would  even 
now  cooperate  in  beginning  such  a  provision. 

I  have  also  supposed  that  your  Board,  if,  upon  a  careful 
examination  of  the  subject,  you  should  regard  it  judicious  and 
proper,  would  assume  the  responsibility  of  setting  apart  and 
devoting  to  it  ample  and  properly  located  grounds  for  the 
complete  structure,  upon  which  to  commence  the  erection  of 
a  building  designed  to  meet,  ultimately,  the  necessity  of  a 
repository  for  a  vast  library,  and  galleries  for  the  exhibition 
of  the  aesthetic  arts.  In  this  connection  I  have  thought  it 
not  unlikely  that,  at  an  early  day,  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Association,  if  agreeable  to  your  Board,  might  desire  to  be- 
come auxiliary  to  the  University,  and  whether  so  or  not,  what 
it  has  done  and  is  doing  for  the  advancement  of  art,  together 
with  the  increasing  number  of  artists  on  this  coast,  who  are 
rapidly  advancing  to  eminence  and  the  front  rank  in  their 
profession,  would  soon  do  much  in  adorning  the  walls  of  the 
proposed  structure  with  specimens  of  the  choicest  works,  and 
that,  too,  without  cost  to  the  University. 

California  is  not  only  increasing  in  wealth  in  an  unparal- 
leled degree,  and  with  it  her  citizens  are  very  much  disposed 
to  liberality  in  securing  the  best  works  of  art;  and  with  a 
noble  structure  in  which  to  deposit  such  things,  very  many 
would  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  contribute  to  the  education  of 
a  correct  and  refined  taste  not  only  of  students,  but  the  pub- 
lic generally.  The  library,  under  similar  influence,  would 
grow  into  great  usefulness,  and  at  a  moderate  cost  to  the 
University  or  State. 

Cost  is  not  always  a  safe  criterion  to  judge  of  the  value 
of  things,  and  most  often  is  this  the  case  when  applied  to 
what,  by  courtesy,  are  called  works  of  art ;  but  as  I  wish  to 
get  a  starting  point  in  submitting  my  views  to  your  con- 
sideration; and  as  I  do  not  rely  alone  upon  my  own  judgment 
as  to  the  money  value  or  excellence  of  the  works  of  art  and 
books  which  I  am  considering,  I  do  not  anticipate  adverse 
criticism  from  the  well  informed,  when  I  place  a  value  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars  (they  have  cost  me  much  more)  on 
that  portion  which  I  design  embracing  in  what  follows. 

My  plan  is  that,  if  we  can  agree  upon  a  method  of  organ- 
ization of  a  library  and  art  gallery  in  connection  with  the 
University,  to  contribute  to  it  a  large  part  of  my  books  and 
works  of  art,  together  with  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in 
money ;  provided  the  State  will  appropriate  a  like  sum  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  to  be  used  conjointly 
in  erecting  the  first  subdivision  of  the  building  to  be  dedi- 
cated to  the  aforesaid  purposes. 

If  this  fifty  thousand  dollars  could  be  devoted  almost 
exclusively  to  the  structure,  there  would  be  secured,  prob- 
ably, a  subdivision  which  would  meet  requirements  until 
the  State  would  feel  at  liberty  to  make  further  appropriations 
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for  needed  enlargements  from  time  to. time.  And  as  we  have 
in  California  architects  who  have  given  evidence  of  much 
genius,  I  cannot  doubt  there  would  be  such  a  spirit  of  emu- 
lation among  them  to  provide  the  University  plans,  specifi- 
cations, and  estimates,  and  without  cost  to  it,  as  that  the 
fifty  thousand  dollars  could  practically  be  used  in  the  struc- 
ture alone.  I  do  not  think  I  have  anticipated  too  much 
from  our  architects;  architecture  being  one  of  the  highest 
branches  of  art,  there  would  be  ample  motive  to  secure 
success  in  the  competition,  as  he  who  attained  it  would 
indelibly  fix  and  enshrine  his  name  with,  and  be  almost 
the  first  to  contribute  to  this  endowment. 

It  may  be  urged  that  the  State  will  not  appropriate  funds 
for  such  a  purpose.  It  is  not  my  province  or  purpose  to  urge 
that  it  should;  but  I  think  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  State  not  only  now  has,  but  in  the  future  will  have,  an 
increasing  pride  in  the  prosperity  and  greatness  of  the  Uni- 
versity. If  it  has  not  already  accomplished  all  that  was 
originally  hoped  from  it,  it  has  certainly  done  very  much  to 
elevate  the  standard  of  education,  and  has  stimulated  all 
classes  of  our  citizens  to  closer  thought  and  observation  of 
systems  of  education  which  are  being  pressed  upon  public 
attention  and  the  leading  educators  of  the  day,  and  out  of 
this  activity  of  mind  and  investigation,  under  the  guidance 
of  your  Board  and  the  able  Faculty  of  the  University,  in  a 
short  time  the  best  of  these  systems  will  be  selected  and 
crystallized  in  the  most  useful  forms.  Soon,  too,  we  shall 
begin  to  feel  the  beneficent  effects  of  the  noble  endowments 
of  Lick  for  the  promotion  of  science,  and  under  such  influ- 
ences our  Legislatures  will  feel  that  money  contributed  to 
advance  and  educate  its  sons  and  daughters  is  far  preferable 
to  expenditures  in  punishing  and  repressing  crime,  the  fruits, 
most  often,  of  ignorance.  Our  State,  too,  owing  to  the  wise 
provisions  of  its  Constitution,  and  perhaps  the  governing 
desire  of  its  citizens,  is  almost  free  of  debt,  and  without 
burdening  itself  with  taxation  can  easily  promote  the  intel- 
lectual advancement  of  its  citizens.  But  this  argument  is 
unnecessary,  and  perhaps  lacking  in  good  taste. 

If  you  regard  the  suggestion  worthy  of  consideration,  I 
shall  take  pleasure  in  conferring  with  a  committee  of  your 
Board,  or  otherwise,  on  the  subject.

CHAPTER  XVII. 

Donation  of  Michael  Reese. 
ARTICLE  251. 

"  I  give  and  devise  to  the  corporation  known  as  the  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
by  them  invested  in  the  founding  and  maintaining  a  library, 
to  be  known  and  called  the  Reese  Library  of  the  University 
of  California."— [Will  of  Michael  Reese. 

That  the  library  to  be  formed  by  virtue  of  the  bequest  of 
the.  late  Michael  Reese  be  general  in  its  character,  and  that 
the  same  shall  include  judiciously  selected  works  pertaining 
to  literature,  science,  and  the  arts.  The  principal  shall 
remain  as  an  invested  fund  and  the  interest  only  shall  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books. — [Order  of  the  Board.

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

Donation  of  A.  K.  P.  Harmon — The  Harmon  Gymnasium. 
ARTICLE  254. 

OAKLAND,  January  20,  1879. 

To  the  honorable  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia : 

GENTLEMEN:  Some  four  months  since  it  was  suggested  to 
me  by  Mr.  George  C.  Edwards  that  if  I  felt  so  inclined  I 
could  do  for  the  young  men  at  the  University  that  which 
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would  be  of  much  profit  and  pleasure  to  them,  and  probably 
acceptable  to  the  ruling  authorities,  if  I  would  construct  on 
the  University  grounds  a  building  to  be  used  as  a  gymnasium, 
and  on  extra  University  occasions  as  an  auditorium.  Upon 
this  suggestion,  and  upon  the  realization  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  many  reasons  why  the  University  stood  in  the 
immediate  need  of  a  building  for  these  purposes,  I  caused 
plans  to  be  drawn  for  such  a  building. 

The  structure,  as  then  considered,  met  the  approval  of 
those  members  of  your  honorable  Board,  and  other  gentle- 
men to  whom  the  plans  were  shown.  The  tender  of  such  a 
building  having  been  accepted  by  the  Board,  and  a  very 
accessible  site  chosen,  work  was  immediately  commenced, 
and  the  building  pushed  to  as  speedy  a  completion  as  good 
construction  would  permit.  The  only  changes  from  the 
original  plans  that  have  been  made  were  by  way  of  improve- 
ment, particularly  the  putting  in  of  a  gallery  with  permanent 
seats,  and  the  construction  of  a  movable  platform. 

The  building  is  completed, and  I  herewith  have  the  honor 
of  presenting  the  same  to  the  University  of  California, 
through  you,  its  very  worthy  Board  of  Regents.  I  also  here- 
with present  to  you  insurance  policies,  duly  receipted,  and 
to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  on  the  building  and 
fixtures,  for  three  years. 

My  hope  is  that  the  building  will  confer  the  benefits  which 
the  many  friends  of  the  enterprise  predict.  It  has  been  con- 
structed particularly  for  the  young  men— present  and  to 
come.  In  the  fact  of  the  annual  change  of  a  portion  of  the 
students,  I  see  an  element  which  will  tend  to  perpetuate 
interest  and  dill'nse  benefits. 

In  turning  over  the  keys  to  the  University  authorities,  I 
impose  no  conditions  whatever.  I  hope,  however,  that  the 
property  will  be  well  preserved,  and  that  the  prime  object  of 
its  construction,  viz.:  for  a  gymnasium,  will  not  be  lost  sight 
of.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  young  men  be 
cautioned  with  regard  to  violent  exercise,  ft  is  also  recom- 
mended that  the  students  organize  themselves  into  an  asso- 
ciation, properly  officered  and  governed  by  a  suitable  set  of 
by-laws,  in  order  to  secure  a  certain  reasonable  amount  of 
exercise  from  each  of  its  members,  in  order  to  better  protect 
the  property  from  injury,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  room 
from  becoming  a  general  lounging  room. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  young  men  will  secure  the  services  of 
an  excellent  instructor  entitled  to  their  respect.  With  such 
an  instructor  the  weaker  parts  of  the  body  may  be  built  up, 
and  liability  to  falls  or  strains  much  lessened. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  portion  of  the  apparatus  will  be  gotten 
by  the  young  men,  with  particular  reference  to  the  ladies, 
and  that  suitable  hours  be  assigned  to  them  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  symmetry  and  strength. 
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Feeling  assured  that  the  building  just  constructed  will 
satisfy  a  very  decided  want  at  the  University.

GENTLEMEN:  My  interest  in  the  institution  over  which  you 
preside,  and  a  desire  to  contribute  to  the  benefit  and  support 
of  good  learning,  prompt  me  to  propose  to  you  the  establish- 
ing of  a  permanent  foundation  in  the  nature  of  a  trust  fund, 
of  which  the  income  shall  be  applied  to  the  maintenance,  in 
the  University  of  California,  of  a  Professorship  of  Intellectual 
and  Moral  Philosophy  and  Civil  Polity. 

The  sole  condition  that  I  shall  impose  upon  this  trust  and 
foundation  is  that  the  income  only  shall  be  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  the  support  of  this  professorship,  and  that  any  sur- 
plus shall  be  added  to  the  original  fund. 

While  I  propose  to  commit  this  trust  to  the  keeping  of  the 
Regents  of  the  University,  confiding  in  their  wisdom  to  direct 
it  to  the  promotion  of  the  studies  to  which  it  is  dedicated, 
and  to  the  steady  increase  of  human  thought  and  progress, 
and  would  limit  it  by  no  narrow  boundaries  of  transient 
opinion,  I  desire  to  record  my  views  as  to  the  nature  of  this 
professorship,  and  the  character  of  man  who  should  be  called 
upon  to  discharge  its  duties. 

The  studies  included  under  the  general  title  pertain  espe- 
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cially  to  man,  his  intellectual,  moral,  and  social  being,  and 
can  never  cease  to  hold  a  high  place  in  human  learning,  nor  to 
have  a  great  influence  on  human  welfare.  In  the  widest  and 
most  liberal  meaning  they  underlie  laws,  manners,  and  relig- 
ion, and  in  effect  form  the  public  opinion  of  the  world ;  and 
their  teacher  should  not  be  one  who  merely  resorts  to  them, 
takes  them  up,  or  incidentally  adopts  them,  but  one  of  phil- 
osophic spirit  who  shall  devote  his  life  to  this  appropriate 
field  of  influence  and  noble  labor.  To  such  a  man  this  pro- 
fessorship offers  opportunities  limited  only  by  his  own  genius 
and  devotion. 

For  the  above  purpose,  I  inclose  herewith  my  check  for 
the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000)  dollars,  and  will 
be  obliged  if  the  Board  will  signify  to  me  their  acceptance  of 
the  trust.

The  following  extracts  from  letters  of  Mr.  Hittell  will  indi- 
cate his  purpose  in  this  donation : 

"  It  is  highly  desirable  that  California  should  have  a  com- 
prehensive collection  of  photographs  representing  the  most 
notable  statues,  buildings,  public  monuments,  and  pictures 
of  the  world,  open  to  the  people  and  conveniently  accessible 
to  them.  The  University  of  the  State  seems  to  be  the  best 
place  for  it,  and  since,  so  far  as  I  know,  others  have  neglected 
to  do  anything  for  an  object  so  desirable,  I  shall  make  a  begin- 
ning with  some  photographs  of  statuary.  *  *  The  list 
which  I  already  have  comprises  a  majority  of  the  best  works 
of  antiquity.  In  most  cases  the  examination  of  a  good  pho- 
tograph is  almost  as  satisfactory  as  that  of  the  original  statue. 
I  have  selected  the  '  normal '  size — about  eight  by  ten  inches — 
as  the  most  suitable — large  enough  to  show  distinctly  all  the 
chief  merits  and  not  so  large  as  to  be  inconvenient  for  hand- 
ling. *  I  suggest  that  after  you  shall  have  received 
all  that  I  send,  you  shall  print  a  little  catalogue  with  a  note 
at  the  bottom  requesting  Californians  traveling  abroad  to 
furnish  any  notable  works  not  in  the  collection. 

"As  the  stock  increases  my  estimate  of  the  value  which 
will  be  placed  on  it  by  the  public  rises.  There  are  large 
collections  of  drawings  and  engravings  in  public  galleries 
and  museums,  but  none  of  photographs,  and  I  imagine  that 
yours  will  be  found  attractive  to  the  people  and  so  interesting 
to  those  who  love  and  appreciate  art  that  it  wall  be  copied 
elsewhere. 

"  My  gift  has  no  conditions  attached  to  it,  but  I  feel  justified 
in  expressing  a  hope  that  it  will  be  made  accessible  to  the 
public  in  the  most  convenient'  manner.  *  *  *  If  such  a 
collection  is  desirable  and  valuable,  then  it  should  be  exhib- 
ited in  such  a  manner  that  additions  can  be  made  to  it  every 
year,  for  there  is  much  new  work  of  merit. 

"  The  magnitude  of  the  collection  makes  it  important  that 
it  should  be  exhibited  on  desks  and  not  in  books,  which 
latter,  if  I  correctly  anticipate  the  public  curiosity  to  see  the 
photos,  would  give  very  inadequate  accommodation  and 
besides  would  lead  to  rapid  deterioration  from  very  frequent 
handling. 

"The  class  whose  convenience  and  interest  should  be  first 
consulted  in  reference  to  the  arrangement  and  exhibition 
should  be  the  general  public,  who  should  be  attracted  and 
attached  to  the  University  so  that  they  will  willingly  and 
liberally  sustain  it.  *  *  *  Whether  there  is  any  diver- 
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gence  between  their  convenience  and  that  of  art  students  I 
do  not  know,  but  if  so,  I  would  sacrifice  the  latter,  who  are 
relatively  few."  (August,  1884.)

ARTICLE  340. 
HASTINGS  COLLEGE  OF  THE  LAW. 

[See  Title  II,  Division  III,  Chapters  XXX  and  XL.] 

Resolved,  That  the  institution  known  as  the  Hastings  Col- 
lege of  Law  shall  be  affiliated  with  the  University  of  California, 
and  made  an  integral  part  of  the  same,  and  incorporated

therewith,  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  which 
are  hereby  made  a  part  of  such  affiliation  and  incorporation: 

First — The  Directors  of  said  college  named  in  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature  which  organized  it,  approved  March  26, 1878, 
shall  have  authority  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  Board  when 
the  same  occur,  as  prescribed  in  the  said  Act,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  said  University,  except 
in  so  far  as  qualified  by  the  next  section. 

Second — Hon.  S.  Clinton  Hastings,  as  founder  of  said  col- 
lege, and  his  legal  representatives,  shall  always  be  entitled  to 
have  the  appointment  from  his  heirs  or  representatives  of 
one  of  said  Directors,  without  such  appointment  being  subject 
to  the  approval  of  said  Board  of  Regents. 

Tfiird — The  Faculty  of  said  college  shall  have  the  authority 
to  present  to  said  Board  of  Regents  the  names  of  such  students 
of  said  college  as  they  recommend  for  diplomas,  and  the  said 
Board  of  Regents  shall  issue  diplomas  to  said  students,  sub- 
ject to  the  right  of  said  Regents  to  refuse  the  same  for  cause. 

Fourth — As  soon  as  practicable,  there  shall  be  set  apart  for 
the  use  of  the  students  of  said  college  some  room  or  suitable 
hall  at  the  University. 

Fifth— The  present  Dean  of  said  college,  the  Hon.  S.  Clin- 
ton Hastings,  shall,  during  his  lifetime,  have  a  seat  in  the 
Academic  Senate  of  said  University,  be  a  member  thereof, 
and  have  a  vote  therein. 

Sixth — The  said  college  shall  be  subject  to  the  dominion  of 
the  said  Board  of  Regents  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  its 
management  and  welfare. 

Seventh— The  number  and  duties  of  the  professors  of  said 
college  shall  be  prescribed,  and  the  business  of  said  college 
managed,  by  said  Board  of  Directors,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  said  Board  of  Regents.

This 
fund  took  its  title  from  the  fact,  that  on  one  of  the  blocks 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bray  ton  had  his  school  buildings.  The  money 
for  the  purchase  of  the  four  blocks  came  from  funds  belong- 
ing to  the  University  of  California.  The  four  blocks  were 
sold  for  $169,760..  From  tins  amount  the  Regents  paid  off  a 
mortgage  of  $50,000,  and  returned  to  the  General  Fund 
$32,255;  reserving  the  balance  of  $87,505  for  a  permanent 
fund  known  as  the  Bray  ton  Property  Fund. 

ARTICLE  355. 
STATE  ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

By  Act  of  April  2,  1870,  the  State  Controller  was  required 
to  invest  in  bonds  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  tide 
lands  an  amount  sufficient  to  yield  an  annual  income  of 
$50,000  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  University.  This  required 
an  investment  in  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $811,500.  The 
Controller  only  purchased  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $750,- 
000,  but  added  to  this  amount  bonds  held  by  the  University 
prior  to  the  passage  of  said  Act,  of  the  value  of  $61,500, 
claiming  in  his  biennial  report  of  1873-5  that  the  law  had 
been  fully  complied  with.  The  Legislature  by  a  subsequent 
Act,  restored  to  the  University  the  $61,500  with  accrued  inter- 
est thereon. 
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ARTICLE  356. 
DIVERTED  FUND  INTEREST. 

By  Act  of  March  4,  1881,  the  annual  interest  of  $4,785  is  to 
be  paid  to  the  University  until  the  State  elects  to  and  does 
return  to  the  Perpetual  Endowment  Fund  of  said  University, 
the  sum  of  $79,750.  This  sum  was  to  restore  the  $61,500  of 
bonds  held  by  the  University  prior  to  Act  of  April  2,  1870 
and  the  accrued  interest  thereon  of  $18,250.  (See  Articles 
134  and  135,  page  67.) 

ARTICLE  357 

LAND  ADMINISTRATION  FUND. 

Derived  from  accrued  interest  on  special  funds  deposited 
with  savings  banks.  In  bonds,  $22,000. 

ARTICLE  358. 
SEMINARY  LAND  INVESTMENT  FUND. 

Derived  from  investment  by  the  Regents  in  bonds  of  the 
par  value  of  $19,000.  These  bonds  were  purchased  with 
money  belonging  to  the  General  Fund,  to  restore  to  the  Sem- 
inary Land  Fund  the  amounts  that  had  been  used  from  time 
to  time  in  payment  of  current  expenses;  the  Regents  not 
having  been  informed  by  the  State  Controller  of  the  sources 
from  which  said  sums  were  derived. 

ARTICLE  359. 
MICHAEL  REESE  LIBRARY  FUND. 

Donation  by  Mr.  Michael  Reese  of  $50,000,  the  interest  only 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books.  (See  Chapter  XVII, 
Title  III,  page  143.) 

ARTICLE  360. 

D.   O.   MILLS   FUND. 

Donation  of  $75,000,  to  which  is  to  be  added  the  accrued 
interest  to  June  1,  1884,  of  $11,638  35,  making  a  total  of  $86,- 
638  35,  to  be  invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  of 
which  shall  be  used  to  provide  for  a  Chair  of  Intellectual 
and  Moral  Philosophy  and  Civil  Polity.  (See  Chapter 
XXXIV,  Title  III,  page  156.) 
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ARTICLE  361. 
MEDAL  FUND. 

Donations  by  subscription  amounting  to  $2,383  68,  the  in- 
terest on  which  only  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  gold 
medal  to  be  awarded  to  the  most  distinguished  graduate  of 
the  year.  (See  Chapter  X,  Title  III,  page  119.) 

ARTICLE  862. 
ENDOWMENT  BY  HON.  EDWARD  TOMPKINS 

Of  the  "Agassiz  Professorship  of  Oriental  Languages  and 
Literature,"  by  donation  of  forty-seven  acres  of  land  in  Oak- 
land, the  same  to  be  held  by  the  Regents  of  the  University 
until  it  can  be  sold  for  $50,000,  which  sum  is  then  to  be  in- 
vested as  a  permanent  endowment,  the  interest  only  to  be 
used.  The  land  has  been  rented  and  rents  deposited  with  the 
Union  Savings  Bank  of  Oakland,  which,  with  accruing  inter- 
est, amounts  to  some  $2,250.

has  granted,  bargained  and  sold,  conveyed  and  confirmed,

the  appurtenances. 

To  have  and  to  hold,  all  and  singular  the  above  mentioned 
and  described  premises,  together  with  the  appurtenances, 
unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  her  heirs  and  assigns 
forever.  Excepting  and  reserving  out  of  and  from  this 
conveyance  and  out  of  the  premises,  firstly,  secondly,  and 
fourthly  above  described,  the  right  to  the  water  arising  upon 
or  flowing  across  the  same,  so  far  as  it  shall  be  needed  for  the 
use  of  the  University  of  California,  and  the  right  to  enter 
upon  said  land  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  laying 
the  necessary  pipes  to  make  the  same  available,  the  same  to 
be  exercised  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use 
and  occupation  of  the  land  for  cultivation  and  to  do  no  dam- 
age to  the  crops  thereon.

CHAPTER  I. 

BY-LAWS. 

Officers  and  Meetings. 
ARTICLE  364. 

The  regular  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  be  the  Governor,  as  provided  by  law;  a  Sec- 
retary, and  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  365. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  September,  December,  March,  and  the  last  Tues- 
day of  May. 

ARTICLE  366. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board,  or  by  any  seven  members  through  the 
Secretary,  who  shall  notify  each  member  of  the  time,  place, 
and  object  of  such  meetings  by  notices  addressed  to  the 
members  at  their  respective  places  of  residence  and  depos- 
ited in  the  Post  Office  at  least  six  days  before  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  367. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  University  and  the  Deans  of  the 
affiliated  colleges  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  of  meetings  of 
the  Board. 

ARTICLE  368. 

As  provided  by  law,  seven  Regents  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business ;  and  any  meeting  may  be 
adjourned,  and  its  business  continued,  by  the  vote  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  Regents  present.

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ARTICLE  369. 

The  absence  of  any  appointed  Regent  for  four  successive 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall — unless  the  Board  for 

§ood  cause,  such  as  sickness,  temporary  absence  from  the 
tate,  by  a  vote  of  record  expressly  excuse  such  absence — 
make  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  address  such  Regent,  in 
writing,  inquiring  whether  he  intends  by  such  absence  to 
express  his  desire  to  resign  his  office;  and  in  the  absence  of 
any  reply  thereto,  or  reasonable  excuse  for  such  absence,  he 
shall  be  requested  to  resign. 

ARTICLE  370. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Board  to  pre- 
side'at  its  meetings,  and  to  direct  the  calling  of  special  meet- 
ings when  they  shall  seem  to  him  expedient.  In  case  of  his 
absence,  or  of  his  inability  to  act,  his  place  may  be  supplied, 
pro  tempore,  for  that  meeting,  by  any  member  of  the  Board 
who  may  be  chosen  for  that  purpose  by  a  majority  vote. 

ARTICLE  371. 

A  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board 
by  ballot,  who  shall  give  bonds  for  such  amounts  and  in  such 
form  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe,  immediately  after  their 
election. 

ARTICLE  372. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  when  so  directed;  to  keep  and  duly  record  the 
minutes  of  its  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose; to  discharge  the  duties  minimi  of  him  by  law;  and 
to  assist  the  President,  the  committees  of  the  Boord,  ami 
the  Treasurer,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  whenever 
required  by  them.  In  case  of  the  alxmceof  the  Secretary, 
or  of  his  inability  to  act,  his  place  may  be  supplied,  i»'» 
temporc. 

ARTICLE  373. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect,  receive, 
and  take  charge  of  all  moneys  of  the  corporation  or  subject 
to  the  use  of  the  Board;  to  disburse  them  on  the  warrants  of 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  drawn  upon  the 
Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  the  Board,  and  to 
make  a  full  report  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
Board  may  specially  direct. 

All  moneys  received  by  or  paid  to  the  Regents  or  its  offi- 
cers shall  be  deposited,  without  delay,  in  a  bank  to  be  selected 
by  the  Treasurer,  to  the  credit  of  "  The  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  California."    All  checks* drawn  against  such  bank 
account  and  deposits  shall  bear  the  signature  : 

"The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California, 
"By 

"Treasurer." 

Committees. 
ARTICLE  374. 

There  shall  be  five  standing  committees,  as  follows: 
On  Endowment,  Finance,  and  Audit. 
On  Buildings,  Grounds,  and  other  property. 
On  Law. 

On  Congressional  Land  Grant. 
On  the  Library  and  Museum. 

ARTICLE  37-"). 

These  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members  each,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  notify  the  members  and 
attend  their  meetings  (except  in  the  case  of  the  Land  Com- 
mittee) and  keep  a  minute  of  their  proceedings  in  a  suita- 
ble record  book.  The  Board,  at  its  regular  meeting  in  May, 
may  nominate  the  members  of  the  several  standing  com- 
mittees, and  recommend  them  to  the  President  for  his  con- 
firmation. 

ARTICLE  376. 

The  standing  committees  are  specially  charged  with  the 
immediate  care  and  supervision  of  the  subject-matters,  indi- 
cated respectively  by  their  titles.  All  questions  relating  to 
their  particular  departments,  requiring  reference,  shall  be 
severally  referred  to  them,  and  they  shall  report  progress,  or 
finally,  at  the  meeting  next  following  the  date  when  the  mat- 
ter was  referred  to  them.  In  case  any  matter  is  referred  to 
two  or  more  of  said  committees,  or  of  a  special  committee 
appointed  to  act  with  any  standing  committee,  then  the 
proper  committees  shall  unite  and  form  a  joint  committee, 
and  a  majority  report  of  said  joint  committee  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  majority  report  of  each  of  said  committees  so 
joined.  The  joint  committee  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman. 

ARTICLE  377. 

Special  committees  may  be  raised  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board  to  execute  such  business,  not  properly  belonging  to 
the  department  of  a  standing  committee,  as  may  be  intrusted 
to  them.  They  may  be  appointed  by  the  President  or  by 
resolution  of  the  Board,  and  must  report  at  the  meeting  of 
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the  Board  next  after  their  appointment,  or  as  the  resolution  ' 
may  direct. 

ARTICLE  378. 

A  majority  of  any  committee  'may  act  and  agree  upon  a 
report  at  any  meeting  thereof,  when  all  the  members  are 
present,  or  at  any  meeting  of  which  all  the  members  have 
had  due  notice.  No  action  of  a  committee  shall  be  valid 
unless  had  at  a  meeting  of  such  committee  convened  as 
herein  authorized. 

ARTICLE  379. 

In  case  vacancies  occur  at  any  time  in  the  committees,  they 
may  be  filled  by  the  Board.  , 

ARTICLE  380. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  present  the  annual  budget 
at  the  quarterly  meeting  in  September.  (See  Art.  429.) 

Reports. 
ARTICLE  381. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Land  Agent  shall 
In-  nuidc  up  to  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  382. 

No  documents,  other  than  reports  of  committees,  shall  be 
spread  upon  the  minutes  unless  so  ordered. 

ARTICLE  383. 

All  reports,  letters,  and  other  documents  presented  to  the 
Board  must  be  immediately  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  place  them  on  file  in  the  archives  of  his 
office. 

ARTICLE  384. 

All  reports  shall  be  presented  in  writing. 
ARTICLE  385. 

All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  when  re- 
quested by  the  Chairman. 
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ARTICLE  386. 

The  Secretary  shall  report  to  the  Board  all  communications 
received  by  him,  and  intended  for  the  Board,  at  the  next 
meeting  after  their  reception. 

ARTICLE  387. 

The  Secretary  shall  indorse  upon  all  documents  presented 
to  or  considered  by  the  Regents  the  date  of  the  riling,  and 
the  number  of  the  same,  in  the  order  of  filing,  and  shall  pre- 
serve the  same  and  keep  an  index  thereof  by  subjects. 

ARTICLE  388. 

All  recommendations  and  testimonials  of  candidates  for 
professorships  must  be  printed  or  filed,  and  copies  must  be 
furnished  to  each  member  of  the  Board  if  desired. 

Regents. 
ARTICLE  389. 

Regents  shall  submit  their  commissions  upon  their  first 
introduction  to  the  Board,  and  the  Secretary  shall  enter  upon 
the  minutes  the  fact,  with  an  abstract  of  the  commissions. 

ARTICLE  390. 

No  Regent  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
any  position  with  a  salary. 

ARTICLE  391. 

No  Regent  shall  be  interested,  directly  nor  indirectly,  in 
any  contract  with  the  Regents,  nor  in  goods  furnished  for  the 
University,  nor  make  any  purchases,  nor  secure  the  trans- 
portation of  any  goods  with  those  purchased  or  transported 
for  the  University. 

ARTICLE  392. 

The  corporate  seal  of  the  Regents  shall  be  of  the  size  of  a 
Mexican  dollar,  and  the  legend  around  the  rim  shall  be: 
"  University  of  California— Organized  1868."  And  the  motto 
shall  be:  "Let  there  be  light." 

ARTICLE  393. 

No  amendment  to  any  article  of  this  chapter  shall  be  made 
at  the  meeting  when  such  amendment  is  first  proposed. 
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CHAPTER  II. 
RULES  OF  ORDER. 

ARTICLE  394. 
The  following  rules  of  order  are  adopted: 

RULE  1.  The  President  shall  state  every  question  coming 
before  the  Board,  and  before  putting  it  to  vote,  shall  ask: 
"  Is  the  Board  ready  for  the  question?  "  Should  silence  indi- 
cate their  readiness,  he  shall  rise  to  take  the  question,  and 
after  he  has  risen  no  Regent  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  upon 
it.  He  shall  pronounce  the  decision  of  the  Board  on  all 
subjects;  he  may  speak  to  all  questions  from  the  chair,  hav- 
ing preference  of  other  Regents  in  speaking  on  points  of 
order;  he  shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate 
(unless  entertaining  doubts  on  the  point,  he  invite  it). 
When  his  decision  has  been  appealed  from,  the  question  shall 
be  put  thus:  "  Will  the  Board  sustain  the  Chair  in  its  de- 
cision?" 

RULE  2.  Every  Regent,  when  he  speaks,  shall  rise  and 
respectfully  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  not  proceed  until 
recognized  by  the  President.  While  speaking,  he  shall  con- 
fine himself  to  the  question  under  debate. 

RULE  3.  Should  two  or  more  Regents  rise  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  the  Chair  shall  decide  which  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  floor. 

RULE  4.  No  Regent  shall  disturb  another  in  his  speech, 
unless  to  call  him  to  order  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation, 
nor  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  'Chair,  nor  indulge  in 
audiule  conversation  during  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

RULE  5.  If  a  Regent,  while  speaking,  shall  be  called  to 
order  by  the  Chair,  he  shall  cease  speaking,  and  take  his 
seat  until  the  question  of  order  is  determined  and  permis- 
sion given  him  to  proceed. 

RULE  6.  No  Regent  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the 
same  question,  until  all  the  Regents  wishing  to  speak  shall 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  do  so;  nor  more  than  twice, 
without  permission  of  the  Chair;  nor  more  than  five  min- 
utes at  one  time.  On  questions  of  order  no  Regent  shall 
speak  more  than  once. 

RULE  7.  When  any  communication,  petition,  or  mem- 
orial is  presented,  before  it  is  read,  a  brief  statement  of  its 
contents  shall  be  made  by  the  introducer  to  the  Chair;  and 
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after  it  has  been  read,  a  brief  notice  of  its  purport  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal. 

RULE  8.  No  motion  shall  be  stated  until  it  has  been  sec- 
onded, nor  open  for  debate  or  consideration  until  stated  by 
the  President,  and,  at  the  desire  of  any  Regent,  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing. 

RULE  9.  No  more  than  two  amendments  shall  be  in  order 
to  any  proposition  at  the  same  time;  except  that  a  substitute 
for  all  the  pending  propositions  may  be  offered  at  any  time, 
and  in  that  case  the  adoption  of  the  substitute  shall  be  the 
first  question.  If  the  substitute  is  adopted  it  shall  become 
the  only  proposition  before  the  Board,  and  may  then  be 
amended  or  passed  upon  without  amendment.  A  proposi- 
tion to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  Resolved,''  in  a  resolu- 
tion, or  to  strike  out  the  body  of  a  resolution,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  substitute. 

RULE  10.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  shall 
be  first  taken  on  the  highest  sum  or  number,  and  the  longest 
or  latest  time  proposed. 

RULE  11.  Any  Regent  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

RULE  12.  When  any  two  of  the  Regents  rise  in  favor  of 
taking  a  question  by  "yeas  and  nays,"  it  shall  be  so  taken 
and  recorded. 

RULE  13.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Board,  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  unless:  First,  to  adjourn;  second,  to  lay  on 
the  table;  third,  the  previous  question;  fourth,  to  postpone 
indefinitely;  fifth,  to  postpone  to  a  particular  time;  sixth, 
to  divide;  seventh,  to  refer;  eighth,  to  amend — which  mo- 
tions shall  severally  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named,  and  the  first  three  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

RULE  14.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it 
shall  not  be  acted  on  again  for  three  months. 

RULE  15.  After  any  question,  except  one  of  indefinite 
postponement,  has  been  decided,  any  Kegent  who  voted  in 
the  majority  may,  at  the  same  or  next  succeeding  stated 
meeting,  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof. 

RULE  16.  On  the  call  of  two  Regents,  if  seconded  by  a 
majority,  the  "  previous  question  "  shall  be  put  in  this  form  : 
"  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?"  If  carried,  all 
amendments  not  already  adopted  shall  be  acted  upon  in 
their  order,  but  the  questions  must  be  taken  without  further 
debate. 
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RULE  17.  While  the  President  is  putting  the  question  or 
addressing  the  Board,  no  Regent  shall  walk  about,  leave  the 
room,  or  entertain  private  discourse. 

Order  of  Business. 
ARTICLE  395. 

The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  each  meet- 
ing: 

1.  Roll  call. 

2.  Reading,  correction,  and  approval, of  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting. 

3.  The  special  business  for  which  the  meeting  is  called,  if 
the  meeting  be  special. 

4.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

5.  Report  of  the  President  of  the  University. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Report  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Land  Agent. 

8.  Unfinished  business. 

9.  New  business. 

ARTICLE  396. 

This  order  of  business  may  be  suspended  at  any  meeting 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  Regents  present. 

ARTICLE  397. 

Cushing's  Manual  of  Parliamentary  Law  is  adopted,  in  so 
far  as  not  inconsistent  with  the  orders  of  this  Board  and  stat- 
utes governing  the  same. 


DIVISION  TWO— RELATING  TO  INSTRUCTION. 


CHAPTER  I. 

The  Academic  Senate. 
ARTICLE  398. 

The  Academic  Senate  shall  organize  and  perform  such 
duties  as  are  required  by  law,  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  confer  upon  it,  and  hold  at 
least  two  sessions  each  year,  at  Berkeley. 
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ARTICLE  399. 

All  persons  authorized  to  engage  in  instruction  in  any  of 
the  departments  of  the  University,  by  authority  of  this 
Board,  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  discussions  of  the 
Academic  Senate,  but  the  power  of  voting  is  confined  to  the 
President  and  professors,  resident  and  non-resident. 

ARTICLE  400. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  also  Secre- 
tary of  the  Academic  Senate. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Colleges  of  Letters  and  Science,  at  Berkeley. 
ARTICLE  401. 

The  following  colleges  are  established: 

1.  College  of  Letters  (classical  course). 

2.  College  of  Agriculture. 

3.  College  of  Mechanics. 

4.  College  of  Mining. 

5.  College  of  Engineering. 

6.  College  of  Chemistry. 

7.  Literary  Course. 

8.  Course  of  Letters  and  Political  Science. 

ARTICLE  402. 

The  full  course  in  each  of  these  colleges  extends  through 
four  years. 

ARTICLE  403. 

Commencement  Day  of  each  year  is  the  last  Wednesday 
in  May. 

ARTICLE  404. 

For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  work  of  the  agricultural 
experimental  stations  the  Professor  of  Agriculture  is  author- 
ized to  use  the  grounds  and  laboratories  attached  to  his 
department,  provided  that  the  total  expenditures  to  be  made 
in  connection  with  the  agricultural  experimental  station 
shall  not  exceed  the  special  legislative  appropriation. 
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ARTICLE  405. 

All  that  portion  of  the  University  grounds  west  of  the 
main  road — being  west  and  northwest  of  the  northerly  branch 
of  Strawberry  Creek — is  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  the  cul- 
ture of  economic  plants  and  botanical  garden,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Professor  of  Agriculture. 

ARTICLE  406. 

Two  hours  a  week  for  military  tactics  in  the  University 
shall  be  required  for  four  years. 

ARTICLE  407. 

Applications  for  promotion  in  rank,  or  for  an  increase  of 
the  salary  of  any  officer,  professor,  instructor,  or  other  em- 
ploye of  the  University,  can  only  be  made  in  writing,  and 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meeting  next 
preceding  the  annual  meeting,  and  can  only  be  considered 
at  such  annual  meeting,  or  at  the  next  regular  meeting  there- 
after. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Affiliated  Colleges. 
ARTICLE  408. 

The  affiliated  colleges  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Hastings  College  of  the  Law. 

2.  The  Toland  College  of  Medicine. 

3.  The  College  of  Dentistry. 

4.  The  College  of  Pharmacy. 

ARTICLE  409. 

All  other  colleges  of  the  University  now  existing,  or  which 
may  be  added  to,  or  affiliated  with,  the  University,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  Colleges  of  Science  and  Letters,  except  in  so  far 
as  the  authority  of  the  Board  may  be  limited  by  law,  or  by 
agreement  of  affiliation  with  such  other  colleges. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

The  President  of  the  University. 
ARTICLE  410. 

The  President  is  required  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
at  its  regular  meetings  the  condition,  wants,  and  prospects  of 
the  University,  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  411. 

The  President  is  required  to  obtain  monthly  from  each  pro- 
fessor and  instructor  a  report  of  the  number  of  hours  of  each 
day  actually  employed  by  him  in  his  class  duties,  and  the 
number  of  students  in  actual  attendance  in  each  class,  and 
make  report  quarterly  thereof  to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  412. 

The  President  is  authorized  to  make  such  visits  as  he  may 
deem  expedient  and  practicable  to  the  schools  and  teachers' 
institutes  of  this  State,  in  order  that  a  more  intimate  relation 
may  be  established  between  the  University  and  the  schools 
of  the  State. 

ARTICLE  413. 

The  President  is  authorized  to  assign  the  lecture  and  reci- 
tation rooms,  and  to  permit  the  use  of  halls  for  lectures  and 
other  purposes. 

ARTICLE  414. 

The  printing  press  at  Berkeley  is  placed  in  charge  of  the 
President. 


DIVISION  THREE— RELATING  TO  STUDENTS. 

CHAPTER  I. 

ARTICLE  415. 

Every  applicant  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and 
must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character. 
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ARTICLE  416. 

Women  shall  be  admitted  into  the  University  on  equal 
terms  with  men. 

ARTICLE  417. 

No  tuition  fee  is  required  from  any  student  in  any  of  the 
academic  colleges,  at  Berkeley. 

ARTICLE  418. 

The  willful  damaging  or  defacement  of  the  buildings, 
appurtenances  of  the  University,  or  the  conversion  or  theft 
of  any  of  the  property  of  the  same,  by  any  student,  aside 
from  the  usual  remedy  at  law,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
ground  for  expulsion. 

ARTICLE  419. 

The  following  regulation,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents, 
March  4,  1884,  is  in  effect: 

"Upon  the  request  of  the  Principal  of  any  public  school 
in  California,  whose  course  of  study  embraces,  in  kind  and 
extent,  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  any  college  of 
the  University  at  Berkeley,  a  committee  of  the  Academic 
Senate  will  visit  such  schools,  and  report  upon  the  quality  of 
the  instruction  there  given.  If  the  report  of  such  committee 
be  favorable,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  upon  the  persmuil 
recommendation  of  the  Principal,  accompanied  by  his  cer- 
tificate that  the  graduate  has  satisfactorily  completed  the 
studies  of  the  course  preparatory  to  the  college  he  wishes  to 
enter,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty  of  such  college, 
be  admitted  without  examination." 


DIVISION  FOUR— RELATING  TO  ADMINISTRATION  AND 

FINANCE. 


CHAPTER  I. 
ARTICLE  420. 

The  President  of  this  Board  is  ordered  to  draw  from  the 
State  Treasury,  upon  an  order  drawn  upon  the  State  Con- 
troller for  a  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  the 
Treasurer  Of  the  University  of  California,  at  any  time  dur- 
ing each  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  any  or  all  moneys 
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realized  from  the  "  Consolidated  Perpetual  Endowment  Fund 
of  the  University  of  California,"  as  interest,  profits,  income, 
or  revenue  arising  therefrom,  which  is  subject  to  disburse- 
ment, to  meet  the  current  annual  expenses  of  the  University; 
also,  the  annual  interest  of  forty-seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  dollars,  provided  for  by  Act  of  March  4,  1881,  "provid- 
ing for  the  restoration  of  certain  diverted  funds." 

ARTICLE  421. 

The  President  of  this  Board  is  ordered  to  draw  from  the 
State  Treasury,  upon  an  order  drawn  upon  the  State  Con- 
troller for  a  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  of  California,  at  any  time  during 
each  fiscal  year  (ending  June  thirtieth),  any  and  all  moneys 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the 
University  during  such  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  422. 

The  State  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  over  all  amounts 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  redemption  of  bonds 
belonging  to  the  University  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  Act 
entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  several  funds  of  the  University  of  California, 
and  for  the  investment  and  security  of  the  same,  approved 
March  9,  1883. 

ARTICLE  423. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  University  is  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  advance  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  University 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California,  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  coupons  that  may  be  due  on  all 
bonds  belonging  to  the  "  Consolidated  Perpetual  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  University  of  California,"  three  days  be- 
fore their  maturity. 

ARTICLE  424. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  University  is  authorized  and  instruct- 
ed to  advance,  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  University  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California,  at  such  times  as  may 
be  required,  an  amount  sufficient  to  redeem  all  bonds  belong- 
ing to  the  "  Consolidated  Perpetual  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
University  of  California,"  which  may  be  required  to  be  sur- 
rendered for  cancellation. 


ARTICLE  425. 


In  remitting  bonds  belonging   to   the   Univ 
placed  in  the  "Consolidated  Perpetual  Endown 


University,  to  be 
merit  Fund  of 
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the  University"  to  the  State  Treasurer,  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University,  the  latter  is  required  to  advise  the  State 
Controller  accordingly,  at  the  time  of  such  remittance. 

ARTICLE  426. 

All  bank  certificates  of  deposit  issued  on  account  of  the 
University  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Regents 
of  the  University,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  is 
authorized  to  indorse  the  same. 

ARTICLE  427. 

The  President  of  the  Board  and  the  Secretary  are  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  University, 
and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  such  checks 
as  may  be  drawn  upon  him  by  them,  for  the  payment  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  University,  to  wit:  The  salaries  of 
the  Faculty,  Instructors,  Janitors,  Land  Agent,  Secretary, 
and  other  permanent  employes  whose  salaries  have  been  or 
may  be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  such  other  demands  as  have 
been  or  may  be  hereafter  properly  audited  and  approved  by 
the  Board. 

ARTICLE  428. 

The  Finance  Committee  are  authorized  to  invest  the  money 
in  the  treasury  of  the  University  belonging  to  the  separate 
permanent  funds,  in  such  securities  as  they  may  deem  best. 

ARTICLE  429. 

At  the  regular  September  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
a  budget  shall  be  made  up  by  the  Finance  Committee  and 
submitted  to  the  Board  for  its  approval,  apportioning  specific 
sums  to  the  several  departments  of  the  university  for  that 
year. 

ARTICLE  430. 

The  President  of  the  University  and  the  Secretary  shall 
closely  supervise  all  current  expenditures  of  the  University, 
excepting  such  as  the  Board  may  definitely  incur,  and  bills 
therefor  shall  not  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee 
without  the  indorsement  of  one  or  both  of  said  officers.  This 
shall  not  apply  to  investments  in  securities. 

ARTICLE  431. 

All  bills  must  be  approved  by  the  various  committees  by 
whom  they  are  incurred,  before  being  audited  by  the  Finance- 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE  432. 

No  demands  or  bills  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the  Board 
until  approved  by  the  proper  committee  and  audited  by  the 
Finance  Committee,  except  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  by  yeas 
and  nays  of  all  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

ARTICLE  433. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  keep  a  book,  to  be  called 
"  Tlie  Abstract  Book,"  wherein  shall  be  opened  an  account 
with  each  fund,  crediting  the  fund  with  its  appropriation, 
and  debiting  it  as  warrants  are  drawn  upon  said  fund,  from 
time  to  time,  bringing  down  quarterly  balances,  and  report- 
ing the  same  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
and  that  no  change  or  transfers  shall  be  made  of  said  funds 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

ARTICLE  434. 

In  all  cases  relating  to  the  collection  of  compound  interest 
due  the  University,  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  is 
hereby  directed  to  instruct  the  Secretary  and  Land  Agent  of 
the  Board  as  to  the  adjustment  and  collection  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  435. 

All  expenditures  for  salaries,  material,  and  labor,  on 
account  of  any  special  appropriations  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, shall  cease  with  the  exhaustion  of  said  funds,  respect- 
ively. 

ARTICLE  436. 

No  liability  shall  be  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  by  any  officer  or  officers  of  any  affiliated  college. 

ARTICLE  437. 

No  professor,  or  employe,  in  any  affiliated  college  of  the 
University,  shall  receive  any  salary  or  wages  as  such  from 
the  funds  of  the  University  under  the  control  of  this  Board. 

ARTICLE  438. 

Whenever  leave  of  absence  is  granted  to  any  professor  or 
instructor  his  salary  shall  cease  during  such  absence. 
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ARTICLE  439. 

No  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  professors, 
instructors,  or  einployes  unless  actively  employed  in  some 
department  of  the  University. 

ARTICLE  440. 

Before  any  purchases  not  authorized  previously  by  the 
Board,  can  be  made,  a  requisition  addressed  to  the  Secretary 
must  be  made  out  giving  in  detail  the  articles  to  be  pur- 
chased, with  the  prices  thereof,  and  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  441. 

No  purchase  shall  be  made  without  a  written  order  from 
the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  442. 

All  students  using  the  several  laboratories  must  make  a 
deposit  with  the  Secretary  for  each  term  in  advance. 

ARTICLE  443. 

The  amount  of  such  deposit  shall  be  designated  by  the 
President  of  the  University,  and  shall  be  estimated  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  materials  to  be  used. 

ARTICLE  444. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
amount  of  such  deposit  may  be  remitted  to  students  unable 
to  pay. 

ARTICLE  445. 

When  such  deposits  are  made  the  Secretary  shall  give 
deposit  receipts. 

ARTICLE  446. 

The  Secretary  shall  require  all  students  who  may  have 
made  deposits  on  account  of  chemicals  or  other  purposes,  to 
make  settlement  before  Commencement  Day  of  each  year. 
In  case  of  their  failure  to  make  such  settlement,  all  their 
deposits  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  University  and  paid  over  to 
the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  447. 

Such  deposits,  or  the  balance  thereof,  after  settlement,  shall 
be  returned  to  the  student  only  upon  the  surrender  of  the 
deposit  receipt  therefor. 
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ARTICLE  448. 

All  delinquencies  must  be  collected  by  the  Secretary,  and 
students  in  arrears  refusing  or  failing  to  pay  such  delin- 
quencies shall  be  suspended,  and  the  Academic  Senate  or 
the  proper  Faculty  are  instructed  to  enforce  this  provision. 

ARTICLE  449. 

A  fee  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  collected  by  the  Secretary  for 
every  diploma  issued  to  graduates  of  the  colleges  at  Berkeley, 
and  two  dollars  for  every  diploma  furnished  in  blank  to  the 
affiliated  colleges  of  the  University. 

ARTICLE  450. 

All  orders  and  requisitions  upon  the  State  Printer  shall  be 
made  by  the  President  of  the  University  and  the  Secretary 
or  by  the  Board. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Land  Administration. 

ARTICLE  451. 

In  case  an  applicant  for  lands  procures  a  certificate  of 
deposit  to  the  order  of  the  Regents  of  the  University,  as 
security  that  he  will  take  and  pay  for  the  lands,  if  title  can 
be  procured,  and  subsequently  the  application  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  locate  said  lands  is  rejected  oy  the  United  States 
land  officers,  the  amount  of  the  certificate  shall  be  returned 
to  the  applicant  by  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  452. 

It  is  hereby  declared  the  duty  of  the  Land  Agent  to  act  as 
Secretary  of  the  Land  Committee,  and  as  such  to  keep  papers, 
minutes,  and  records  of  all  their  official  proceedings,  and  to 
attend  meetings  of  the  Board  during  the  discussion  of  land 
matters. 

ARTICLE  453. 

The  Land  Agent  of  the  University  is  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  commence  and  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California,  all  suits  necessary  to  enforce 
the  collection  of  arrears  of  interest  due,  or  that  may  become 
due  hereafter,  on  account  of  sale  of  land  by  the  University, 
when  the  purchasers  fail  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  their 
contracts  with  the  University. 
14 
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ARTICLE  454. 

All  applications  for  unsurveyed  lands  on  which  the  twenty 

Eer  cent  payment  required  to  be  paid  in  advance  has  not 
een  made,  are  hereby  ordered  canceled. 

ARTICLE  455. 

All  bondsmen  must  be  residents  of  the  State. 
ARTICLE  456. 

Upon  the  accumulation  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  the 
credit  of  the  Land  Fund,  the  same  shall,  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  Congress  and  of  this  State,  be  invested  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  457. 

The  Land  Agent  is  authorized  to  abandon  to  the  United 
States  all  surveyed  applications  made  in  behalf  of  the  Uni- 
versity on  which  no  preliminary  deposit  has  been  made. 

ARTICLE  458. 

The  Lajid  Agent  of  the  University  is  instructed  to  de- 
mand the  balance  of  principal  and  excess  of  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  due  on  all  certificates  of  pur- 
chase now  due,  or  that  may  become  due,  by  reason  of  the 
expiration  of  the  five  years  credit,  and  all  interest  due.  Said 
interest,  if  not  paid  as  it  becomes  due,  to  be  added  to  the 
principal,  and  to  become  a  part  thereof,  and  to  bear  interest 
at  the  same  rate  per  annum,  and  if  default  be  made  in  the 
payment  of  the  interest,  as  herein  provided,  then  the  prin- 
cipal and  the  whole  thereof  shall  immediately  become  due, 
at  the  option  of  the  Regents  of  the  University.  Both  princi- 
pal and  interest  shall  be  paid  in  the  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States. 

ARTICLE  459. 

The  Land  Agent  of  the  University  is  required  and  in- 
structed to  collect  the  following  fees  for  issuance  of  patents 
under  the  Agricultural  College  Grant  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  acres:  For  each  and  every  application,  a  fee  of  five 
dollars.  For  each  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  fractional 
part  thereof,  one  dollar,  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  affixing  the  seal  of  the  State  to  said  patents. 
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ARTICLE  460. 

The  list  of  fees  and  rules  of  the  Land  Office  of  the  Uni- 
versity shall  be  printed  and  posted  in  the  office  of  the  Land 
Agent. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  said  rules  arid  fees  as  now  posted 
in  the  Land  Office: 

Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Land  Department  of  the  University 

of  California. 

To  the  Land  Agent  of  the  University  of  California  : 

SIR:  Whenever  it  is  brought  to  your  notice  that  appli- 
cants for  lands  under  the  Agricultural  College  Grant  have 
interfered,  or  are  attempting  to  interfere,  with  the  rights  of 
settlers  or  persons  in  possession,  you  will  report  the  facts  to 
the  Committee  on  College  Lands  for  their  action.  You  will 
not  approve  any  location  until  after  the  expiration  of  thirty 
(30)  days  from  date  of  the  United  States  Register's  accept- 
ance of  the  same. 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  communicate  with  the  United 
States  .Land  Offices,  and  ask  that  they  take  action  upon  all 
college  applications  that  have  been  filed  in  their  offices  over 
ninety  (90)  days.  If  the  Registers  and  Receivers  of  the 
United  States  Land  Offices  cannot  decide  in  that  time,  you 
will  get  from  them  a  statement  of  their  reasons,  and  submit 
the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Lands. 

In  all  a] (plications  for  timber  land  applicants  will  be 
required  to  furnish  bonds  for  the  payment  of  deferred  pay- 
ments, with  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board. 

PEES. 

Applicants  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  following  fees: 

For  filing  and  making  out  papers  for  the  United  States 
Land  Office,  for  every  location  of  320  acres  or  less,  $5. 

For  certificate  of  purchase,  $3. 

For  patent  for  each  and  every  application,  $5. 

For  each  160  acres  or  fractional  part  thereof,  $1. 

For  locations  embracing  more  than  320  acres,  the  same  fees 
shall  be  paid  for  each  320  acres  or  fraction  over  in  the  location. 

The  fee  for  certificate  of  purchase  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
the  first  payment  of  principal  is  made.  The  fee  for  patent, 
»vhen  the  same  is  issued.  The  fee  for  filing  must  accompany 
the  application. 

ARTICLE  461. 

The  Land  Agent  of  the  University  of  California  is  directed 
and  required  to  collect  a  fee  of  two  ($2)  dollars  for  each  certi- 
fied copy  of  papers  on  file  in  his  office,  and  deposit  the  same 
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with  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Fee  Fund  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

ARTICLE  462. 

The  Land  Agent  of  the  University  shall  not  receive  any 
money  for  the  University,  and  all  money  due  from  the  sales 
of  land,  or  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  paid  direct  to 
the  Treasurer  by  the  persons  owing  the  same,  upon  the  cer- 
tificate of  said  Land  Agent  showing  the  correctness  of  the 
amount  due.  And  said  Agent  shall  notify  all  persons  owing 
or  who  may  hereafter  owe  the  University  as  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE  463. 

The  Land  Agent  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  applica- 
tions for  unsurveyed  lands;  provided,  that  the  Regents  reserve 
the  power  to  revoke  said  applications,  whenever  it  may  ap- 
pear that  through  misapprehension  or  misrepresentation, 
injustice  may  have  been  done  to  actual  settlers. 

ARTICLE  464. 

The  Land  Committee  is  authorized  to  extend  for  one  year 
all  payments  of  interest  where  the  parties  have  offered  the 
same  upon  certificates  of  purchase  upon  which  the  five  years' 
time  has  expired. 

ARTICLE  465. 

On  sales  of  land,  under  the  grant  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  acres,  interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  seven 
per  cent  per  annum.  On  new  contracts  to  be  made  hereaf- 
ter, when  the  five  years'  time  has  expired  under  the  former 
contract,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Land  Committee,  interest 
may  be  charged  at  a  rate  not  less  than  seven  per  cent  per 
annum;  provided,  that  all  interest  due  under  said  former 
contract,  up  to  the  time  of  the  making  and  execution  of  the 
new  contract,  shall  have  been  fully  paid;  and  pi*ovided  further, 
that  the  certificates  of  purchase  originally  issued  shall  have 
been  surrendered  and  canceled. 

ARTICLE  466. 

In  addition  to  the  power  now  conferred  on  the  Land  Com- 
mittee to  take  measures  to  collect  delinquent  interest  on  land 
sales,  said  committee  is  also  authorized  to  take  measures  to 
foreclose  the  interest  of  delinquent  purchasers  when  failure 
has  been  made  in  payment  of  principal  or  interest,  so  as  to 
recover  the  land  to  the  University  and  place  said  land  again 
on  the  books  for  sale. 
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ARTICLE  467. 

Interest  on  payments  made  in  the  purchase  of  lands  from 
the  Board  of  Regents  shall  in  no  case  be  refunded  or  paid  to 
the  purchaser  or  his  successors  in  estate.

The  Libniry  to  be  formed  by  virtue  of  the  bequest  of  tin- 
late  Michael  Keese  shall  be  general  in  its  character,  and  shall 
include  judiciously  selected  works  pertaining  to  Literature, 
Science,  and  the  Arts.  The  principal  shall  remain  as  an 
invested  fund,  and  the  interest  only  shall  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

AKTICLE  47*. 

The  professors  and  instructors  shall,  at  least  once  a  year, 
present  to  the  Library  Committee  lists  of  books  relating  to 
their  respective  departments  of  knowledge,  which  they  recom- 
mend for  purchase  for  the  University  Library  at  Berkeley. 

ARTICLE  479. 

The  Librarian  shall  examine  said  list  and  see  that  no 
unnecessary  duplicates  are  ordered. 
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ARTICLE  480. 

The  professors  and  instructors  shall  hand  their  lists  to  the 
Librarian  between  the  fifteenth  of  November  and  the  first 
of  December  of  each  year,  and  the  Librarian  shall  present 
the  same  to  the  Library  Committee  with  the  least  possible 
delay. 

ARTICLE  481. 

The  Library  Committee  and  Librarian  shall  thereupon 
revise  and  adopt  the  list  of  books  to  be  purchased;  the  Libra- 
rian shall  ascertain  and  report  the  prices,  publishers,  etc.,  of 
such  books  to  the  committee,  who  may  adopt  the  same;  and 
the  said  list  of  books  and  prices  shall  be  filed  with  the  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  issue  the  necessary  orders  and  receive  the 
books;  provided,  the  total  expenditure  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  previously  authorized  by  the  Board  to  be  so  expended. 

ARTICLE  482. 

Any  person  who  may  fail  to  return  any  book  of  the  library 
by  reason  of  the  loss  thereof,  shall,  upon  the  demand  of  the 
Librarian  or  Library  Committee,  pay  to  the  Librarian  the 
price  necessary  to  be  paid  for  replacing  such  book.  Such 
failure  to  return  or  pay  for  any  book  shall  deprive  such  per- 
son from  further  privileges  of  the  library.  The  Librarian 
shall  report  all  such  cases,  and  pay  all  money  received  there- 
from to  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  483. 

The  Secretary  of  this  Board  is  directed  to  make  public  the 
readiness  of  the  Regents  to  receive  donations  of  books,  maps, 
and  engravings  for  the  Library  of  the  University,  and  in  par- 
ticular that  they  will  accept  volumes  of  the  Congressional 
Globe,  History  of  Congress,  Mexican  Boundary  Commission, 
State  Geological  Surveys,  Smithsonian  Reports,  Coast  Sur- 
veys, and  the  like.  Such  volumes  shall  be  placed  on  the 
shelves  of  .the  Library  by  the  Library  Committee,  and  shall 
contain  a  presentation  plate  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the 
donor,  and  donations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secre- 
tary by  circulars  in  the  usual  form,  and  also  statedly  in  the 
public  prints  in  a  compendious  form.

CHAPTER  I.

The  agricultural  and  botanical  work  on  the  grounds  of  the 
University,  except  as  to  the  location  thereof,  is  left  with  a 
committee  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  University,  the 
Professor  of  Agriculture,  and  the  Superintendent  (Secretary) 
of  the  Grounds,  with  power  to  employ  such  labor  as  may  be 
necessary,  not  exceeding  $250  per  month,  and  materials  as 
needed,  not  exceeding  $1,200  per  annum,  the  same  to  be 
audited  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  paid  out  of  the  Spe- 
cial Agricultural  Fund.  Said  limits  of  expenditure,  how- 
ever, may  be  changed  by  special  order  of  the  Board.  (See 
Articles  404,  405.) 

ARTICLE  489. 

The  Secretary  is  charged  with  the  control  of  the  grounds 
at  Berkeley  and  the  care  of  all  University  property,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 
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ARTICLE  490. 

The  President  of  the  University  is  authorized  to  direct  the 
use  of  all  property  set  apart  for  purposes  of  instruction. 

ARTICLE  491. 

All  rents  from  property  of  the  University  must  be  paid  in 
advance  to  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  492. 

The  care  and  management  of  all  the  University  cottages 
devolve  upon  the  Secretary,  who  shall  make  quarterly  reports 
to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  493. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  in  his  office  dupli- 
cates of  all  the  keys  of  the  several  rooms  and  buildings  at 
Berkeley. 

ARTICLE  494. 

The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  employ,  dismiss,  and  regu- 
late the  duties  of  the  Watchman  ana  day  laborers. 

ARTICLE  495. 

The  President  and  Secretary  are  authorized  to  employ, 
dismiss,  and  regulate  the  duties  of  Janitors,  and  they  must 
promptly  report  their  action  to  the  Board.
